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MS Pon Eupbrates ſide, not many Fur- 
? longs trom Babylon, two Strangers 
were newly alighted from their. 
Horſes under. certain Trees, the 
& thicknefſe of whoſe Boughes af- 

forded them a pleaſing ſhade. He of therwo;who 
by the Fairnefle of his Arms, and thie reſpe& which 
the other payd him, ſcemed to be the Mafter,having 
unbuckled his Helmet, was ftretcht along upon 
the Graſſe, and had begun to bury in fleep the 
Cares which oppreſt him ; when having ſcatce ta- 
ſed the firft ſweers of that Calme, he was inte-- 
rupted in it by the other who accompanyed him, 
and at the ſametime rouz'd by a {uddain andftart- 
ling noiſe , which forc'd | him to betake him- 
ſelte againe ro his Horſe, and Helmet, and to 
advance to the High-way fide trom whence he

came, 


ge 
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came, that he might learn the occation, which he 
found in the firſt obje& there ; It was a Combat 
berween two Knights, in whom he ſoon obſerved 
eminent marks of rare Valour, and high Animoti- 
ty, their Javelins ſhiver'd in a hundred picces un- 
in their Horſes feet, had given way to their 
Swords, which they uſed with ſo much fury to- 
wards one another, ando little camtion towards 
themſelves, as made him conclude, that the cager= 
neſſe of Affailing had quite extinguiſht in them 
the thought of Defending, and that to both of 


them it was much more dear to take their Enemies. 


life, than to preſerve their own. Till then the 
Combat was cqually ballanc'd in uncertainty, to 


'whom the Advartage inclined, when one of them 


(whoſe ſable Arms, and Plumes of the fame, did 
in ſome ſort exprefſe the wearers ſadneffe ?) threw 
himſelf upon his Enemy with fo much fury, as 
ſoon made him by two orthree great wounds, be- 
gin to apprehend his Condition ; and wholtill 
preſſing his Advantage with the greater violence , 
the more he found his Adverſaries forces faile, was 
tikely to have put a ſpeedy end to the ARtion 
(which yet ſeemed too flow tor his Revenge) had 
not the Knight, then theis Speftator, thrown him- 
ſelf berween to part them, intreating them to de- 
ſift, inthe civileſ cearms that could beufed in ſuch 
an occafion 3 bur the Knight in the black Arms , 
whom powerful] Reaſons obliged to paſſionate 
the others Ruin, and whom the hopes of Viftory 
had already exalted, cryed out with an inflamed 
voice; Whoever thou art, if thou beeft not a Pro- 
tetor of Crimes, and an Enemy to Vertue , and 
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it thou wouldit not draw upon thy felt the hatred 
both ot God and Men, oppoſe not the deſtruCtiou 
of the molt cruel{ and pertidious perſon living ; 
and ſeeing him perliſt in his deſign, ro part them, 
he charges him with ſach ſaddainneffe and vio- 
lence, that the Stranger finding in the weight of 
his blows, the force and fpirit of his new Adver- 
ſary, was neceſſitated to lay afide the care of ano- 


. thers proteCtion , to tend his own preſervation. . 


"Tis rrae that a ſecret ſhame to hurt a man that 
had already another Enemy befare him, and that 
might ſeem wearied by a preceding Combat, made 
him ftand a good while upon a pure defenſive; but 
at lengih finding himſelt preft upon with ſo much 
vehemence, by a man to whom he had given no 
juſt offence , and obſerving thedanger came lo faſt 
upon him, whilft he ſpared an /Enemy againſt 
whom he tound all his force requifate, he was up- 
on the paintof forlaking rad wn when there ap- 
peared ten or twelve treſh well mounted Knights, 
running towards them at full ſpeed, who taking 
knowledge of the Combatants, ranged themſelves 
on his fide that was hurr, whoſe weaknefſe had 
then rendred him a Speator onely, and two of 
that Troup having foon after withdrawn, and 
condudtted him onward the way to Babylon, all the 
reſt tell furiouſly upon him in he black Arms, and 
had in inftant killed his Horſe under tfim, yet b 

good fortune he was not fo ſurpriſed with the fall, 
but that he freed himſelf from his Stirrups, and 
C being of an admirable courage ) had diſpoſed 
himſelt ro diſpute or loſe hls life generouſly, when 
the Stranger obſerving the incquality of the Fight,

and deretting the unworthinefſe of the Afailants 
Aion, cryed out to him, Thy rudeneffe Knights 
ſhall not make me faile of my Duty, and lincel ſec 
thou haſt-ſo much more Courage than Courtetic, 
I will venture that lite which cthou| wouldſt have 
taken away to ſave thine ; having thus ſaid , he 
flew among thoſe new comers, with fuch nimble- 
nefſe and vigour, that at the two fijft blows, he 
laid two of them at his feet, thereby giving the 
other leiſure to throw himlclt upon |one of their 
Horſes, and to joine him, both which they did 
with wonderfull agility. The Knight finding 
himſelt ſuccoured with ſo much generofity, by a 
man he had ufcd fo ill, even at| che firſt ad- 
mired, but ſoon after grew Idolater of his Vertue, 
when he ſaw him overthrow two moreot his Ene- 
mies and charge the reſt wich ſo prodigious a Cou - 
rage, as he ſeemed ſcarce to need his aſſiſtance to 
their entire deteat; yet not negleting to ſecond 
him vigorouſly, and the other alſo who accompa- 
nyed the Stranger contributing to his Maſters 
ayde with much bravery , the Valoyr of all three 
had the good fortune in a ſhort ſpace to force the 
reſt who:had eſcaped their fury, to ſeek their ſatery 
inthe ſwiftneſſe of theic Horſes: They thought 
them nut worthy of their purſuit, and the Stran- 
ger hnding his Horſe faint underhin of his hurts, 
leapt lightly from him, and he whomhe had ſuc- 
coured alighting alſo, and putting up his Beaver, 
accoſted him with a Civility farre differring from 
his firſt Welcome. The Stranger | much taken 
with his noble preſence, and ns ods in his 
countenance ſome ayresnot altogether unknown 
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to him, forgettiug all former Animoticics, embra- 
ced him with much kindneſfle : Generous Stranger ; 
laid the other to him, or rather, the Gallanteft ot 
men, it lite were dear to me, 1 were then obliged 
to him that hath preſcrved it ; yet what occaſion 
ſoever I have co hate that, and what delign focver 
I had to loſe it, I ſhall forget both ro comply with 
the juſt ſenſe of your favours, and thall no-longer 
pretend to diipofe of what you have fo glotioully 
made your own, and which ought hereatcer to be 
wholly imploycd in your fervice ; yet the love of 
your Vertueties me much taſter to you than that 
obligation;and the proofes which you have already 
given of that makes me hope tor an ea{te pardon ot 
the rudeneſſe, tro which my deſpair,and almoſt ju- 
ſtifiable paſlion tranſported me.I make no queſtion 
but when you ſhall know the cauſe of ir, you will 
not onely excuſe that, but conclude alto, that you 
have lefſe obliged me in reſcuing mine. than inju- 
red me in ſaving the life of Perdiccas. 

T he Stranger,by this Diſcouſe,and by the name 
of Perdiccas, .colleQting the quality ot the perſon, 
repayed him his Civilities wich Intereſt, and: then 
recalling to himſelt choſe Idzas, which length of 
time had almoſt worne out, he ſo well expreſſed 
his impatience to know him more parricularly, 
that the other obterving it , I ſhould be very in- 
gratefull, faid he, to conceale any longer his name, 
who will never conceale his hearc from you. I am 
the unfortunate Lyſimachus, and now fo much the 
more unforrunate, that ] muft conſent to the pro- 
longation of .ſo miſerable a lite, that ir may be 
boſfble for me to acquic my felf in ſome part of 
what I owe to you, B 3 The 
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The name of | Lyſimacous quite |untcaled the 
Strangers eyes, who then more artefitively conſ1- 
dering him, could no longer doubth but he was 
the ſame whom he had formerly ſeen in ſogreat 


{ 


Iuftre in the Court of Alexander, he} then ſecretly 
thankt the Gods, tor having given him the meancs 
to (erve fo gallant a perfon ; but tying not yer 
minded co di:cover himfelt, he mal} onely this 
Reply : Sir ! the name of Lyſimagoug is to famous, 
that hardly that of Alexander the grear, is it more, 
nor can one haye heard'ot his lite, and be igno- 
rafit of the wonders of yours. I Jie cxpeRed 
from this encounter an event ſo happy, and glo- 
rious to me, in which I recerve a ſatis'aftion 

able ro make me forget all my niebyreitnes. 
Lyfimacbur made a return to theſe obliging Diſ- 
courſes of all the Endearments that the firft ar- 
dours ofa'growing friend{hip could diftate, which 
they having reciprocally promiſed to one another, 
we confirmed by deep prorteftations , Lyſimachus 
renewed the contemplarion of that| Strangers Ex- 
ccllencies, with the ſame wonder which had poffeft 
him in the Comba ; and cruly his admiration was 
not wichout great cauſe, fince the Gods had for- 
med him with all the perfe&tions that can accom- 
plith a man 3 his tace was handiome, even to won- 
cer, bur yet in that bearty ( which had nothing of 
effeminace) there did appear ſomewhac fo great 
and Martiall, fo Radiant, and full of Majeſty, as 
at the ſame inſtant impreſt in the beholder both 
Fear. Reſpe&, and Love; his Stature exceeded the 
| ralleft men, but with a proportion fo excellent, 
| that all the Geſtures and Motions of his body, had 
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a Grace and Liberty no where elſe to be ſeen 3 his 


Age ſeemed to be about fiveor (ix and twenty ; 
The Sun-burning, and toile of a tedious Journ 

had ſomewhat impaired the Iuftce of his Acorn 
beauty, and the length and negligence of his 
Haire, exprefled "the lictle chought he had of his 
Perſon ; bur the careleinefſe of thoſe things, which 
the importance of his Aﬀaires,and Traverſes of his 
life had brought him ro negle&, could not hinder 
Lyſimachus from obſerving ſo lovely Reliques , as 
repreſented him a perſon altogether extraordina- 
ry, and theunion gf ſuch rare parts joined to his 
own particular ObWpation ſoon begat in him fo 
entire a friendſhip, as neither the ſucceſſion of 
times, nor theextremeſt accidents of life had ever 
power to ſhake ; all things contributed thereunto, 
their Ages equall, and Lyſimachus his perſon lictle 
inferiour, had not ſo deep a melancholy overcaft 


and clouded the greateſt pai t of his beauty. The. 


<tranger, who by univerſall Fame, and by. his own 
obſervation had already great knowledge of his 
Vertue, obſerving wich more attention ( lance 
wich more concernment thag formerly) fo:rare a 
Compoſicion, gave cafie way to thoſe powerfull 
Inclinations which he found ſpring within him , 
towardsa perſon of ſo high conlideration. 

As {oon as their wonder was a little over, and 
that they had recovered themſelves from the Exta- 
fis, into which the mutuall Contemplation of one 
anothers Excellencies had brought them , The 
Stranger beginning, Noble Lyfimachys ! faid he, 
if I were not afraid that my curiofitic might dil. 
pleaſe you, 1 ſhould rake the liberty to ask the 
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cauſe of your hatred to Perdiccas, fince knowing, 
both your Reputations, T have not heard but char 
in the Court of Alexander you lived together in 
very gocd Intelligence. And freeing you now (© 
ficrcdy tranſported againt him',' having fuch 
lnowkidee of your moderation, T may not believe 
that ſuch Animoſity can proceed but from Rea- 
{ons proporticnably powerfull and juſt. Here ic 
was indeed that Ly mechys his conflancy and power 
of himſelfe_ quite failed him, and thac rears break- 
ing from him with violence, made it Tong ere he 
could utter any thing, but” as ſoonas he was able, 
lifting up his hands and eyes to Heaven ; Great 
Gods, he exclamed, . ſince you have ſuffered me to 
ſurvivethe greateſt perfetion wherewith you ever 
adorned this World, If you have not referved me 
to be thoſe 1Huftrious perſons revenger, O free me 
at this inftant from that hated life, which I cannor 
lead a minute withotit horrour and ſhame. Sir, 
pony he with millions of ſighs, you oblige me 
y your opinion of my moderation, in beleeving 
that ] would not precipitare my ſelte with ſo much 
. rageand delperation, where the proyocation were 
anything ordinary ;- Itis fnich, as I am ture, I have 
"no power toexprefſe any. proportionable- part of 
it; I ſhall therefore tell you in ſhort, thar 1 purſue 
the infamous Perdiccas, as the execrable Marthe- 
rer, or rather Hangman of the beautifull Queen 
Statyra, Widdow to the great Alexnder, and of 
the divine 'Pariſatis her Siſter, Widdow to his be- 
loved Hepbeſtion. He accompanied” theſe few 
words with ſnch a flood of tears, and hear- break- 
ing groancs, thatno ſou], but that Strangers, _ 
NJ cuie 
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chuſe but have been touched with compaſſion ;l bur 


his(alaſs) was tooſenfible in his own concern- 
mentto minde the Attions of Lyfimacbus, onely 
having __ colourtwice or thrice, and ſtaring 
upon him with eycs wild and diftrafted, I conjure 
you, aid he, by all the Gods, Lyſimactys ! to tell 
me true, Is che Queen Statyra dead? Alas, \its bur 
to0true, (aid Lyſimacbys 3 and if you will ina few 
words learn the ftory of her end, Know that as 
ſoon as Alexander had given up the Ghoſt, the 
cruell-Rexana, who during the life time of that 
great Prince, had bern poffeſt with the rage of jea- 
loufie againſt her, having taken order that the 
poor Princefſe (who at that time was retired with 
' her Siſter tothe Caſtle of Calus) ſhould have no 
notice given her of his death, writ Letrersunto her 
in the deceaſed Kings name, conjuring her to haften 
to Babylon; and to lay the ſurer foundation for this 
Treaſon, ſhe and Perdiccas ſealed them with a Ring 
of that great Prince, which dying he had lefr' in 
that Traytors hands, little thinking ic ſhould have 
been. made. uſe of to the deftruftion of whar' he 
loved beft; ſo was their Innocence crained into 
the ſnare laid for them ; and that very day that 
craell woman, and that horrid Murtherer, cauſing 
themto be put to death in their preſence, made 
thoſe beautifull bodies be thrown into a Well, and 
covered with heapes of ftones. The Stranger nor 
ſtaying the conclufion of his diſcourſe, bur lifting 
up hiseyes to heaven, cryed out in a tone altoge- 
ther extraordinary 3 Great Gods, now it is that [ 
receive the effe&ts of your promiſes, and that after 
ten-years perſecution, you are pleaſed to —_ 
| at 
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that reſt, which you aſſured me I ſhould finde 1n 
theſe Countries ; having thus ſaid, ftared upon Ly- 
| ſimacbus with a/ wild and diftraed countenance, 
whereon death was already painted, he drew his 
ſword, and placing the point of ie-arthe defe& of 
his Armes, he threw himſclt upon ic fo ſuddainly, 
that neither Lyſimacbus nor his Squire could pofli- 
bly hinder him, and fell down art their feet, wel- 
ring in a floud of bloud ; by the noiſe of his fall, 
and outcry of ' his Squire, Ly/imachus recall'd from 
the rapture into which the Repetition of his miſ- 
fortuncs had carried him, and adding this aſſiſtance 
to the Squires (who tranſported with this accident 
was diſarming his poore Maſter with the geſtures 
and cries of a man diftrafted ) mingled alto his 
tears with his, with fo great demonftrations ot 
paſſion, as made him judge, that his Friendſhip, 
though of ſo late a birth, wasalready of a high de- 
gree 3 when they had diſarmed him, they found 
. - that as yet he breathed, and conſidering his hurt 
withas much attention as their preſent affligion 
could allow them, they found that the Sword, 
having not well ſ{cconded his defign, was {lipt by 
che intide of his Arms,and had made only a (loping 
woundalong the ribs, which ſight ſuggeſting un- 
to them ſome hopes of his ſafetic, made them ap- 
ply all their care to ſtop the blood,the lofſe where- 
of had already fo tarre weakned him, that he had 
fcarce any motion lefr. Whilſt they were thus bu- 
fied in this ſad office, it pleaſed the Gods to ſend 
them the aſſiſtance of two honeſt Country fellows, 
who ſeeing them in that conditioh, moved with 
compaſſion of ſoſad a ſpetacle, Charitably made 
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offer to them of theirſervice : Lyſimacbus rendred 
thanks ro Heaven for this encounter, and having 
underſtood by them that their houſe was in the 
wood betore them, not above two or three hun- 
dred paces off,he reſolved to conveigh him thither, 
judging that after ſuch a change in Aﬀaires, there 
could be lirtle fatety for cither of them in Babylon; 
beſides that, the Squire had expreft ro him, that 
for many important confiderations, it behoved 
his Mafter to avoid that place. This reſolution 
being taken, they fet him upon the Squires horſe, 
who got up behinde the ſaddle to ſuſtaine him , 
holding a Handkercheif upon his wound, and in 
chat poſture they followed the ewo Peſants , but 
before they came at the houſe, Lyſimachius addreſ- 
fing himſelf ro the more aged of the rwo, Honeft 
man, ſaid he, the Gods have in this encounter ſent 
thee a great good fortune, it thou canſt make uſe 
of it, and if thou proveſt as faichfull to us, as we 
hope thou wile, thou mayſt ſufficiently enrich thy 
{elte. The good man having made proteſtations to 
him in very good tearmes, Lyſimacbus found thar 
he was a man of underſtanding, wherefore having 
engaged him in an Oath that he would nor betray 
them, he commanded him to goe to Babylon, and 
having faurniſht him with ſuch addreſſes and in- 
ftruftions as were neceflary, he gave him alſo two 
R ings of value, bidding him keep the one for him- 
{elfe, and uſe the other as a Token from him to his 
Phyfitian Amyntes, and ſome other of his Dome- 
ſtiques, whole ſervice he thought he ſhould- need, 
during that his retirement, with order chat they 
ſhould haſten to him, with all ſuch things as were 
neceffary 
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neceſſary, as well for the Strangers cure, as tor 

both their convenience; and having again recom- 

mended unto him fecrecte above all things , 

| hediſpatcht him away, and being afſifted by the 

. other (who was his Sonne)they ſoon after arrived | 

at the houſe, where they were at firſt well recei- # 
ved by certain women whom they found there; 
but being once further informed by the young 
Peſant of the bounty and quality of their Gueſt , 
they made tender to them of their ſervice, with 
great care and application : They forthwith pur 
the poor wounded Stranger to bed, whom lofle of 

blood had already deprived of all ftrength and 

knowledge. Although Lyſimachys found in his 
own unhappineſſc matter enough | of defperation, 
and that being ſo uncapable of conſolation as to 
himfelf, he was likely to be an i]l Comforter and 
; Succourer of another ; yet the Obligation he had 
| to that Stranger, and the concernment which he 

thought belonged co him in that hurt, which his Þ} 

Diſcourſe had procured him, joined to the ftrong 

| Inclination which he found in himfelfeto his Per- 

fon and Vertues, made him reſolve not to leave 

him, bur to ſuſpend the memory of his own, to aſ- 

ſift the generous Stranger during his preſent Mis- 

fortunes, In purſuance of this Determination, re- 

 fle&ingupon the cauſe of that accident, and upon 

the ftrange concernment which the other had ex- 

preft in the death of the Princefſe of Perfia,he could 

not imagine the occaftion, but not doubting bur 

he ſhould ſoon learn ir; eicher from himſelf, or bis 

Squire, he went on, confirming himſelfe in thar 

Friendſhip which he had already vowed him , 

ES judging 
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judging by the Teſtimonies he had already given, 
that they vere both partakers of a like toxtune, 
and that their equall diſpaire did proceed either 
trom the ſame, or a very proportionable cauſe, He 
was interrupted in this contemplation by rhe arri- 
vall of old Pelemen, with the Phylitian Amntas, 
together with ſome Chirurgions and other Dome- 
ſtiques that he had ſent for, he having commended 
their diligence, and recommended the Stranger to 
the ſpeciall care of his Phyfitian, would needs 
himſelfe be preſent at the ſearching of his wound , 
which upon the firſt inſpe&ion Amyntas finding to 
be no wayes dangerous, and affuring his Lord of 
the Patients ſafety, gave him the greateſt Joy thar 
he was then a. of. The faithtull Squire was 
tranſported with the news, and ſerved thoſe thaz 
laboured in his Mafters' cure, with a Zeale that 
clearly expreſt his affeAtion. The Chicurgions 
having applyed the firſt dreſſing, powred certaine 
Spirits into the Patients mouth, which by lirtle 
and little reſtored unto him his ſenſes, fight, and 
knowledge. Being newly revived from his fain- 
ting,he fixt his eyes upon the firſt objeRts that were 
before him, and ſeeing himſelf ſurrounded by Ly. 
fimacbus and his Squire, and the reſt who were 
drefling him, he confidered a while the place where 
he was, and the perſons that afſiſted him, andſu- 
if the ruth, he faintly turned his eyes on 
thoſe that were next him, and having fixed them 
Gilently a while, O cruel! Enemies, ſaid he, with a 
Janguiſhing voice , what have I done , that you 
ſhould perſecute me with ſo much Inhumanity » 
and then finding by the paine where his wound 
Was, 
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was, he clape his hands to it, and was upon the 
point of tearing off all that had been applycd to 
It, if Lyſ1macbus, perceiving his Intention, had not 
; ſeiſed them, and held them faft, which in regard of 
' his weaknelſe he might eaſily doe. The Stranger 
ſeeing himſelfe thus hindred in his reſolution , 
looke on him at firft with a threatning counte- 
nance; but afterward finding his body too weak to 
execute what his foule determined, he endeavoured 
to move his pitty ( fo he underftogd a permiſſion 
to deſtroy himſelfe ) by teares, ſuch as could nor 
| have been denyed any thing but that. Lyſimacbus 
: truck to the ſoule with compaſſion, urged all the 
Reaſons and Arguments that poſſibly he could ro 
; divert him from difpaire ; but finding that he did 
not ſo much as vouchſafe him attention, and that. 

at length it would be impoſſible |to force him to 

live againf} his will, he reſolved to. try whether he 

could engage him in his own preſervation upon 
point of Honour : Sir, faid he, with a voice more 

ſterne than before, hitherto | have thought you a 
perſon of much gallantry, but now I am forc'd to 

tell you, that by theſe extremes you contradi& the 

proofes of your being ſo, by too diſhonourable a 

weakneſle, and if you will not have me fix a judg- 

ment ſo much to your diſadvantage, 1 conjure you 

by all the Gods, and by the memory of the Prin- 

ceſſes of P-r/ia ( if it be true that you have over- 

loved them) to aſſiſt me in the tevenge of their 
death ; 1 deſire you to preſerve your lite no longer 

than till it hath ſerved ro take away the lite of their 

Murtherers, 1gainft whom I am likely to be too 

weak withour your affiftance ; both they and 1 

challenge 
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challenge this trom you, and it you are as much 
concern'd as you ſeem in their lofſe, lay this truth 
to heart, that you cannot dye but with Infamy 
without at tempting thar before you perifh; it be- 
ing a Due as well to zour own Honour, as to their 
Satisfaftion. 1 have my felfe as much' or more 
{ubjc& to hate life than you ; and fince in theſe ex- 
rremities it is no more a ſeaſon to diſguiſe, know 
that I ſhould never have ſurvived the Priricefle Pa- 
riſatis, had I notthought my ſelfe obliged to ſatis- 
fie her Ghoſt, by a Sacrifice of their blood who de. 
prived me of her. | 
This Diſcourſe had fo ftrange and ſuddaine an 
Impreſſiort in the minde of this Diſpairer, as at the 
inſtant made him} aſhamed to have ſought Death 


fions of Repentance : You have overcome ( Lyſi- 
machbus) butremember withall to what time you 
have limited your defires, and never preſſe me to 
more 3 in the meane._ while Araxes ſhall acquaint 


any - from you, either of the quality or life 0 

your milerable Companion mm Misfortunes. After 
this he willingly ſubmitted ro whatever the Chi- 
rurgions thought fit, and being forbid ſpeech for 


rits, Lyſimachys reſolved to imploy that time with 
his Squire, in hearing from him the hiſtory of a life 
which he conceived could not but be full of 
memorable Accidents ; but becauſe the night was 
already well advanced, having taken alight S 
per, and recommended the weak Stranger to th 
care of his Attendants, he went to bed, and tooke 


before Revenge, and drew from him theſe expref- - 


you with the cauſe of my Deſpaire, not concealing - 


ſome daies, in regard of the conſumption of ſpi- 
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as much reſt cill day, as his ſad |and  unquiet 
thoughts would allow him. . Thenexr morning 
as{g0n as he was up, he enquired how the Stranger 
did, and being told that he was at reſt, hedrew the 
Squire into a Garden ( which the good man of the

Tife it (elfe ro procure your quiet and happinefle ; 
inthe meane while endeavour to recover your fpi- 
rits from thoſe feares and affiitions that deje& 
them, and be confident that the. Vertue of Caſſan- 
dra is tov confiderableto the Gods, to expole' it 
long to fo great a perſecution. - Polemon having 
pawſed at theſe words, the (perſon to whom he 
ſpake, after two or three deep , which were 
heard by Lyſimachus, was diſpoling! her felfe to a 
Reply; when all four comming to the end of their 
ſeverall Walkes, met at the veryentry of another 
tha croft chem, which diſcovered to Lyſimachus 
that it was a very perſonable Woman in a Country 
habit, who had had that converſation with Fole- 
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ſhe being, as ic ſeemes, unwilling to have any Wit- 
netfcs of their Diſcourſe, and furpriſed with this 
encounter, turned ſuddainly from chem, and haſt- 
ning away, was inftantly gone out of the Garden 
ata little door, which wes an our- ler from thence 
| intq a Grove of therewood juſt without the wall. 


unhappineſſe had extinguithe the curiofity natu- 
rall ro men, pryed no Rockers into this adventure, 
as not inquiſitive into ſecrets,uncalled, it had one- 
5 Jy this efte& upon him, to make him by the re- 
flexion on anothers Misfortunes, lift up his eyes 
to heaven in the remembrance of his own; and 
taking Araxes by the hand, he led him on to a 
pong Fountaine there by, where having made 

im fit down by him, and put him in minde of his 
Maſters commands , he entreated him wiuh muck 
civility co-relate unto him his life. Arax:s re- 
membring his Maſter's Orders,and being otherwiſe 
very glad to obey Lyſimacbus, having recolleCted 
himſclfe a while, began in this manner.

Had not my Maſter's indiſpofition obliged him *' 
to impoſe this part upon me, he had much reaſon *' 
befides to doe it, fince in the wonders of his life, © 
ſo many things have paſt incomparably glorious 
to himſelfe, that bis. modeſty would never have | 
permitted him to be atrae reciter of them. Be- 
fides, I am fo perfect in them (having been preſent 
at the greateſt part, and underſtood the reſt from 
him) that I conceive my {elfe lietle lefſe knowing # 
than himſelfe in the moſt memorable paſſages of * 
them. His name is Oroondates, which queſitionlefſe | 
would have been more known to. you, had not the 1 
neceſſity of his Aﬀaices obliged him for the moſt 
part to conceale it. His Birth js of the moſt Iin- 
ſtrious of the World, the onely Sonne and Heire to 
he great King of 'Scytbia, a Dominion fo power- 
full in it ſelfe, and ſo dreadtull to its Neighbours, * 
that the great Alexander himſclfe, rowhom almoſt 
all the Earth hath ſubmitted, never attempred ir 
( as you know better than 1 ) but to his lofſe and 
contufion, For his Perſog, youſke what it is ; and 
for the Qualities of his Milla. 'Ou will eafily- di» 7 
icern them upon rw enters: As * 
for thoſe of his Body, 1 cannot bur tell you, thar. |: 
what Lovelinefle- focver you ſee him yer _— 1

and Converſation : Tn his Diſcourſe and all his 


{Z ARtions there did ſhine a moſt admirable vivaciry 
F of 'Wicr, and ſolidity of Judgement, a Geol 

7 joined with fomuch Generofitic as made him a- 
4 dored by all the World; and che truth is, he ſoughe 
= nothing with fo much affe&ion, as the occafions

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10 oblige verraous pe ſons, and wheneycr he did 
lightupon thoſe occaſions, he made ute of them 
with ſo winning a dexterity, that his manner of 
obliging did more powerfully engage all men to 


| him, than theoblizations themſelves how great 


ſoever : He wasſo Liberall, that he reſerved no- 
thing for himſelf; and in his earlieſt Youth, hedid 


conitantly diliribute all the mony of his privy - 


Purſe among the Youths of his age, and that wich 
ſo much Gentlenefſe and Cheerfulneſſ, as madeic 
appeare, that he tooke more pleaſure in Giving, 
than the moſt avaritious in Receiving : Ina word, 
all bis Ations, yea his very Thoughts were King- 
ly, andall.Scy;b:z, as well as the King his Father , 


looked upon this rifting Sunne, as the Honour of 


their Nation, and the Foundation of their future 
Glory and Greatnefe, nor could hopes in truth be 
bctter grounded. You will give me leave to tell 
you by the way, that ſuch an Education is not or- 
dinary, - and you may well wonder to heare of it 
among the Scythians, whom you Greeks, Macedo- 
nians, and others of, remoter Provinces, have al- 
waies accounted a rude, crue!l, and barbarous peo- 
ple, living meerly according to the Law, and Ap- 
petites of Nature; and I mult confeſſego you that 


our Forefathers have been ſuch, that yer in the re-- 


moter Provinces they retaine ſumewhat of their 
ancidne Cuſtomes, and live with'\much leſſe civili- 


| ty than we doe 5 but I aflure you that in the Court, 


in great mens houſes, and in g9od Townes, we 
live wich as much ſtate as the|Perfians, with as 
much civility as the Athenians, and with as much 
good Order and Policy as the Lacedemonians.

ds. 
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Tomyris was one of the firſt that reduced the Scy=- 
thians from their wandring lite, within the circuic 
of Towns; and her Succeffors made it io much 
their careto purſue what'ſhe had begunne;, that in 
a little time that warlike, franck, and undiſſimus. 
late people ſubmitted ro thedame Laws and Waies 
both of Life and Government with te ret of Eu- 
rope 3 infomuch that I can affure you with truth , 
that our great King Matbzus poftefies at this day 
one of the greateſt, moſt flouriſhing, and belt go- 
vem'd Enypires of the World. Bur to retucne to 
my Prince, whoſe Childhood I will pafic by, that 
I may come to an entertainment more worthy oft 
ou : At fifteene years of Age he was inftature e- 
quall to the talleſt men, and endowed over and a- 
bove,the Grace and Dexterity of whichI told you 
before, with ſtrengthand agility ſo extraordinary, 
as all men admired theeffe&ts of it : He wasot a 
remper moſt robuſtious,an eatic ſufferer. both of 
heat and cold, and of att other incommodities in» 
defatigable, whether: 6n horitback of a  foor, to 
ſuch a degree, as at thoſe yeares he had many crimes 
paſt whole daies and nights together wichour put- 
ting off his Armes ; and for his Courage, he had 
already given many Teſtimonies of itseminence ; 
and indeed he little wanted the occaſions ſo to do 
the immortall Warre- berwixt his Father and the 
King of Perfis furnifht' him with a thouſand 
wherein toexpreſſe that 'vertae to a tranſcendent 
degree : 1am ſure you havenvt been altogether 
ignorant of that War, whoſfebeginnings have been 
as ancient as this Empire it ſelfe. Cyrus the great, 
firſt Monar-+ of the Perfian, gave ic itsgriginall, 
C3 and 
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and flattering himſelte with hopes of the facility 
in fabdaing tha warlike Nation, |which he had 
found in conquering the faint-hearted and effemi- 
nate Lydians, periſhr with his whole Army in the 
attempt : His Succeſſour Darius the firſt, ſeeking to 
\repaire that lofſe, and the Perſians ſhame, loſt there 
alſo an Army of a hundred thouſand men ; and if 
this cruell Warre hath had any relaxation in the 
Reign of ſome of their Succeſſors|, it hath pro- 
. ccededeither fromtheir mutuall weaknefſe, or the 
interruption of ſome other over-bearing weight 
'of Afﬀaires, rather than from any Allay of their A- 
nimofity, which after ſuch accidentall intermi(- 
fions, being fiercely renewed in the mindes of the 
laſt deceaſed Darias, and of the King: my Sove- 
.raigne : Theſc two enraged Princes:{olemniz'd 
their mutuall fury by the death of fo-many thou- 
ſands, asthe fields of the Maſſagetes will yet for 
many Ages be white with. Pecfian and Scythian 
bones. Inthis quarrell, young Orcondates perfor 
med his rft Prentiſhip in War, wheve being ſcarce 
out of his Childhood, he fignaliz'd himſclfe in fe- 
verall encounters, by ſo many Aﬀionsof rare Cou - 
rage and Condu&, that the King his Father confi- 
dering him as it were miraculouſly ſent from Hea- 
ven, both to animate and inftruft the Nation, 
thought him at ſeventeene yeares old fit for the 
command of agreat paxt of his Cavalry. We had 
then when he took that charge abt, repuls'd Da- 
1344s beyond the River Araxiz, who a little before 
was enter*d the Frontiers 'of Sqy1bia in perſon, 
| here he left ac leaſt fifry thouſand of his men ; We 
werecatup'dand entrencht on each ſide of the river 
b ' almoſt 
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almoſt in view of one another, daily framing de- 
ſignes for one anothers ruine; there paſt few daies 
without ſomelight attempts, skirmiſhes, or parti- 
cular combats, of which there were ſcarce any in 
which the Prince Oroondates did not perform "ing 
glorious Aﬀtion. One day ( Ofatall day to our 
reſt, to which ſo many {ad ones have ſuccceded)the 
King was advertiſed that the Encmies Army, whe- 
ther through negligence of the Commanders, or 
for ſome other caule unknown to us, was not fo 
carefully upon its guard, as the neighbourhood of 
{o powerfull an Army required ; upon this Incelli- 
gence, he reſolved toattempr their Trenches in the 
night, well knowing that for Enterpriſes of that 
nature, the Scythians have- the advantage of all o- 
ther Nations. The Covuncell of Warre being held, 
and all Orders iſſued according to the Dehgne , 
night was no ſooner begun, but the Troups come 
manded out for that Enterpriſe were upon their 


7 - march, having left behinde ſufficient. forces to ſe. 


cure the Camp. The Encmies Scouts having dil- 
covered us, ſoon, gave the Alarme to their Army, 
but their diligence was not able to prevent us fo, 
but that having forc'd their Qut-guards, we were 
by that time ic had got the advertiſement, neare 
their Retrenchments; Their works were {light,and 
of little defence, and the narrow ditches being 
foon fill'dup with faggots brought thither for the 
| rakg, in without reſiſtance : 

e dreadfull ſound of our Inftruments of: Warre, 

in ſo ro. Ga aſurpriſe, truck ſuch a terrour 
into the Perſians, that afore they could recover 
their amazement, agreat part of their Army was 


& 4 des 
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defeated. Indeed that manner of making Warre 
w:3 ſo different from theirs, ' that I thinke it not 
ſtrange, that in the horrour of the nighe, an At- 
tempt ſo unexpeRted ſhould ſeize fleeping perſons, 
with a diſtraftion almoſt irrecoverable; great num- 
bers were kilkd in this farft onſer, bur at length 
Mzzcus one of Darius his chick Commanders, ba 

ving rallyed ſome Tre ups the beſt he could, gave 
a lictle top ro ours, and thercby leifureto Darius 
ro put the reſt into ſome forme of Batraile; Bur it 
being, my intencion to confine my felf in this Dif- 


courſe to the Ations of Oreondates, and to men- - 


rion others only when neceſſary in relation to his ; 
I ſha!l tell you that having charg'd in the head of 
three thouſand Horſe, he over:- Bonk what ever op- 
pos'd him, generouſly difdaining to ftain his ſword 
with the blood of {leepy and un-refifting perſons ; 
hebad made himſelf remarkable in the darkneffe 
of night, by a Plume of five or fix white Feathers 
that deſcended behmde almoſt to his Hor'es 
Crouper, which was alſo as white as Snow ; and by 
a Jewell extremely precious amongſt the Perfians, 
call'd Pyropus, which being faſtned on the trop of 
his He &f ths 4 darted out ſuch a: fire as rendertd 
him vcry confpicuous. Good Gods ! What Afti- 
_ ons did he in thatobſcurity worthy of thehright- 

ef} day, and nobleſt wieolics ? his Soulditrs en- 
flam'd by his cxample endeavour'd to follow him, 
ard imitate his fierceneffe, comemning Dahgers 
v hich made them do things at that time almolt iu 


paſling humane power; 1 was then with my Maſter | 


and( if may I ſay it without vanity one of the near- 
eft to his pcrion, which makes me the more -perfe&t 
in 
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in thoſe things that befell him thar farall night. 
To be as ſhort as I can, know Sir, that his courage 
carried him fo far , as that he diſcovered the Tents 
of Darius ; he knew them preſently by the number 
of Guards that defended them ; 2000 Athenians 
over and above the ordinary Perfian Guards , had 
taken the charge that nighe by ſpeciall order from 
Darius, under the Command of Patro an Athenian 
alſo, who ſome dayes before was come to his Ser- 
vice; that fight rais'd in the Princes mind a violent 
paſſion of gaining Honour in ſo noble an occaſion, 
and in OG as _ a defire of 16 _ 2 
Booty, as the Equipage of the richeſt and proudeft 
of Kings ; theſe rwo different conſiderations tranſ- 
ported them in rhe atrempt with fuch ardour and 
reſolution, that after a fon and reſiſtance 
( in which we loſt the greateſt part of our men, 
and all the Athenians fell with wounds of much 
honour before us ) we got at Jength the Maſtery, 
and were all prefling violently into the Tents, had 
nor the Prince, being reſolved to hinder all difor- 
der, and to pay to Darius the Reſpett due to his 
Qualicy , ftopt us both by intreatics and threats ; 
the great veneration which we all bore ro ſ@ divine 
a Perſon, made us obey without murmuring z and _ 
then he alighting, accompanyed onely with fifty 
ſele&ed perſons, ot which 1 had the honour to be 
one, he enter'd the Tents with his Sword in his 
hand, commanding all the reft ro ftay without vi- 
gilant and in order ; But( O Gods ! ) how great 
was his aftoniſkment, when inſtead of Enemies he 
beheld by ite light of a hundred Tapers,an Aﬀem- 
bly of Ladies filling the Aire with lamentable out- 


cries:

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cries, It was as we afterwards underſtood , and 

even then colle&cd by the Reſpe& others payd 

them, the old Queen Syf/igambir, Mother to Darius, 
the Queen his Wife, and therwo Princeſſes Statira | 
and Pariſatis his Daughters. This encounter need 
not ſeem ſtrange unto you, fince you know wel), 
thatduring all his Wars, they werc never abſented 
from Parins, and that the number of theic Cha- 
riots, and the order and magnificence of their E- 
quipage, , gavethem in the Armies almoſt as com- 
modious a Refidence as in Perſepolis, Darius had 
left his Tents upon the very firſt Alarme, going 
from place to place, where he judged his prelence 
moſt neceſſary, toorder and encourage his Army ; 
he had left (as | told you) the guard of the Prin- 
ceſſes to thoſe whole uiuall charge it was, and to 
thoſe Athenians who periſhr all ſo honoucably in 
the ſervice, Imagine Sir, what theſeLadies frights 
might be, ſecing my Prince with his Sword in his 
hand, all cover'd with blood, and- accompanyed 
with. fuch a number all inthe ſame poſture, enter 
the Tent as a place of conqueſt, with fo fierce a 
demeanour (in which notwithftanding they might 
haveobfery'd ſomewhat of great lovelineſſe, if their 
preſenc. apprehenſions could have allow'd them 
confiderations of that kind )The young Princeſſes, 
more-dead than alive, crept cloſe to their Mother, 
and tothe old Syſigamtes, judging fo venerable a 
Perſon/to be a kinde of Sanftuary. That great 
Queen to whom the Gods had given a heart pro- 
portionable to her condition, feem'd to blame 
their deſperazion, and to expeXt her deſtiny with a 
noble patieace; when as the Prince ſurpriſed at 
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firſt with ſo unexpe&ed an Obje& ( which made 
| himftand a while confuſed and ſpeechleſſe ) at 
1 lengthrecovering bimſelfe, ſaluted her with ſo ſo- 
| lemnaReſpet,as perſefted her confidence, and 
: made her begin to give the Gods thanks, that ſince 
/ they haddecreed ſuch a misfortuneto the houle of 
Darius, they had let ir fall into the hands of fo ci- 
vill an Enemy. He had taken off his Helmet, and 
ſet the point of his Sword againft the ground, 
which obliged the Princefſes, being a little reco- 
ver'd from their diſmay, to confder him with at- 
rention., The heat of the Combat, and his alto- 
niſhment at ſuch an-encounter, had added ſo grear 
a life and luftre to his naturall beauty, as at the 
very firſt he appear'd to thoſe Ladies no lefſe than 
2 Deity ; buttheir veneration was much confirm'd, 
when a3addrefling himſelte to $ bis with an 
obeylance down to the ground, he pake to her: in 
the Perſian La e-( wherein he had as great a 
facility as if he had been bornin Perſepolis ) afrer 
this manner; I were unpardonable, Madam, in the 
fault which Ihave committed this night, did not 
its darkneſle furniſh me with ſome excuſe ; and 
ſhould:.I not proteſt unto you, by all the Gods, 
that had I known the ſex and condition of the 
perſons whom T have 'thus mortally offended , 1 
ſhould; rather have dyed than interrupted their 
quiet, or preſt into their preſence wich ſo much ir- 
reverence: If my crime were le, I ſhould 
not think my blood nor life it ſelf too deare a fa- 
tisfaQtion, bur fince it exceeds all power of expia- 
tion, allow me Madam ! onely to conjure you and 
theſe Ladies to lay afideal the NEE +

" 
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rudean intrafion may juſtly have cauſed. Thoſe 
that are with me 1am ſure will obey me, and nej- 
ther they nor I{hall pretend to any other advan- 
tage by this Aftion, than the honour to ſerve you 
as guardstill the returne of ' your own ; and the 
occaſion of redeeming by ſome little ſervice the ill 
opinion which you may have conceived of us for 
fo high a preſumption. Whilſt he thus ſpake , the 
Ladyes found themſelves in ſuch ſu{pence berwixt 
joy and admiration, and both ſo near the confines 
of a third paſſion, f:are, that ina good while Sy/i- 
gembis could not finde wordsto anfwer the civi- 
licies of fo generous a Conquerour, From the 
condition of a Priſoner, which fhe had beleeved 
her felfe, ſhe found her ſelfe not onely at liberty, 
but even regnant and abſolute over [thoſe whoſe 
Captive ſhe was before; ſhe would taverthought 
her ſelf happy if ſhe might have hoped for her own 
and her Daughters liberty, at the price of agreat 
rt of | Darius his Dominions ; But this generous 
nemy not onely renounces all Righr or Preten- 
fionsto power over them, but offers himſelfe alſo 
to betheir defence and proteCtion, even againſt his 
own party, and ſubmits himſelte to the ſame Ofti- 
ces which they might challenge from a Subje& of 
their own. The confideration of ſo/great a good 
fortune, and the admiration of fo great verwe, held 
her a good while filent, at length that ' ſhe might 
not appear inſenfible ,' ſhe anſwered him with 


_ all the humility that could be expe&ed in her pre- 


ſent condition ; Who ever you are Sir, 'whether 
you are borne of Men, or, as your aQions teſti- 
fie, of the race of the Gods,  neither|] haveewords 
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ſufficient to thank you, nor Darize Empires to re- 
quire you, nor the Heavens themſelves bleſings in 
{tore proportionable to lo great a Vertue ; The 
proots which you have given of ic ſo much co our 
colt, and yer ſo much to vur advantage, have poſ- 
{ct us at the ſame time with ſuch an Admiration of 
your Valour, and {o deep a ſenſe of your Good- 
neſſe, that we are become doubly your Priſoners 
Your Modeſty will not permit you to give us that 
Title, but as my knowledge of the Rights of War 
muſt make us own it, ſo the knowledge of your 
Vertue will make us undergoe it with much cheer- 
fulneſſe. Many other. obliging things ſhe added, 
unto which he gave little attention, for having un- 
happily fixt his eyes upon the Princefle Sratyra, he 
was never able to withdraw them till he had pla- 
ced his ſoul there inftcad of them. O the won- 
ders of Deftiny |! Who would have thought thac 
this y oung Prince ſhould have found his own Cap- 
tivity in his ficſt Conqueſt, and that he that had 
ſcen withan Eye of Indifference all the Beauties of 


*, Scytbiadying tor him, ſhould meet with , and be 


overcome by thoſe Charms amidft the horrours of 
Warre, Confufton, and Blood, which: he had fo 
well ſhunn'd amidftthe pleaſures and delights ofa 

outhfull, courtly, and idle life ? Yer moſt trae ic 

, that he quite gave up himſelte at that very firſt 
ſight, which as ic wasthe minute of his Mis- 
fortune, ſo was.it the originall of all that have 
fince befallen him. 1 ſhall not need tell you thas 
thePrinceſſe Statyra then about fifteene yeares of 
Age, was the xr" of the Gods ; 
you have been a ſufficient witneſſe of that rruth , 


onely 
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onely thus much I ſhall adde, that the emotioris ot 


trouble and fear having even'encreaſed that Beau - 
ty, madeher appeare ſuch in my Princes Eye, that 
he could ſcarce beleeve her a mortall Creature ; 
his Eyes and his Thoughts were fo fox upon her, 
as he forgot both Sy/igembis and himfelfe ; fo tran- 
feendent in that Contemplation, that the noiſe of 


| Weapons, and of Cries without ( how great ſo- 
- ever) had no power to recall hin to himſelfe, till 


in the end one. of his Offcers running into the 
Tent, cryed out to him, To Horſe Sir, ro Horſe, 
if you will not be here ſurpriſed by Darius, who 
is haſtning hither in perſon with the greateſt parc 
of his Forces.. This Sammons gave our Prince a 
veryſenfible wound, conſtraining him to with - 
draw himfelfe from her, whom having ſeen too 
much already, the deſpaire of not ſeeing again,en- 
raged; however, making a Vertue of Neceſſity, 
and diflembling his griefe, Lady ( faid he) I ſhall

fiderable one, and with jt the Remembrance of 
thoſe who remain too highly obliged by you ever 
to part with your Memory. The Prince received 
this Diſcourſe and Prelent kneeling, and more 
proud of the purchace than another could have 
been of all the Treafure which his generofiry had + 
deſpiſed in that place ,having raken his laſt leave, 
he was at length enforced to quit that Nluftrious 
Company , leaving with them a moſt ſenfible 
griefe for their ſeparation, and carrying away with 
him thoſe Flames which he hath ever fince cheriſ{br, 
and will certainly preſerve as erernall as his ſoule. 
The Alarme which was given us was farre from a 
falſe one ; for (to return to my ftory of PIE) 
Darius and Artabazes having(as I rold you before) 
drawne their Army in Battalia, whilſt Mc zeus gave 
the beſt Impediment he could to the further pro- 
grefſe of our Forces, they charged our Troups fo 
vigorouſly, that exceeCing us far in number , they 
ſoon reftor'd themſelves to fo good a condition , 
as forc'd our Troups to retire at the ſame time that 
news was brought to Daivxs of the danger that the 
Princefles were in ; The love which he had for 
them made him ſoon negleR all other things , avd 
leavingthebody of the Army to Artebazes , he 
himſclfe with a confiderable- part of' jt came fu- 
riouſly againſt us ; Oroondater was ſcarce got 
cn Horſeback when he fell upon us, who find 
his party too weak ſounded a Retreat, and made it 
in very good order with the loflenotof above 
two 
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two or three hundred horſe, The day began ww 
breake , and the King my Maſter fearing to have 
the weaknefle of his forces diſcovered, ordered the 
hindmoſt Troopes to draw off by degreee, and fa- 
cing and ſuſtaining againſt Artabazes with the beft 
mounted of his Cavalry, till he had performed his 
Retreat with ſome little lofſe by/the Enemies 
preſſing charges upon the reare. 
Bur ſce and admire the Deſtiny of Oroondates; 
obſerve how miraculouſly all things contribuced 
tothat fatall affe&ion. it was already broad day,and 
we were a good way off from the Enemies Tren- 
ches , *endeayouring ro overtake the groſle of our 
Army that retreated, when afide off from us, near 
to a little wood, we ſaw a matter bhewenty horſe 
in hot fight; we preſently believed ( as true it was) 
that ſome of the Enemy having engaged them- 
ſelves too farrein purluitof our Reare , and fin- 
ding Refiſtance had opiniater'd the fight; norwith- 
ftanding Oroondates defirous to know the certain- 
ty, galloped up to them; we followed him, and 
were ſoon joint Witneſſes with him of a ſpeftacle 
that LV'd us all with admiration ; It wasa Perfian 


Knight whoſe Armes were all enriched with lIew- *' 


clls , who though environ'd by above. twenty of 
ours, did yet de-tend himſelfe with ſo wonderfull 
a Courage, as made them almoſt deſpaire of van- 
quihing him ; he had made himſclfe a rampire of 
dead men and horſes, but befides thoſe which wee 
conceived he himſclfe. had kild , we ſaw thicty or 
forty as well Scythians as Perfianslye dead about 
him ; from which we colle&ed that at the begin- 
ning there had bin more in the Combar, and _y

he Perfian infinitely ſurpriſed by an accoſtement 
and uſage fo exciraordmary,& judging both by the 
excellent faſhion'of our Prince , and by the reſpe& 
which was paid him, that he was a perſon of great 
quality, he untaced his helmer alſo, and diſcovered 
unto Us a face ſo beautifull,as made us almoſt loſe 
the opinion we had that there was no man to 
be compared with Oroondates.. Their Age was e* 
quall , their ſtature Jictle differing , and we were 
apt to thinke that the Gods had deſigned by fo 
ſtrange an encounter to bring together the moſt ac- 
compliſhe perſons in the world ; they both gazed 
upon one another with wonder , but the Perfian, 
highly obliged by the civility and magnanimity of 
my Prince, took his own ſword by the point, and

ues, and the highvalue which thoſe had excired 
mutually in one another had inflamed in them al- 
ready a moſt ardent and reciprocall friendſhip; 
they had nor power of themſelves to period their 
Endearments, till Oroondates obſerving Prince Ar- 
taxerxes to bleed in ſundry places|\, began ro be 
deeply inflifted with it, and cauſing him to get up 
upon his owne horſe, the goodlieſt of Scythia, 
which he forc*d him t zccept,hecall'd for another 
for himſelf, and condufting him in the way to Da- 
-rivs his Camp, Artexer x:s his preffures could nor 
prevaile with our Prince-to quic him , cill he had 
brought him in fight of his owne retrenchments; 
that ſeparation was heartily grievous to them both, 
but when they could no longer deferre it, and were 
taking their laſt leave,the Prince of Perſia beſoughtr 
 Oroondates by the moſt crvill entreaties co let him 
know the name of his preſerver if he had not ſome 
particular reaſon that obliged him'ro conceale ic. 
But my Prince having already framed his deſigne, 
did not think fit as then to myke himſelfe known, 
bur told him that be was Oromes Prince of the 
Maſſageres , a Subjet and neare Kinſman ofthe 
King of Scytbia's.' Artaxerx:s ſatisfied wich that 
declaration, againe embracing him, |quitted him at 
length with moſt ſenfible forrow, nor was Oroon- 
dates Iefſe aflited, byggin recompence he conceived 
ſo great delight to Wie fo fortunately ſerved her 
Brother for whom he had already ſo great a paſſi- 
on, that he was hardly able to difſemble it. When 
we were returned to our Camp, the Kinz who was 
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In trouble tor him, and had already Iearnt ſome 
part of his wonderfull Aﬀions, received him with 
excclſeof Joy;but cauſing him to be difarm'din his 
preſence, he diſcovered with great perplexity rwo 
or three wounds vpon him, but they prov'd (o lighe 
ones, that my Prince ſcarce kept his Chamber for 
chem, 

The reſt of that Campagne there paſt nothing very 
memorable,and the cold beginning then to incom- 
modate the Armies, both began tothink of retiring 
into their winter Quarters, there to expe, andto 
fic themſelves for che field againſt the next ſeaſon. 
The Perfian Army diſlodged firſt , and forme rkir- 
miſhes there were in the retreat,, in which they re- 
ceived confiderable loſſe; but the Winter, as I told 
you, preſling upon us, andthoſe Countries being 
exhauſted ot forrage and all forts of proviſ- 
ons, it was not thought firto engage our ſelves 
farrein their purſuit; and the: King ſeeing the 
Prince perfeRly recovered, having iffoed his Or- 
ders and affigned the ſeverall winter quarters for 
his Army, return'd with his Court to Tf:dm or Se- 
rica the City of Scythia where he keeps his moſt 
uſuall Refidence. 

Bur the Prince though recovered in his bodily 
wounds, impair'd fo in thoſe of his minde, thar 
he had almoſt caft off the hopes of recovery; he im- 
ployeda thouſand and a thouſand times higftrong- 
eſt faculties and powers over himſelfe to ſubdue in 
affe&tion, in which he forefaw fo much inconve- 
nience, and fo little hopes of ſatisfaftion, he ct 
beforehimſelfe all the difficulcies through which 
he muſt break, andall the dangers to which he ſaw 
D 3 vicbly 
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viſibly he muſt expole himielte ; and the conclu- 
fion of all. his Reaſoning and Philoſc Was , 
much knowledge of his faulc, and little hopes to 
mend it : Infortunate  Oroondates, would he ſay, 
by what extraordinary meanes have the Gods de- 
termin'd thy Ruine ? And of what particular con- 
cernment to them does thy miſery appeare, fince 
they drive thee to it by waies ſo unuſuall } Was it 
not enough to make thee love with fo much vio- 
lence, but they muſt make thee alſo! loye with ſo 
much tmpoſſibility to be ? Miſerable Oroon- 
dates, What canſtthou hape 2 Whar wile thou doe? 

hat can become of thee } Thinkeſtthou that rhe

In fine, 
afccr Jong comeſtation with himlel!, ſeeing the Ar- 
my diicncampt, and that the King bis father inten- 
ded the very nextday to repalle the Araxis, be 
toc ke one of the ſtrangeſt reſolutions, that [ chink 
ever fe]l into any Princes imogination, and ſending 
for me that night tohis bed fide, having comman- 
ded all the reft to gocont , he (pake thus unto me,

Croondates who knew well the Rightsof chis Com- 
bat , and who bothin this and all other cxerciſes 
was one of the moſt vigorous Cavaliers in the 
World, thanked the Gods for preſenting him ſo 
faire an occafion of appearirg with eminence in 
that Court , and letting bis Princefſe ( whom he 
adored) fee with what rare graces and advantages 
the Gods had bleſſed him, herefolved not to loſe 
* ſoluckyan opportunicy, but having given meall 
2 _ neceſſary orders for his Equipage , he diſpoſed 
S bhimſeclfc with much joy for that dayes celebrati- 


$ on; no ſooner d:d thelight of that wiſht morning 


appear, than he was up,and calling for his Armes; 
when our Hoſt advertiſed us that ic was not to be 
till after the Kings dinner, but that that would be 

haſtened, that there might be the more time for the 
entertainment. Why ſhould I hold you longer in 
expeQation of that which my Mafter then expefted 
with ſuch Impaticnce ? the wiſht-for houre being 
come, Oroondates compleatly armed yaulted up 
lightly on his borſe,and went dire&ly to the Piaz- 
za accompanied by none but my ſclfe ; the Pompe 
3 and magnificence of that glorious Aﬀembly enter- 
Z rained his eyes a while; bur ſeeing the King,Queen, 
= and Princeſſes arriv'd, he diſdained all other Ob- 


= jeQsto fix them upon the moſt noble ones; and 


= having ſought out her with his outward 
* which was everlaftingly preſent to thoſe of his ſoul, 
be misken'd her not in the luſtre of thoſe glorious 
ornaments in which ſherhen ſhin'd; and the who

in a {light travelling habir by candle light, and in 
the _ and apprehenfions of captivity, he had

*d to him ſo glorious and triumphant, that 
his wounds bled afreſh, and his flames received an 
exceſſe of augmentation; he was all intranc'd in the 
confideration of herz and had not the ſound of the 
Trumpets call'd him from his raptures unto the 
thoughts of that _ which brought him thi- 
ther, he had certainly ſpent all the day in that 
Contemplation; her ſiſter Pariſatis fare by her 


 Iirtle inferiour to Statira cicher in beanty of the 


body , qualiciesof the mind, - or oatward orna- 
merits; the Queens were plac'd alittle above them, 
ard the King accotmpanied with his brother Oxtar- 
iter, Attabazus, Mazens,% many Satraps,whoſe Age 
diſpens'd them from thoſe violent exerciſes, were 
upott ariother ſcaffold by themſelves,a little diſtanc 
trom the Ladies. Our Prince having with much 
difficulty drawn his eyes from wherethey had bin 
{5 fixt. faw the Prince Artaxerxes at the head 
of #1 the young gallants mounted upon that ſame 
horſe which he had reſented himat their laft ſe- 
paration,- and armed in whice Armotr without 
any Inmipreza. After that the Orders were given for 
the firſt courſes , - they were began and continued 
at the formd of Trumpets to thegreat con- 
rentritent of the ſpettators, and to the praiſe of 
many brave young Knights , who rhere pave 
Teftimonies of their force arid dexterity. I (hatl 
not tronble you with patriculars other chan fach

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as are of importance to Mafters , andro 
the Galt of my -+utins You wn know then 
that aiter many a faire Courſe the honour was re- 
maining unto Cambyſes the Sonne of Mazews, who 
as my Maſter, having not the patience to [forbeare 
any longer, adyanc'd into the lifts ; at the inftant 
the whole Aﬀembly fixt their ey<s upon himz and 
truly ( Sir ) the poſture whercin I then conſidered 
him pleas'd me ro ſucha degree as ] cannot chuſe . 
but in a few words deſcribe itto you: His whole 
Armour wascompoied as it were of little {cales of 
filver, edg'd with gold; and in the moſt remarke- 
able places enricht and heightened with Jewells of 
of great Juftre and value; the border of bis arming- 
Coate, which deſcending from the bottom of his 
armes, cover his thighes downe ſomewhat below 
the knees, was of an orient pearle, embroidered 
with flames of gold, of moft rare and attificiall 
workmanſhip , his ſleeve which ifſuing forth of a 
Mougnon of gold, in the forme of a Lions Jawes, 
cover'd his Arme to the elbow, was of the ſame;his 
buskins were of leather , filver'd like ſeates, and 
bordered with gold like hisarmour, which reachc 
halte way his legge, and were there ftopt, asit 
were by ſuch Mougnons of gold as I deſcribed 
on his fleeves, with buckles of Rubies moſt y 
{er,his Head-ptece fram'd alſo of ſcales, was cover'd 
with a Dragon of filver, with the Creſt, Wings and 
| Talents of gold breathing out of bis mouth in- 
ſtead of fire ſuch goodly flame-colour plumes, 
as all my Maſters head and ſhoulders were cova'd 
with them , yer not fo bur that one cafily 
diſcover that rich ſcarfe which had bin givey *

by the Queen Wife to Darius, it ſuited excellently 
with the reſt of his Equipage, and atit was hung 
a rich Cemiter, the fineſt of Scythia , both for the 
blade and curious workmanſhip of the hilets ; his 
horſe was black as Jet , with onely a ſtarr of whice 
in his ferchead, ſo goodly,ſfo proud, vigorous, and 
full of a&ion, as added a fpeciall life to the grace, 
{pirit and dexterity of the Rider , who made him 
goe with ſo much skill and vigour, and charge him 
as it were into the lifts, wich {0 nmwuch noble ftierce- 
nefſe and majeſty , as | believe made all the hearts 
of the ſpeQators, as much ſetupon him astheir 
eyes, Cambyſes not difdaining an Adverſary of fo 
goodly apreſence, reccived him in the midſt of the 
Carriere with more courage than good fortune z 
for having not ſo muck as ſhaken him, he was 
borne from his ſaddle with ſo much violence quite 
over the horſes Crooper, as that heleft the entire 
print of his body upon the fand ; | Cambyſes his fall 
having bin received with a great exclamation of 
the Atembly, Orcondates paſt thorough, and com- 
pleared his Carriere with an admirable grace,and 
baving overthrown two or three more with the 
ſame facilicy, Hydaſpes the Sonne of Artabazus , 
impatient and jealous of his honour, preſented him- 
felfeat the end of the liſt ; my Prince beheld him 
with joy, and juſt as Hydaſpes parted ar the ſound 
of the Trumpets, he did the like, coming upon him 
like lightning; the courſe was indeed eminently 
,well performed on both fides; my Prince ſoundly 
ſhaken wich the ſhocke of Hydaſpers loft both his 
ſticrups, but he encouatred Hydaſpes with ſo much 
violeace,thatraiſing him quite from his ſaddle, hz 
(E243 | bore 
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bore him at leaſt fix yards beyond his: Horſe, and 
having mot gracefully farnifhe out that Carriere, 
he afterwards overturn'd Beſſus and Nabarſanes,that 
Beſſus and Nabarſanes the two Monſters of their 
Ape, who afterwards by a nioft treacherous: Pari- 
cide imbrued their hands in the bloud of their 
Prince ; my Maſter having overthrown them, did 
the like to Mytranes, to Megabiſus, Oxidates, Aror- 
barſanes, Tradates, Oritales,and Cobottan z and glo- 
rious in this good ſucceſſe, diſpoſed himtelte to re- 
ceive the valiant Memnon, who inflamed with the 
love of Berfina, Daughter to «Artabazer, and Siſter 
to Hydaſpes, was preparing himfelfe to repaire her 
Brothers Misfortune ; they were both well known 
to you, Berſina afterwards Widdow to Memnon, 
was thought worthy of a paſſion from Alex- 
ander ; And great M:mnon performed ſuch 
glorious Aﬀions. againſt the Conquerour, as 
muſt ever be memorable among the Perſians. 
The Prince of $:vthia not, ignorant of the high 
Reputation,the man who was already far advanc'd 
in/Milicary charges, recolleftcd all his Forces, to 
preſerve againſt ſo eminent an Adverſary the Ho- 


| nour which he had gained againſt Hydappes ; and 


_—_— him in the midſt of his Carriere, the vio- 
lence of the encounter was ſuch , as their Javelins 
being ſhiver'd in a thouſand pieces, their Horſes 
were notable to ſuſtaine fo terrible a ſhock, bur 
were driven back upon theic haunches even ro the 
ground , from whence being raifed by the Spur 
with difficulty enough,they both finiſhe their Car- 
fiere without giving any evidence of adyantage on 
either fide, The bravery of _ Courſe was fo _ 
 niz 
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bling my Prince's Courage deprived almoſt all that 
remained untryed, of theirs. But the Prince eFr= | 
taxerxes already paſſionately in love with the gal- 


: lantry of my Mafter, would needs;make tryall of ir 


alſo, and was advancing with that defigne, when 
he ſaw Relaxes in the Carriere, and Spirridates at 
one end of the Liſts, ready to fucceed him thar 
ſhould be overthrown. They were thoſe two 
brave Warriours who ſo much prcanger's great 
Alexander himſelf at the paſſage of the River Gra- 
nica, and who were (laint in that Battell, the one 
by Alexander himſelf, the other by Clitus. As they 
were both gallant perfons, they much diſordered 
my Prince, but being overthrown at the firſt courſe 
they made way to the impatience of the Prince of 
Perfia, who in fine turned about his Horſe to be- 
in his Carriere againſt the viftorious Oroondates. 
ere it was that the whole Aﬀembly reſounded 


with an univerſall ſhout, and that all the SpeQta- 


tors, already become Idolaters of my Maſter , Va-

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- Iour, and founding their laſt, and allcheir hopes 
* In their Prince's bravery, in great ſuſpence for the 


ſuccefſe, had fixt their eyes upon the wonderfull 
courſe of thoſe two incomparable Warriourg. They 
ſtarted at the third fi of the Trumpets, bur 
being ready to joine, my Prince reſolved not to 
hazzard the Prince of Perſia, threw away his Jave- 
lin, and covering himſelte wich his Target, rein« 
forc'd himfelfe all he could in his e, tO re- 
ceive the blow from ſo powerfull a hand ; Artax- 
erxes his Dart flew into a thouſand ſhivers,and had 
it notglided upon his Target, certainly my Prince - 
had runne much hazzard in the encounter ; for his 
Horſe was ſo ſtunn'd with the ſhock, as that he 
gave ground back five or fix paces, ready to touch 
the ground with his haunches, but my Maſter re- 
covering, and new animating him wich the Spur,. 
and reſetling himſelfe in his {addle, gracefully fi 
niſhed his Carriere without much ſhew of diſfor- 
der : All the world obſerved his A&ions, and the 
King himſelfe having conſidered it, expreſt both 
his approbation of ir, and his high eſtima:ion of 
Co Warrier, by a very applauding Aion 

his hands : Burt the Prince Artaxerxes having 
perceived it as well as the reft, and having not been 
able by reaſon of the ſurpriſe, and ſwittneſſe of his 
Horſe,roexprefſe to him the ſame civility,turned a» 
bout a little mov'd, and accofting him gently, yet 
with a manifeſt reſencmenc of his Adion, ſaid un- 


| tohim, I know not, Sir, what moved you to ſpare . 


me; it it was outof any undervalue, T doe not 
think my ſelfe ſo little confiderable, but that my 
Adverlary may thinke _ force is tieedfull - 
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gainſt me ; burit it were our of any conhideration 


-of Fricend{hip, Lacknowledge the obligation, and 


begge your pardon” for the vaine attenipt of my 
Armes againſt you. My Prince finding now the 
happieſt occaſion that he could have witized, to dil- 
cover himſelfe , taking the Prince's hand , and 
bowing down to his Horſcs neck with great ſub- 
miſſion, fpake unto himin a voice more raiſed than 
uſuall ; Sir, he thar is reſolved never to bear Arms 
buttor your ſervice, will never uſe them againft 
you, andis not come this far toſeek you, to give 
you Teſtimonics fo contrary «£0 his reſolution ot - 
being entirely yours, I cannot undervaluea Ver- 


-eue of which ] have already had {ach high proots,. . 
| but finceirt hath madean entire acquiſition of me, * 


di/daine not the zealous affetion of one who has 
dedicated all the reſt of his life to your perſon and 


'.* ſervice. | eArtaxerx:s more confounded than be- 
.- fore with this excefle of civiJity, threw his armes 
about his neck, and uronoey embracing him,

Whoever .you are ( ſaid he) though you were the 
King of Scy:bia himfclte,-] am already perte&aly 
yours; the knowledge of your vertue, and the ob- 
ligations which you have given me, have faſtned 
me to powertully to you, that nothing can make 
a ſeparatior: burfor Gods ſake, continued he (un- 
lacing his Reimer ) conceale not longer from me 
the face,nornameof a perſon who has already gai- 
ned my heart, and to whom I have yowed my en- 
tircſt affections. I ſhall obey you, replyed Oroon« 
detes 3 and although they are. both hetle known 
unto you, yet perhaps, they may. recall to your 
thoughts the Idza of a+ Perſon whom out of pure 
Fronts goodnefle 
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goodneſs youdid not long ſince promiſeto honour 
with aplace in your memory. Having ſaid this, 
he no ſooner unlaced his Helmet, but his rare 
beauty and youth producing their uſuall et- 


| fefts, drew upon him the eyes and the 'won- 


der of all the Aſſembly. Artexerxes dazled 
with ſo extraordinary an obje&t, knew him 
not at firſt, '/ but having obſerved him a while, and 
recalling to minde both his voice and feature, he 
was ftruck withſuch a ſuddaine Joy and Amaze- 
ment, as being unable to, exprefle them. either by 
words or gelture,he remained a good while dumbe 
and without motion. As ſoon as his aftoniſhment 
was diſlipated,and that his joy alone kept pofleſſion 
'g Mis toul, he brake forth into an outcry and tears 
gladneffe which he could not poſlibly ſupprefle, 
and litting up his hands and eyes to Heaven,'Great 
Gods (faid he) moderate your favours towards me, 
it you will not have me either dye or forget my 
{elfe ; and havingended theſe few words, he threw 
himſelfe into the Armes of Oroondares, embracing 
him at the ſame time in his, with ſo much yehe- 
mence,as clearly expreft unto my Prince with what 
paſſion he loved him, My deare Orantes ( ſaid he) 
kiſſing him a thouſand times, Is it poſhble thar ic 
is you indeed, and that really 1 fee and embrace 
you ? Great Gods,it it bea Dream, make ic laſt e- 
cernally, and let me never wake ; and Mterrupting 
and mingling theſe words with all imaginable en- 
dearments, he would not likely have been able in 
a long time to recover himſelf from the raptures of 


| hispleaſure and patlion , had not the King ( who - 


could tſce their Aﬀions from his Scaffold , bue 
| E 3 could 
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could not hear what they ſaid ) ſent bim word by 
Bagous that he defired to partake in his delight, and 
inthe knowledge of that gallant Stranger. Artax- 
erxes no ſooner received this Command, but taking 
Oroondates by the hand, he led him to the King his 
Father with a countenance expreſſing ſuch excefſe 
of joy,as madeall the world judge, that there was 
ſome extraordinary occafion for it. Both being {| 
alighted , they aſcended the Scaffold', and my | 
Prince kneeling down upon the ground to ſalute | 
the King after the Perfian manner, Artaxerxez | 
faidro him, Sir, to oblige you to pay unto this | 
Stranger the honour due to him, it, will ſuffice to | 
tell you, that it is the Prince of the Meſſagetes. wy 


Tius who had before underſtood from his Son 
obligation he had to tha. Prince, appeared litcl 
lefle ſurpriſed than he, and rifing from his ſeat 
witha ſudden Joy,he raiſed him from the ground, 
and embracing him with great tendernefſe, and 
multiplying endearments upon him, he every mi- 
nute obſerved in him things ſo farre above other 
men, as he could not put an, end tg his kindneffes. 
My Sonne, ſaid he, ( for ſo I may juſtly call you, 
by whoſe generofiry I pofſeſſe him that the Gods 
have given me ) what defigne ſoever hath brought 
you to my Court, be affured that you are moſt wel- 
come thither, and that in affording'me the know- 
ledgeof one of thoſe two admirable perfons, whom 
I have ſoardently defired ro fee, [you doe me as. 
great a pleaſtore, as when you p ed and refto- 
red unto me my onely Sonne Arjoxerxes. If rhe 
Gods who have beſtowed Empires upon me had 
not given you allo a vertue to diſdaine _ ac- 
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knowledgements, I ſhould tender unto you with 


- much reality a part of them ; bur fince all that 


I poſſeſſe is fo much below you, I can but offer 


yon our hearts, and an eternall paſſion to make 
 youbyall that is in our powers a returne in ſome 


degree proportionable to your generoſity. 
y Prince replyed to this obliging Diſcourſe 
with infinite reſpe&t and ſubmiſſion, conſidering, 


' both theperſon of the greateſt King inthe World, 


the Friendſhip which heexpreft unto him, and the 
advantages which he expeRed by it. Darigs having 
againe kift his cheeke ( which is the moſt eminenc 
favour among the Perhans ) would needs himſelt 
reſent him to the Ladies, and having conduted 
him to their Scaffold. Ladies(ſaid he)give the prize 
to this Prince, not only of the Courles, bur of the 


life and liberty of Artaxerxes : Before they could 


reply, Artexerxes told them more clearly my Prin- 
ces pretended name and quality, and thoſe great 
Princefſes ſeized with fuch an unlookt-for Con- 
rentment, received him with ſuch unexpreſſible te» 
ſtimonies of kindnefle ; the Queen embraced him, 
and the Pri more reſerved ſaluted him with 
great civility : After this obliging reception; the 
Princefle —_— the Kings command gave my 
Prince the prize of that daies Exerciſe, which was 
a Bracelet of precious Stones, the curioullieſt ſer, 
and the faireſt of 4fia. Afﬀtera civill conteftation . 
with the Prince Artaxerxer, to' whom he would 
needs have yeelded that honour, /he kneeled down 
ro _=_ —_— there it G——_ ND | 
conſidering him more nearly, imagined tha 
ſaw before them the ſame WR ha _—

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had received fo high an obligation, and of whom 
they ſtill preſerved precious the Idza; Whilſt they 
were yet in doubr, the Queen caſting- her eye epon 
the Scarfe which ſhe had given him, and obſerving 
in it the apices of her own and Parius his name, 
tranſportedly cryed out,  Great| Gods it is too | 
much, it is too much, and ſhewing the Scarfe ro 
Sy/igambis, and the Princeſſes, ſhe quite unſealed 
their eyes,upon which ſure knowledge of him,they 
all at onceraiſed ſuch a ſuddain outcry, as ſtroke 
both the King and all the Aﬀembly with Amaze- 
ment, and then beginning to wonder at themſelves 
thatthey could have been ſo long in doubt, It is 
he, cryedout. Syſgambis, itis he; 'Yes Madam, re- 
plyecd the Prince, it is I, who having been galley of 
an irfeverence towards you unworthy of pardon, 
bring hicher a life to ſubmit to puniſhment, not to 
pretend to reward. She was goirig to reply, w 

the King and Prince informed of the occafion of 


| their wonder, and tranſported heyond Imagina- 


' tion, interrupted them, to cumulate upon him ho- 
nours -and endearments inexpreflible. -Oxiartes, 
Artabazus, Maztus, and all the other principall 
perſons about Darixs, ſaluted him with great pro- 
teſſions of reſpe& and friendſhip. Memnon alſo, 
and Hydefpes at the head of thoſe whom he had dif- 
mounted, paſſed high Complements upon hin, 
and profeft with joy to have been/foyled by no 0- 
ther hand but that which had- in one night preſer- 
ved the whole family of Dariue. The King gave 
him almoſt no other Title but of {the tutelary An- 
gell of his houſe ; and I remember well that at that 
time, he let fal co thoſe about him,theſe propherical 

_— > | expreſſions; 
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expreſſions; Itis impoſlible ( faid he ) bur that 3 
happineſle ſo exceflive, and fo unlookt -for, muſt 
carry with it ſecret menaces of ſome ſtrange mis- 
fortune. Burt dwelling little upon any ſuch ima- 
gination, he mounted on his Chariot, and would 
needs have Oroondates accompany him in ic to the 


Palace, where he aſſign'd him an Ap partment,not= 
withſtanding my Prince's endeayours to excuſe 


himſelfe from receiving ſo ' unufall an honour. 
When they were thete arrived, the King took Ar- 
texerxes and my Maſter into his Cloſet, where be- 
ing alone with them ; It is impoſſible, ſaid heto 
my-Prince, that being a Kinſman and Subje&t of 
the King of Scythia's, you can have quitted his 
Courr, and retir'd to that of his mortall and irre- 
concilable Enemy, but upon ſome extraordinary 
Confiderations, 1 pray conceale them, not from 
me, and be confident that what occaſton ſoever 
brings you hither, you have not onely a ſecure re- 
treat,but all kind ot power here. My Prince having 
moſt humbly thankt the King for ſuch obliging 
Expreſſions, framed unto him this premeditated 
Ditcourſe; God is my witnefle, Sir,that in the two 
ſmall ſervices which I have had the honour to doe 
your Family, I never had anypther conſideration 
than that ot my _ and $f the reſpe& ro which 
I thought my ſelfe obliged towards ſuch illuſtrious 
Perſons ; and that I wasnever ſovaine, as to aſpire 
to that glorious recom which I now receive. 
Notwithſtanding, thoſe perſons with whom I was 
moſt converſant,and whom I ſhould have thought 
leaſt capable of ſulpefting me, made not that judg-

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the contrary ,as ſoon as I came back rgthe King, 1 
found my ſelf calumniated and traduced for thoſe 
ewo Aﬀions, even by thoſe who accompanyed me 
in them, Whether it were that theic brutalicy 
co what was ſo oppoſite to their nature, 
or that they envyed me in fo great a favour of the 
Gods, or, as it is moſt probable, that they con- 
craQted the Malignity againſt me, for having debar- 
red them of the booty which they hoped tor from 
two. prizes of that Importance. What ever the 
matter were, they accuſed me of Treaſon, and of 
' Intelligence with you, and by their ares ſo exaſpe- 
rated the King againſt me, that he reſolved to pur 
"me todeath. I received divers Advertiſements of 
it from feverall of my friends, but deſpiſed then 
all, over-confident of my Innocence, | till one day 
walking with the Prince of Scyrbia |( that young,

been obliged by ſome Oath not to tell his Fathers 
ſecrer, hiad ſerved himſelfe of this device to ſave 
me, without provoking the Godsapainft himſelf.

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In fine, my eyes being opened, and ſecing the dan- 
 gerthatthreatned me, [ ſtole away that night with

: out any gn, of avoyding pre- 

ſent the unjuſt anger of the King ; the next day 

being got a way from the Camp, the good- 
neſx of the Prince of Perſia came into my thoughts, 
and what promiſes he was pleaſed to make me for 
that ſlight ſervice which I had the fortune to doe - 
him ; Icalledalfo to minde the happinefſe I had 
had in my rencounter with the Queens,and imagi- 
— ſelf, that fince I was diſgraced meer- 


ly two occafions, it would become me 
_ wel to ſeek my refuge with. you, and that 
; your would not refuſe jon to 


an innocent Prince fo baniſht from his Country 
kde eros nc of his Enemies ; I reſolved 
upon this e wherin I now find my ſelf ſo hap- 
py by your favour. Some other things he added 
to this Diſcourſe, which I cannot fo particularly 
call ro minde, but Darius his Reply I well remem- 
ber to this effeF&, Generous Prince, ifwe did not 
receive too mach advantage by your Misfortunes , 
we ſhould e with you in the ſenſe of them: 
But whart obligation ſoever we have to you, we 
cannot eafily diveſt our (elves ſo of our own inte- 
reſt as not to rejoyce in whatſoever hath broughe 
us ſogreat a Contentment. Ifthe King of Scytbia 
werenot mine Remy ail an chiigeiby mmy 
confiderations to you, that be confident 
I would hazard my Empires and my life ic felf in 
your defence, fince it were moſtunjuſt thac 
you alone ſhould ps WK. 
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ving obliged me and mine with fo much genero- 
fity, beaffured chat you ſhall finde with us condi- 
- tionsas advantageous as Scytbia could/aftord, you 
and for the Province of the Meſſapetes which you 
loſe,] ſhal give you your choice of the beſt of mine, 
without pretending thereby to oblige yau either 
to reveale unto me the fecrets of your Prince, or 
to takeup Armes againſt him. My Prince caſting 
himſclte at his feer, and having acknowledg'd with 
deep reſpett his favour, ſoon after withdrew to his 
Apartment, where he found every thing in order 
that belonged to his Honour and Accommodarion. 
He had forthwith an Equipage fecled proportio- 
”nable to his true quality, with ſo great penfions 
for his entertainment, as he could |hardly have 
| been in morePrincely poſture in his Fathers Courr. 
” And thus was my Prince fixt wich Darius, wich fo 
+ much ſatisfaftion in his ſuccefletull beginnings, as 
quite banitht all ſenſe of the danger to which he 
expoſed himſelte, and of the difhculties which. he 
was yet to contend with. I had forgor to tell 
* you, that thename which he rooke upon him was 
not an imaginary appellation ; for the Meſſagetes 
had indeed a Prince of that name, of the Age of 
Oroandates,alwaies bred up with him, and litcle in- 
feriour to any but himfelfe in the promilſes of a 
moſt eminent Vertue, chad the Gods prolong'd his 
life, but he was unfortunately loſt at the firit paſſage . 
of the River Araxis, by the breaking|\of a Bridge 
of Boates, which moſt unfortunately ſunk under: 
him, and divers others who periſht with him ; for 
this reaſon my Princethought fit ro continue till * 
that name which hehad taken upon him +" 
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firlt mer with Artaxerxes, beleeving that in calc 

the newes of it ſhould arrive to Scythia, he might 
bappily paſſe for the true Orontes eſcapt from that 
ditafter, fince it was true that what diligence ſocver 
had been uſed, that gallant young Prince's body 
could never yet be found. 

In the mean while the King of Perſia, who really 
was one of the beſt, and moſt generous of Kings, 
finding himſelfe ſo highly obliged to my Maſter , 
ſought toacknowledg his ſervices by ſuch eminent 
Tetiimonies of his favour and fricnd(hip,as might 
| ſerve for kis example to poſterity, and as apowes- 
full ftimulation even to the coldeſt affe&ions to 
lerve him. He cumulateg upon him fo great fa- 
vours and benefits, and honour'd him with fuch 
charges, and all other the higheſt aſſurances of his 
attetion, as within a ſhort time, neither Memnon, 
Mazeuty Artabazus, nor Oxiartes himſelf were in 
higher confideration in that Court than he; abun - 
dance of perſons, eſpecially thoſe who had obſer- 
ved his obliging nature, made their fole applica- 
tions to this new Favourite, who had indeed 
Charmes irrefiftable for the alteration of hearts 
and Chaines indifſolvable, to faſten to him all 
thoſe whom he had once acquired z. he did diftri- 
bute whatſoever he received of Darius among ſuch 
perſons of merit as were neceſſitous, to ſuch a de- 
greeas that ro purſue his bountifull Inclinations, 
he did even incommodacte himſelfe in his own do- 
meſtique occaſions, how noble fſoever were his 
entertainment , all perſons pretending either to 
Charges or Penſions, made their Addrefſesto him 
alone; and though towards the'King he made 
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uſe of his favour with great modeſty, never aski 
him any thing but with bluſhing and oedaſon, 
yet he proceeded with ſo much | and dexteri- 
ty, as without ing troubleſome and impor- 
runate to him, were few that ſought his fa- 
vour, whom he did not finde ſome'way to oblige 
and fatisfie ; this way of his had an effe& very ex- 
traordinary in the mindes of Conrtiers, who for- 
cing the enviouſneſle of their , lookt upon 
his fortune with joy and applauſe, infomuch as that 
'for a thouſand Adorers which he had procur'd, 
we could never diſcover that he had rais'd him- 
ſelfe one Enemy; whether it were that they percei- 
ved him to be without ambition or paſſion for his 
own greatneſſe z or that the won Aſcen- 
dent which he has over the mindes of all that 
know him freed him from them ; or whether ir 


were, as is moſt likely, that all men finding him a 
perſon ſo prone tooblige, th that the power 
of Gong it _—_— be d.

lities that were not in as great an excellence in the 
unfortunate young Prince. You have already heard 
Guncbe ofi wer; his beauty was wonder- 
full, Dag nan any anne and he had 
in all his A a grace ſo extraordinary , asis 
was impoſible to know him and not to love him. 
I cannot. at all wonder that he ſhould tye my 
Maſter to him by chaines fo indiffol a_——_— 
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1 my {clic have bin charm'd by-his meric, ſo,as that 
his memory muſt ever live in' me both wich pafſion 
and reverence. This fad remembrance drawing 
ſome teares from Arax2s his eyes, Lyſimachus who 
all that while had bin fixt with a ſtrange attention 
to his Diſconrſe', coming to himſelte as it were 
our of dreame, into which his wonder at the reci- 
tation of ſuchrare things had caſt him; I take great 
ay es youl ſaid he) ih your griefe , what ever 
e the occcaſion; but you have told me ſuch admi- 
rable adventures. and wherein I finde my felfe like- 
ly to have ſo great a ſhare, that {| cannot poſſibly 
expreſſe the amazement you haye broughtupon 
.me. Bur I pray purſue your diſcourſe, and fear not 
Interruption, _ | 

[t is true ( reſumed Arexes ) that the Prince of ' 
Scythia receiv'd fome fatisfation'in the great kind- 
neſſes of Artaxerxes, of Darius, and of all his fami- 
ly, anddid conſtrain himſelfe all that was poſſible 
to exprefle the ſenſe he had of them ; bur his love 
hp augmented by frequentation of the 
Princeſle $tatyra, found lirtleYouriſhment in their 
and Artaxerxes his favours, ( with which he was 
ira manner overwhelm'd)how eftimable ſ{oever in 
themſelves , began to trouble and oppreſle him, 
whilf all his choughts were fixt on that objeF of 
his paſſion : he ſaw his Princeſſe eyery day, enter- 
tain'd her with much liberty, and\was lookt upon 
by her with a very favourableveye,| that great and 
vertuous Princefſe thinking her felfe- obliged to 
lay afide much of her ſeverity , to afford all the 
| countenance ſhe might to the preſerver of her 

Royall family ; beſides that the rare qualigies of 
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my Matter having already produc'd in her part of 
their uluall effefts, had made no ſlight impreſſions 
upon a minde predifpos'd by ſo powerfull Obliga- 
tions. This frequent converſation ſoone complea- 
ted my poore Prince's lofſe of himſelfe ; forevery 
day diſcovering in the mind and diſpoſition of 
that divine perſon , charrnes farre exceeding thoſe 
which he found in her face ,. he gave himlelte over 
{o entirely to his paſſion, that he loſt in ic much of 
thegreatneſſe of his heart, but altogether his quiet: 
the liberty he was alowed ſerved bur to encreaſe his 
melancholy, and all that he could doe for himſelfe 
in his refine condition , was, with much agony 
to ſtudy paticnce, and to expe the pleaſure of 
the Gods, without attempting ariy thing for re- 
liefe. To expreſſc his love to her as Orontes, he ſaw 
little reaſon fur that,and no hopes at all ofa favou- 
rable reception ; to diſcover himiſclfe he thoughe 


would entirely ruine his d , and _=_ 
life unto too evident a hazard; which notw - 


ding he would notat all have confideredzcould he 


bavediſcover'd biit the leaſt light of hopes in that 
intention- Theſe confiderations which he often 
did me the hononr to communicate uato me, 
made him reſolve as yet to conceale himſelte, and 
rotry whether, as Orontes, he could by degrees ad- 
rance in the Princeſſes Inclinations, till fuch time 
as being aſſured of them , andhaving gaiv'd yer a 
further ahd more abſolute Intereſt in the King, by 
ſome new and eminent ſervices, he might ſee tome- 
what more of hopes, and lefſe of danger, in decla- 
ring himſelf, | DE 2 | 
lathe mean while he continucd his vifies , and. 
F enceriain'd 
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entertain'd the Princefſe with tuch reſpett and re- 
ſervedneſle, and with diſcourfes ſo\remote from 
his paſſion, that it ſomerimes his ſighes did not bc. 
tray him, it was hard for her to diſcover it; tis 
true , that he diligently watched \ ind core ro 


doany thing that might pleaſe ker, and to render 
her thoſe leffer and more frequent feryices,of which 
the care and afſiduity is not uſuall to perſons in- 
different ; neither could he hinderhis eyes from 
ſpeaking ſo, as would have bin very intelligible to 
any that had once found thernſe]ves concern'd; but 
hislips were ſtill (ilent, and his rongne tyed up by 
ſo derp a reſpeRgthat they reſign'd up all their fun- 
Qion to his eyes, and to his heart all the torment 
of that temerity whereof he himſelfe |accus'd itz he 
remained two -or three monthes| upon theſe 
termes. and his diſquiets madedaily ſuch a change 
inhis nature, that growing by degrees unſociable, 
and ill humcur'd, he became at length ſuch, as one 
could hardly have known him. When ever I 
would undertake ro comfort himyg? and to con- 
demn his: weakneſſe, he would apſwer me with 
nothing but ſigkcs and groanes, which wounding 
my ſoule with griefe made me dereſt|and curſe that 
fatallpaſhon 3 his body ſoon participated in the 
malady of his minde,. and his lovdy complexion 
Phumpneſs giving way to leannefle and fallow- 
&hebad in a ſhort time little left of that beauty 
treſo admired by the Perfians. Artexerxes who 
piageved ſo ſtrange a change took much paines to 
eatnethe occafions of itz but Oregndates deluding 
him till with ſome fiftion. or oe perfiſted to 
diſguiſe the truth. by all the [pretences FOOreen 
| | his 
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his invention could turniſh him. Artaxerxec at firſt 
laboured to divert him by all kiade of paſſe-times 
and exerciſes; but finding his endeavour fruitleſle, 
he grew to participate in his fadneffe, coſuch a de- 
gree , as that my Mafler knowing hisaffe&ion by 
prootes ſo vitble was faine to conſtrain himſelte 
all he could betore him, and forc'd his counte- 
nance to expreſſe that of.entimes for hisfatisfa&ion 
which was furtheſt trom his heart. The King who 
lov'd him dearly, did his urmoft to pleaſe bim, and 
the Queenes and Princeſſes omitted no Kinde of 
divertiſement which they thought might withdraw 
him from that de:p Melancholy ; wherein all the 
Court was ſo much concern'd, One night, when 
the King was in the Queen-Mothers {ide witli 
the Queen his Wife, the Princeffes his Daughters, 
and all the chiefe beaucicsof the Court, the com- 
* pany having entertained it ſelfe a great while in 
* my Maſters preſence concerning his changes of hu- 
mour and countenance , and every one delivering 
=Z their opinions diverſly of the caulc'of ic, the King 
= delivering his Judgment alſo, laid, tis love certain- 
© ly that robsus thny of the Prince of the Meſlagetesz 
= andcertainly he has left ſome beauty in Scythia N 
that perſccutes him here in Ferfis, and ſo revenges 
his Country ofthe injury we doc it, by depriving 
it of a Prince who was its greateſt ornament. Arra- 
bazut" as near the King, replied; what (Sir) 
do you believe that among fo many beautiesas are 
here,there may not be ſome one powerfull enough 
= roproduce theſe effets, ſo deftcuRive to our con- 
= centment; for my part I believe it is among the 
Perftans that Orontes _ loft that liberty whick 
A « ;he 
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he pore among the Scythians , ſince we ce 
tis here that he hath loſt both” the | humour 
and good Jookes which he brought with him 
from thence. If it be fo, cryed out Darizs, that a- 
mong our Ladies there be any fo crnell as to hold 
him longer in ſo pitfall a condition, I doe de- 
clare my ſelf her mortal] Enemy, and ſwear by the 
Sun that 1 will. take as to my ſelfeher uſage of 
him; Artaxerxes ſeconding his ae] conjur'd all 
the Ladyes one after another 10 priegve him his 
dear Orontes; and the Queen Mother|added4, that 
certainly he could not believe any |of thoſe La- 
dyes ſo ill natur'd as to reject the affe&ions of 0- 
rontes; nor Was it to be hop'd, that elther the King 
ora friend's intercethion cou}d doe any good where 
his owne merit prevailed not. Orcondates, whom 
all theſe Diſcourtes touche tothe very heart , was 
often about to reply to ſuch obliging expreſſions; 
but fearing he ſhould not have powej enough over 
his paſſion ( ſpeaking upon ſuch a ſubje& ) to hin» 
der himfſclfe trom giving ſome indication of it, 
either by his words or ations, he went ade, and 
mingled himfelfe in the converſation ofthe Prin« 
ceile, Rexena,Berſina, and Memnon, who entertain'd 
themſelvesin a window by, and left them nottill 
the King retir'd, But duringtheir converſation, 
his eyes were fo fixt upon the Princefſe, and ex- 
preſt ſo much diftraftion in his Diſcourſes , that 
Roxana began to ſuſpe&t ſomewhat of the truth, 
After his Recing all che Court fo much concern'd 
in his iJ] humour ,. and how even his leaſt Ations 
were obſcrv'd,, and judgements made upon them, 
he labour'd ro diſguile his griefe, and ep take away 
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+ the beſt he could all occalions of mens enquiring 
7 intothecaule of it, being loath to have that diſco- 
; veredby Imprudence, which he indeaveurcd to 
 Cconcealewithſomuch care, and ſo much to the 
> coſtothis owne quiet. Bur alas * his' diſtemper 
was growne £0 t00 great a height , and his ſoule 
too tull of paſſion to be fucieptible of any wiles, 
and the contention ſerved onely to impaire” 
bis condition , in which he languitht away fo'in- 
ſenſibly xo himſelfe, as doubtlefſe he had fuddain- 
ly bin Aur tothe laſt extremicies, had not che 
accident which I ſhall now relate produc'd 
ſome change , or rather ſome variety in his for- 
tune. 

Thepleaſantneſſe of an extraordinary cleare and 
{weet day for the ſeaſon we were then in, invited 
the Princeſſes to walke abroad into the gardens , 
belonging to the Palace, moſt of rhe young gal- 
lants accompanied them,and at their lighting from 
their chariots, Oroondates allifted Statyra by the

beanties, of which the Court of Perfia was well 
provided. I; were jmpertinent to treuble you with 
: adeſcriptionof the beauty of thoſegardens, you 
have ſcene them your ſelte in their perfe&tion , be- 
foretheinſalence of ſome debauch'd women,tranſ(- 
$ ported your great Kingto the deſtruion of the 
* moſtſumpruous and goodly citty of the World. 
> After that the company had walkr a while, and en- 
rertained themſelves together, — divided accor- 


* ding to the Ladyes ſeveral! Inclinations, ſome 
F 3 £4 ran 
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ran to the fountaines, others fought out the ſhady 

bowers, others fate down upon the grafſe, and 0- 
thers diverted themſelves in the goodly and ſpaci- 
ous walkes, Statyra finding. her telf alone with my 
Prince, fever'd ſome thirty or forty paces from all 
other Company, in a walk private enough, re- 
folv'd to make uſe of that time to diſcover if ſhe 
could what ic was that troubled him; and when ſhe 
thought her ſelfe a ſufhcient diftance from compa- 
ny, baving cenſider'd him a while very fixtly; O- 
rontes ( faid ſhe) after ſo many proofes as we have 
received of your civility and goodnefſe, I cannot 
bur believe that you have fti}] a perfte& complai- 
ſance for Ladies , eſpecially fer thoſe who eftceme 
you as ] do, | ſayas I do, who am unfeignedly the 
tulleft of gratitude of all choſe you have obliged. 
Orontes amaz'd at ſach an Introduftion, was a good 
while without replying, but at length that he 
might nor appeare too diftrafted, he made Anfwer 
with deep kumility; Madam, there isfo much glo- 
ry in obeying and pleafing you, that if ] were not 
tyed to it by duty and inclination both, ir carries 
in it {c}fe roo high! a recompence for me everto 
faile of that obedience. ] cou'd expe& no leffe re- 
plyed the Princeſſe from ſuch a known civility as 
yours. But if I am not ſatisfied with this Diſcourſe, 
and that my concernment in your* good opinion 
of me, makes me defire further prootes of it , will 
you not goe back frum you promife'of vbedience, 
and wil you not Jeave me the ſhame and diicontenc 
ofadeniall, which perhaps my indifcretion may 
deſerve? My Prince: not knowing yet tow! at this 
diſcourſe would tend , 'trembl:ing with love and 
| reſpeCt, 
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reſpe&, mede Anſwer; No, Madam , 1 ſhall never 
recede from the Vow which I have made to obey 
you entirely and «rcrnally , and if I wereſareto 
findemy death in that honour, I ſhould embrace 
it as the moſt glorious fortune that could befall 
me. That's too much, replyed the Princeſfe; I have 


too juſt a ſenſe of the obligations you have already 


given me, to purchaſe ac that rate the greateſt new 
one | culd receive; and indeed it is principally the 
deſire of preſerving and making that lite happy, 
which gives methe curioſity ( perbaps ro a degree 
of indilcretion) to draw from you the knowledge 
of things perhaps contrary to your humour and 
reſolution to reveale. In fine, Oronte;, that which 
I defire of you, and which I defire of you by 
the memory of what you have promiſed me, and 
by the conſideration of what you love beft in the 
world, is nothing but a confeſſion of the true cauſe 
of your Aﬀifion ; I conjure you to it, Orontes, 
as much as is poſſible for me; proteſting to you that 
it 1$ not out of any inquifitiveneſſe of my nature 
that I importune you to ic ,but our ofa true Com- 
paſſion of your ſufferings what ever they are, and 
out of a defire to procure your ſatisfation by all 
things that may depend of mine or ofmy Fathers 
pul If my Prince had bin ſtruck with ſiehtning 

e could not have bin more ftun'd and confounded 
than with theſe words ; he could not hinder him- 
ſelte from, as it were, falling back two or three 
ſteps, and lofing his colour with fach evident 
Symptomes of a man wholly pofſeſt with diftradti- 
on and amazement, that the Princefſeconfidering 


2 his Aﬀions with wonder , repented that ſhe had 
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preft him(ſo tarre, buc much more, [when litting 
up his eyes, which he could not keep from 
overflowing, and fixing them. oh hers, he 
fayd unto her with a voice quite changed; 
O Madam, what z thing doe you ask ? and repea« 
ting twicethe ſame words, walkt with her ar leaſt 
twenty yards, without adding one| more, with 
trances ofa man in mortall Agon ,ralling a thou- 
ſand defignes in his head, n. xy length gave 
placeto this his laſt reſolution ; He ſtoed (till,and 
turning to the Princeſſe, ſo alter'd,asfven to afflict 
her with the fight of it ; Yes Madam (ſaid he) you 
ſhall be obeyed, and though I ſee my feath ipevita» 
ble in- what you defire of me, 1 remember that in 
the promiſe I made you, I madethat no exception 
£9 my obedience, The Princeſſe as [much ſurpri- 
fed as he, and perhapsnot without fome apprehen» 
fions of that truth,much troubled to have proceed- 
e&d fo farre, interrupting him ſaid; No, no,Orontes, 
I will have no obedienceof auch a nature ; I 
thought to aske you ſomewhat of lefſe moment , 
but fince it is of fo high a conſequence, I doe freely 
diſpence with your promiſe. My Prince who after 
ſo rormenting a combat with himſclfe, was at 
length come to a Reſolution, and who certainly 


would have bin very ſorry to have loſt ſuch an op- 3 


portunity,as in his life perhaps he 7 never re- 
cover again, determin'd to break through all his 
fears, and with a voice ſomewhat- more afſur'd, 
ſpakethus unto ber; No,no; Madam, It is too late 
for you to give me adiſpenſation from that wher- 
unto | am engaged by my promile,and by confide- 
rations t00 powerfull ; and that charitable care 
| | | which 
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which you expreſſe of my life, will be then afctull 
to me indeed, when you ſhall know that it de- 
pends wholly upon you. The Gods are my Wirt- 
nefles (continued he) lifting up his hands and eyes 
to Heaven, that nothing in the World but your 
Commands could have wreſted from me this facall 
Confeſſion, and that without your exprefſe Will, I 
ſhould have carryed ſecrer and undiſcover'd tf my 
graye, that Paſſion which 1 am ſure muſt bring me 
thither. Yes certainly Madam, I ſhould much 
rather have choſen to dye by the oblervation of 
that filence, than by offending you with apre- 
ſumptuous Declaration ; bur ſince that over and a- 
bove the obligation which your Commands have 
layd upon me ta doit, I fee my ruine certain every 
way 3 1 ſnall think that ruin much more juſt and 
noble, when in obedience to your ſelte I ſhall have 
declared that you are the cauſe of it. Madam, ler 
not this boldneffe thus occafion'd aopel you,and 
doe not turn away with horrour, and with reſent- 
ment, your eyes from this unfortunate creature. 
It is true ( Madam ) I have fayd ic, I dye, and if I 
may be allowed to repeat it in the laſt accents of 
my life, I dye for you; If one death betoo little 
to farisfie you, accuſe the Gods that have | given me 
but one life to anſwer that crime for which a 
thouſand would be but a ſlender expiation. 
The poore Prince would have faid more , but 
that the Princefſe (ſharply offended with 1o free a 
Declaration, and who knowing her felfe to be the 
Daughter of the greateſt and proudeſtof Kings, 
could not have beleeved that any Prince of the 
World durft have adventured fo farre) quitted _ 
. han 
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hand, and fate her down upon one of the green 
banke, looking upon him with eyes of 'indigna- 
tion, whilſt the poor Prince ſupporting himſelfe 
inſt a Tree, expe&ted the mortall ſentence. She 
confider'd long wich her {elf what anſwer to 
make, ballancing betwixt Anger andCompaſhon : 
She had already great Inclinations to kis advan - 
rage ; and though ſhe took her ſelfto be much in- 
jur'd by him, yet ſhe remembred withall what he 
ad done for her and hers, enough | to take a- 
way the ſenſe of any moderate offence from the 
minde of a perſon ſo highly obliged. This re- 
flexion mollified her a little, yet was not prevalenc 
enough to keep her from ſpeaking thug unto him, - 
- with much coldneſſe and moderation : Orontes, if 
the obligations which 1 owe you for the preſerva- 
tion of my Brother, and the liberty of our whole 
Family,were not as great as the fault you have now 
committed, I ſhould not want the means. to make 
you underſtand the preſumption unto! which the 
good uſages and reſpe& you have found in this 
Court hath certainly encourag'd you }: But ſince 
whether I will or no 1 am beholding to you, and 
fince by my own impertinent curiofity,l bear ſome 
part in your fault, ] will conſent to forget ir,upon 
condition that you never again entertain me with 
'the like follics, and that you quite lay aſide the 
thought of them, upon paine of my everlaſting 
hate. Theſe words were ſo mortally fenhible to 
my Prince, that they depriv'd him both of voice 
and ſenſes, and made him fink down at her feet 
with little ſhew of life, The Princefſe mov'd with 
the ſpeQtacle both to compaſſion and amazement F 
an 
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and perhaps finding in her felfe the firſt f 
of agrowing affeftion , gave a great , at 
which two of her women which were nor farre dt- 
ftant ranne in to her, and after thery Ber/ina and 
Memnen, and a little after Artaxerxes, with all the 
reſt ofthe Company. Their griefe to finde him in 
that condition was exceſſive, but lafted not long ; 
for my Maſter comming preſently to himſelte re- 
cover*d them from their apprehenfions ; bur re- 
mained himſelfe hugely our: of countenance to 
finde himſelf in that poſture, in the middle of ſuch 
company, and in the armes of Arraxerxes bathing 
his face with tears ; but when he had well recover*d 
his ſenſes and his reaſon, the feare rhen ſucceeded 
| left by that accident he might have diſcover'd whar 
- heſomuch defir'd to conceale: In fine, having 
raiſed and compoſed himfetfe the befthecontd; 
asking pardon of the Company, he took his leave 
of them, and of his Princefſe, with a looke thar 
carried ſomewhat of farall in it, and retir'dto his 
apartment with the Prince Artaxerx: 1 (who would 
never quit him) and with ſome others, who would 
n:eds alſo accompany him. 
Araxes would have purſued his Diſcourſe , and 
I 3fSmachus liſtned unto him fo carnefily, as lictle 
thinking of dinner time, he would certainly have 
paſt the reſt of the day in ir, had not Amyntas and 
Polemen interrupted them wpon that errand. S0 
they return'd into the houſe,and Lyſimachus having 
taken as much ſuſtenance as his cares would permir 
him, went into Orgondates his Chamber, whom he 
now never lookt upen but with admiration ; bur 


finding him at reft,and being loath to trouble __ 
E | c 
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he withdrew Araxes againe into the ſame place 
where they had paſt the morning, expreſling to 
him ſufficiently by his Aion whar it was that he 
defired. The faithfull Servant well knowin 
what he wauld be at, and being never fo well 
pleag'd as in the occafjonto talke of his Maſter, 
uns oa more - entreatie -reſamed thus his Diſ- 
COurie, 


The end of the Firſt Book, 
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&$ He Accident which hapned to my 
© Maſter was ſo well diſfembled, thar 

> it paſt with all the Court onely for 
a ſuddain Indiſpofation of his health, 
=> inſomuch that there was ſcarce any 

that ſuſpeRed the true cauſe of it. As foon as he 
came to his Chamber, the Prince Artaxerx:s would 
needs have him goto bed, and repoſe himſelfe the 
reſt of that day, without permitting him to be 
troubled by any body whereunto having ſubmit- 
ted, as ſoon as he was a bed, the Prince having 
ftraightly embrac'd him, and conjur'd him for his 
fake as well as his outs ears up, he withdrew, 


and took away with reft of the company. 


> Asſoon as my Maſter was alone and at li L 

* ROghes, groancs, and teares brake from him with 

® fo much violence, that I thought he __ 
£ _ ye 
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' yeelded up the Ghoſt. I drew nigh to comtorr 
him, or at leaft to bear ſuch part in bigafflition as 
belonged to me, and as I was wont todoe ; bur 1 
had no ſooner y___ my mouth, than he- cryed 
our, O Arazxey, let me _—_ ſuffer this miſerable 
creature to dye quietly, arid follow no more the 
fortunes of the moſt untortunate of men ; rake 
what [ have left' of Money and Jewels, returne to 
your Parents and to mine, and loſe with the fighe 
the memory alſo of him that would infallib1 y 
overwhelme thee in his ruines, ſhouldeſt thou lon. 
ger continue 1n his company: [I have allowed thy 
attendance and aſliftance whilſt I was allow'd to 
live; but now that Iam forbid that, and that I 
have receiv'd my cruell ſentence of death, forſake 
for ever this unhappy weight, and goe tell the 
King of Scytbia the {ad dilaſters of his Sonne ; tell 
him that ] am dead by a ſupreme Judgement, but 
a Judgement pronounced by the divineft mouth 
of the World ; tell him chat Darius is reveng'd by 
his Daughter of the deftcuRion of his Forces, and 
that I pay theprice of ſo many thouſand Perſians 
which he hath flaughter'd. 'He faid many things 
more to' me of the like nature, piercing my hearc 
with ſo much griefe and compaſſion as made me 
powre forth by his bediide a deluge of tears ; not- 
withftanding 1 endeavoured to allege the beſt 
reafons I could to recover him from that deſpera- 
tion, burprefently he would ſtop my mouth ſay- 
ing, it ts enough, Araxes, let us ſpeake no more of 
it, ir is Statyra's pleaſare that I dye, and I 
am reſolv'd to obey her ; feek notto hinder my 
intention, fince.you know thar I am well _ 
\ -4 te 
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red with the waies to it. Yes, excellenc Princeſle, 
ſaid he, lifting up his eyes, and croſſing his armes 
upon his breaſt, you ſhall be.ſerv'd according to 
your own humour , and you ſhall need no afſi- 
ttance to puniſh my prefumption”; You forbid me 
{peech, you forbid me alſo even thought, you 


2 ' ſhould then have forbidden me alſo entrance into 


ycur Tent, in which I protefted you and yours 
trom the inſolence of the Scythians ; thar 

ſervice for which you confefſe your ſelfe obliged 
ro me againſt your will, you ſay makes you paſſe 
by my Crime, when as indeed that which you call 
my Crime, ought to be a thouſand times more 
conſtderable to you than that ſcrvice;z in that L 
perform'd onely thepart ff a Gentleman and of a 
Prince, but in forſaking all nine, and in diveſting 
my ſelfe of the ſentiments of nature, to ſecke at 
your feet inevitable ruine, | haye done the part of a 
Prince that loves, and of a Prince that dyes for 
you. You are ignorant of theſe obligations, but 
thoſe that are known to you, are conſiderable e- 
nough to make me expett (fince they are ſo rewar- 
ded ) no better fucceſſe from theſe if they were 
known, In fine, you threaten me with your eter* 
nall hatred; O unjuſt crueltie ! What have I dame 
to, deſerve it? Examine the nature of my offence, 
* andyouwill finde me not fo criminall but thar 
= death may ſuffice to exempt me from thereſt of 
= whatyouthreaten. Shall your angerour-laſt my 
> life? And can you hate that ſoul which abandons 
- Its body meerly to pleaſe you ? No, no, my Prin- 
= cefle, you cannot have fo hard a heart ; certai 
= this explation wyl Grisfie ; and when 1 ſball 
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co be, I ſhall ceafe tobe in your hate. A thouſand 
othet diſcourſes he made of this nature, and though 
I did all I could to make him take ſome ſuſte- 
nance, he ſtill refus'd it obſtinarely, and ſpent all 
the night in ſuch lamentations as would have 
toucht the moſt inſenfible ſoul with comraſſion. 
In the morning being come to his bedſide, I found 
him in a high Feaver. The Prince Arraterxes who 
was at his Chamber as ſoon as it wasday, ſteing 
kim in that condition,was exceſhvely afflifted, an 

_ commanding thither the Phylicians, he enforc'd 
' himatmy requeſt to take fomewhar in his preſence; 


wherein without his aſſiftance 1 ſhould never have - 


prevail'd ; he obeyed him for the preſent, that his 
diſfpaire mightnot be too viſible ; but as ſoon as he 
was gone, he reje&ed and (corned all the Phyſici- 
ans prefcriptiens. The King cameto viſit him that 
day, - and expreſt unto himfo much griefe at his 
Indiſpoſition as redoubled his own fenſe of iz, ir 
that he found ſo many excellent perſons particl- 
pate with him. The Queens came thither alſo,and 
the Princeſſe Pariſatis ; but Statyra fearing that her 
preſence or countenance might betray ſomewhat, 
cxcus'd her ſelfe from that vifice by a feigned in- 
difpoſttion. My poor fick Prince, who made the 
extremeſt judgement of that forbearance, was ſo 
ftricken with the inhumanity ( as he heit ) 
that his Feaver redoubled upon ic with infinite 

violence : He paſt thatſecond night as he hat done 
the firft; and'the next morning as foon as i was 
day, he calFd for his clothes ; but he was fo farre 

from a condition to leave his bed, that 1 long! for- 
borets obcy him, wondring at fo extravagant © 
| com? 
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command. = But at length finding that abs 


folutely he would have it ſo; and that he be- 
ganne co be angry with his ſervants, .I was en- 
torc'd to haye patience , and to expe the e- 
vent of his deſign, whatever jt were. Asſoon 
as he was ready, he got with much adoe in- 
ro his Cabinet, commanding me to let nu body 
in but the Prince Artexerxes. The doore was 
no ſyvoner ſhat, bur the Prince was come in* 
to the Chamber, and approacht very ſoftly 
to his bed-fide, ftrangely wondring when he 
mift him there ; but much more when I had 
told him the condition hee was in, and the 
command he had laid upon me. Before I ler 
bim into the Cabinet, I moſt humbly be- 
ſought him to employ all his power wich my 
Prince to make him change that courſe of life, 
wherein he promis'd me to doe his utmoſt. As 
ſoon as he was enter'd and had bid Good mor= 
row , he ranne to him with open armes co 
embrace him; But'my Maſter chrafting him 
back as much as his weaknefſe would give him 
leave ; No, no, Artaxerxes ( faid he ) thoſe 
kindneffes belong no more to me 5 you muſk 
now change your wy of life toward me, and 
loſe your.error together with a friendſhip which 
[ have ſo lictle deferv'd, and can no longer 
preſerve without abufing how advantagious - 


= ever to me : [ finde my ſelfe culpable'ofitoo 


great —_— towards you , and having now 
nothing to feare, I have nothing to difſem- 


ble. Artaxerxes amaz'd at this Diſcourſe ex < 
peſted the iffue of it with much emotion and on_ 
G f 
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der, whilft Orcondates with more ttrength than his 
Indiſpoftion could well permit, continued in this 
manner. Be not fo ſoon amaz'd, Artaxerxes, re- 
ſerve your, wonder a while; and {ince you are ſo 
defirous to know the cauſe of my Malady , learne 
alſo with it the name, the condition, and the 
crimes of him you have hitherto honour'd with 
your friend(bip; or rather ( purſued he, taking a 
dagger that lay by, and preſenting it to him) take 
this ſteele to revenge thoſe crimes, alfoan as [ 
ſhall have told them you, and pierce with it this 
falſe heart, which hath anſwe''d your freedomes 
with 19 great diſſimulation; let not our friend{hip 
divert you, how precious ſoever the thought of ir 
berto me, itmuſtſuddainly end in your fide. Do 
not thinke your ſclte oblig'd by what has bin, and 
may no Tonger be,to forbearean AR ſo advantagi- 
'Ous to your State, ſo pleaſing to all yoars, as the 
ſending out of the world an enemy not inconfide- 
rable , if his hatred were hereditary. I nfine ( 4r- 
taxerxes ) you are to confider me no more as Q- 
rontes Prince of the Meſſagetes,, whd&+ hath bin fo 
fortunate asto render you ſome ſmall ſervices, but 
as Oroondates Prince otthe Scythians, and heir ap- 


parent to him who bath ſo ofcen dyed the fields 


with the blood of your SubjeRs, and who to ac- 
complith his Crime has/bin drawn into this Courec 


by the beauty of your Siſter the Princeſle $ tatyra , I 


whoſe hate hath reduc'd him to the fad condition 
wherein you now fee him. Why ftay you after this 
Declaration.? None can blame you for freeing 


your ſ(clfe froma perſon whom you baveſo much ; | 
cauleto hate; your father will be pleas'd with-you * 
| = tor 3 4 
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for it, and your »iſter, who withour knowing, me 
hath ſuck'd with her milke her hatred , will be 
mach obliged ro you. Artaxerxes, whom ſo ſtrange 
and unlookr-for an Accident had rendred as morti- 
onlefle as a ftatue, could ſcarce believe himlelfe 
awake , bur imagining things ſo incredible rather 
a dreame than any thing reall , was fſtrucken ſo as 
one would have thought him dead, it ſome palſio- 
nate teares overflowing had nor ſhewn rhat he wa 
alive. In the meane while Oroondates periiſting in 
his defhigne, and growing angry to ſee him'fo {low 
in his revenge; Thoſe teares ( ſaid he ) misbecome 
your Courage, and ſuch irrefolution is a ſtaine to 
the generofity of Artaxerxes ; loſc not ſuch an oc 
cajion of revenging your ſelfe upon your power- 
full Enemy , and of obliging at the ſame time 
your faithfulleſt friend ; Death will be much more 
{weet and honourable to me by your hand than by 
my owne; fince if both ſhould faile, love, griete, 
and {1cknefſe, you ſee are ready to fatisfie me. Ar 
taxerxes having bin all this while ſo fixt as I told. 
you, farted up as out of a profoundfleepe, and 
finding that what he faw and heard was rea!!, ha- 
ving confider'd a while, threw himfelfe fuddenly 
upon him , having his heart fo oppreſt with the 
contrary exceſſes both of griefe and joy, as he was 
not able a great while to utter one word, Al- 
= though Oroondates lov'd himeven beyond himſclfe, 
2 yer his preſent condition making him uncapable 
-* ofany contentment , he receiv'd his kindnefſes ar 
= firſt with much coldneffe ; but afterwards finding 
Z with what ardour the Prince continued them nor- 
; wirhftanding a Dedaration which would have 
= luſtifyed 
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juſtyhed him in the contrary extremes, hegrew 
aſham'd to finde himſelte fo overcome in generoh - 
ty; and (preling him in his armes ascloſely as his 
weaknelle would permit him, he made ir foone 
evident unto him that with the'name and conditi- 
on of Orontes he had not caſt off the affe&ion. 
They held themſelves a good while fo ftraightly 
embrac'd, as that they ſeemed but one. . Ar length 
Artaxerxes aſtoniſhment being ſomewhat diflipa- 
red, and his ſpirits a little recovered from that ens 
trancement , he ſpake unto my Prince after this 
manner,wich a more compos'd countenance;Great 
Prince /: the error in which your diſguiſe hath 


' made melive, . gives mea troable in ſome degree 


proportionable tothe joy 1 receive in ſo unexpett- 
ed a good fortune , as the honour of ſeeing you 
here ; I have bin very failing rowards you, info- 
much that were I not well acquainted with your 
goodnefle, I could hardly hope for your pardon; 
as indeed, it I may uſe that word, you muſt not 
eah]y expe mine, for having taken ſuch an opi- 
nionot me, as cannot but mortally wound me. 
Was it poſlible tor you to believe(O cruel Oroonda- 
tes ) that the change of your condition, or the 
hatred of our parents, could have any power to al- 
ter my affe&tions ? or that Artaxerxes could have 
ſo meanc a ſoule as to revenge himſeltein fo igno= 
ble a way of an enemy to whom he owed his lite 
and liberty ? No, No, generous Prince, pofterity 
ſhall never bluſh for my Crime , nor ſhall Lever 
fixe ſuch a ſtaineupon the royall blood of Perſia: 
It ſhall never be reproacht me that the knowledge 
of Orcondetes had power to deftroy the ſenſe of my 


Obliga» 
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Obligations to Orontesz having lov'd you as Oron- 
tes, I will honouryou as Oroondates ; and it the 
change of your quality will allow me to continue 
the ſame fredome , my whole courſe of. lite ſhall 
ſhew you that I love you betrer than-my fclte; nor 
can I indeed live unlefle lov'd againe by you. Re- 
ceive great Prince the freſh sflurances which 1 give 
you of my erernall friend{hip , and deny me not a 
confirmation of thoſe which | have formerly re- 
ceived of yours. It Statyra({ who is too much ho + 
nour'd in ſuch a love ) has not the fame ſenſe of ir, 
and of what you have done for her , which I have, 
I ſhall diſavow her, and declare my 1elt her greateſt 
Enemy; but I hope that the knowledge of your 
merit and quality, joyn'd to my Interceſſion, will 
be of powerfull effet with her againſt whom 1 
embrace your Intereſt with ſo great a paſſion as 
ſhall quickly make appeare how highly I am con- 
cern'd init. Allthe Recompence l pretend to tor 
it, isa preſent change in your affiifted manner of 
lite, fince mine is made miſerable by it;, caft 
off your ſorrowes, deare Prince,and henceforward 
reſigne up to my care what finde fo nearely con- 
cerns you. 

It is impoſſible for me to exprefſe unto you the 
wonder and joy of Oroondates, who finding him- 
ſelfe thus raiſed on the ſuddaine from deſperation 
to ſuch adegree of hope, was in an inftant become 
another man ; and thoſe ceſtimonies of friendſhip 


which were alwaics ſo deare to him, and now fo 
much more advantagiousthan ever, produc'd moft 
fuddain and wonderfull effe&s as well in health of 
body as tranquillity of minde; at the very inſtant 

G 3 he 
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he forgot his weakneſſeſo , as that to anſwer Ar- 
taxerxes kindnefle and freedome , he would not in 
a long time have defiſted from his new Proteftati- 
ons and Endearments of ſervice and friendſhip , if 
che Prince more careful] ofthis health than he, had 
not broken them off to force him againe to his 
bed, refufing to hear him till heſaw him there; 
where he no looner was,but Artaxerxes fate down 
upon the b:d {zde, and having commanded all our 
of the Chamber but my ſelfe , he defired me to re- 
late unto him my Maſters adventures, of which till 


| that day he was ignorant. Bat my Prince ( howe- 


ver in regard of his health importun'd tothe con- 
trary by Artaxerxes ) would needs pertorme that 
taske himlelte ( thinking no body elſe capable of 
expreſling lively. enough the leaft part of his paſſi- 
on ) which he preſently did, beginning at the very 
originall of his love, and concealingnothing from 
him even to thoſe laſt words of the Princeſle, 
which had cauſed his fainting, whereof the Prince 
had bin farre from guefling rhe occafion ; he ex- 
preſt the whole | unto him with ſuch tranſport- 
ments of paſſion as were likely to have relaps'd him 
into his former condition , had not the Prince in- 
geriupted him with theſe words of con{olation. Al- 
though your miſtruft and obftinacy in concealing 
your felfe from the perfeeſt friend that ever was, 
3s very {enitbleto me, I will not keepe in memory 
that injury , ſince you havethe goodnefle to tor- 
get ſo many ofmore Importance;and!] afſure you, 
without conhdering at all the offence I may give 
by.it to him that gave me my being , 1 will ſo em- 
ploy my felfc in your ſervice, as that, you ——_— 
| hnde 
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finde my cares unuſefull. Statyra loves me much; 
and you are extreme lovely ; Theſe two points 
make me confident of good fortune, it indeed 
yours do depend on her ; fince intreating her as 
your friend, and counſelling her as her Brother, 

the cannot but hearken to me; nor can I doubt bur 

{he hath Inclinations favourable enough to you al- 

ready; fince beſides her Obligations, I dare {weare 

there arc few Ladyes in the Court that look upon 

you with inditference, you ought not todilbelicve 
this for any thing ſhe hath ſaid to you ; her words 

expres'd no averiion; Nor eould it be expeCted but 

that ſo ſtrange an encounter,and a diſcourie fo un- 

lookt-for, from a perſon whom the thought her 

inferiour , ſhould extremely ſurpriſe her ; you 

know the waies of thoſe of her ſexe, and patticu- 

larly of her Condition ;_ Refle& well upon them, 

and then inſtead of a deſpaire unworthy your cou- | 
rage z you will finde cauſe to reſume your health 

and good humour , and to expe& trom your 

owne merit and my afiſtance all manner of fati(- 

fation: And doe you ( deareſt Prince )) oo 0- 
roondates, expect from me all that can be challeng'd 
from one rais'd by you fromthegrave, and who 
will not embrace with more paſſion thoſe joyes to 
which you ere& his hopes, than the occaſtons to 
ſacrifiſe himſelfe for your {ervice. 

After theſe and fopre other diticourſes, Artexer- 
xes tooke his leave of him ,- that he might goe la- 
bour in the worke, and my Matter take ſome reſt, 
to which he was now well enoughdiſpos'd , ha- 
ving obtain'd it in ſome meaſure already in his 
thoughts; the precious hopes which the Prince had 
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given him , having already chas'd away thole del- 
paires which had made him ſo obſtinately deſire to 
dye; And although the diſtempers of that day bad 
bin ſo great, yet his feaver was not increaſed by 
them; and two. houres after the Prince was gone 
from him, the Phyſitians found his Pulſe more 
orderly , and greater fignes of recovery than ever, 
both in his face and voice. 

In the meane while Artaxerx?s thanking the 
Gods for ſo great a bleſſing, in giving him the 


meanes in ſome meaſure to an{wear the Obligati- 


ons which hehad to my Maſter, reſolved to em- 


brace the occaſion with ſuch care and induſtry as 
never to be accug'd of ingratitude; and deterring 
it no longer than till he was gonefrom my Maſter's 
Chamber, he went dire&ly thence ( as I have fince 
bin told ic by n:y Prince ) to the apartment of the 
Princefſe Statyre; he found her without other 
Company than of her women, but to avoidover- 
hearers in a matter of that ſecrecy , he defir'd her 
to rctire with him into her Cabinet'; Aſſoon as 
they were there, and the doore ſhit upon them, the 
Prince making her fit downe by him, after he had 
lookt upon her ſteadily a while without ſaying a- 
ny thing, he tooke her by the hand , 1 and prefling 
it between his, Siſter ( ſaid he in a tone of voice 
lefſe afſur*d than uſuall ) Is it not true that you 
Jove me well ? Brother, replyed the Princeſſe,what 
meane ycu to aske me now aſſurance of that 
which I am ſure. you cannotdouvt ? Bur Sifter, rc - 
ſun1'd he, meane that your friendſhip is not of an 
ordinary degree , that you will not refuſe me 
£e&;mongss of it in the higheſt nature, when I ſhall 
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deſire them of you.Certainly Brother, replyed the 
Princefle , they muſt be very impoſlible ones that 
I ſhall refuſe you; fince it is nota greater truth thac 
I am Statyra, than that I love Prince Artaxerxes a- 
bove all things in this world, 1 aske not ſo much 
as that, replyedhe, and1 will notenvy another 
what he has better deſerved than 1; wonder not, 
deare Siſter, continued he;if at this time I aske you 
queſtions, that your way of life may well make 
you think very ſtrange. 1 have indeed a firme 
beliefe that you love me, and upon that confidence 
I have now laid the foundations of my life ; But 
Siſter, rememember wel theſe confirmations which 
you give me;and remember that it you can finde in 
your heart to retraCt or repent them when 1 ſhall 
demand proofcs of them,you muſt no moreconfider 
Artaxerxes as your brother, but as the man of the 
world whom you have moſt mortally injured,and 
whom you will infallibly bring to his grave. Hi- 
therto the Princefſe was not much mov'd with his 
Diſcourſe , but obſerving with what paſſion he 
{pake this , ſhe anſwered him more ſadly than be- 
fore. The Princeof Perf6a hath ſo much affe&ion 
for his Siſter , that he will never defire of her any 


' thing unworthy either of her or him, and he may 


be ſure that ſhe will hever refuſe him her life, if he 
ſhall require that for- a proote of her kindnefle; 
] ſhall not onely, replyed the Prince, give mine at 
all rimes freely tor the prefervation of yours, buc 
rather than conſent to yourleaft diſadvantage; you 
have reaſon to believe this (dear _ and I will 
believe, that defiring nothing but what will be- 
come you , and which may be cate for you, yon 
W 
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will be eaſily perſwaded to doe your utmolt, when 

the life of your Brother is concern'd, Ina word , 
dear Sifter, to hold you no longer in ſaſpence , 
Itis my own life I beg of you, in the life of my 
deare Orontes ; they both depend abſolutely upon 
you ; and you muſt make no other judgement of 
my. condition than by that which yqgu have re- 
duc'd him to ; ifhe dye, it is impoſſible for me to 
live; if thou prelerve his life,] ſhall owe you mine; 
and 'tis I who ſuffer by you the penalty of that 
preſumption which you lay to his charge. Wonder 
not, Sifter, it is at the laſt extremes of his life, that 
he hath dilcover'd to me what paſt you 3 
and it is at thoſe laſt extremes that - he hath made 
himſelf knowl , but known to mefor ſuch a one, 
as may without diſparagement to the'Crowne of 
Per fia, challenge from you whatever you might re- 
faſe to Orentes ; objeR not then againſt his quality, 
fince it is no way inferiour to your own, & that to 
our coſt we have found it too powerful to be neg- 
Ie&ed.] will hold you no longer in ſtfpence,fince 
befides what you owe to kim, & your friendſhip to 
me, you are of adilcretion fit to be truſted with a 
ſecrer of the higheft importance ; Know then,that 
it is no more to Orontes Prince of tn Meflagetes to

whom you are ſo infinitely beholding, bur to the 
gallant Oroondates Sonne to thegrea 


powertull Empire of Eyrope. Be nor ſtartled, 


Siſter, but take what I tell you, for thing as cer- 
raine as it ſeems incredible. Ir is no/longer a fugi- 
rive Prince, who flying from the anger of his King, 
{eckes his proteRion in this Court,, but it is a

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Prince who enflam'd with love for you fance his 
firſt fight of you in the Tenc ( a fight fo farall ro 
him, ſo advantagious to all our houſe ) hath aban- 
don'd his-affe&ions to his Father, and the place 
where Heaven had given him Soveraignty , hath 


$ paſt through ſo many Enemies Eountries, and ex- 


pos'd himſelfe to ſuch eminent hazards to caft 
himſelfe at your feet, and to dedicate unto you a 
life which he is refolv'd never to preſerve bur by 
your will, and for your ſervice. He would have 
continued, when the Princefle having liftned to him 
with great attention, but with more aſtoniſhment, 
had no longer patience to lethim goe on, bur 
cryed out, O God { Brother ! ) What doe you 
' meane? Doe you abuſeme 7 Or muſt I give credit 
to what you ſay? Your are to beleeve it, Siſter , 
replyed he, ſince I ſpeak to you withſo much ſe- 
riouſneſſe, and that I conjure you to receivehim 
as his birth, his love, his merit, and the ſervices he 
has done you oblige you. What Brother, replyed 
Statyra, will you have me love the {worn and icre- 
concileable Enetny of our Family ? Certainly it 
you conſider to a what a degree this deſire of yours 
muſt offend him to whom we owe our being, you 
cannot think much that I ſhould diſobey you. 
Deceive not your felfe, replyed Artaxerxes, I 
ſhall chink it more cruell than death it ſelf, having

a Peace whilt eigher your Father or his ſhall live ? 
Bart is it poſlible,Cruell woman, replyed the Prince, 
that you can retaine a remembrance of that after 
ſo many obligations as ought to have baniſhe it 
from your thoughts ? Is your concernment in that 
greater than mine 2 And.can you confider Oroor- 
dates as the perſon whoſe Valour hath made ic ſelfe 
famous in the ruine of our Friends, whilſt he knew 
us not, and whilſt his own Duty obliged him to it, 
without conſidering him at the ſame time, as the 
perſon who hath ſav'd the Honour , the Liberty , 
and the Life of yon and all yours, and who 
to ſee and ſerve you hath not fluck to aban- 
don his own party, his Kingdome, his Father, and 
his head, which he has deliver'd up into the hands 
of his mortall Enemies ? Shall a pretended Injury 
have power to make you forget ſuch reall obliga- 
tions ? and can it ſo preoccupate your underſtan- 
ding as nottolet you know what you owe to the 
paines and hazards which he has undergone for 
| you? Tt is impoſlible( Sifter that you can ever 
GEO acquit your ſelfe of ſo great a Debr., 
and when you ſhall have done in his favour much 
more than I require, you will not have anſwered a 
proportionableparrt of your own obligations, ſe- 
| ver'd both from his own intereſts and mine : But, 
Siſter, let us truly confider yours,fince 1 have profeſt 
never to deſire any thing of you that ſhould be diſ- 
advantagious to your ſelf; Can you wiſh a greater 
Prince,or a Servant more ſuitable to your _ 
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Will you have a perſon more accompliſht } Or 
rather,is it pofhible that ſuch Excellencies as make 
him ſo, and that tace ableto charme the moſt ſa- 
vage mindes, can have left you inſenfible towards 
him? No, no, dear Siſter ; I you have been ſo hi- 


. therto, it is now time for you to yeeld ; you have 


t00 long refiſted his meries, your own obligations, 
and the entreatics of a Brother who loves you 
morethan himlſelfe, To theſe he added many more 
conjurements, able to have mollified a heart more 
hardned than the Princefle's ; in whoſe having mer 
with prediſpoſed Inclinations, it was impothble 
but ſhe muſt ſubmit unto confiderations ſo power- 
tull. She continued notwithfianding a great while 
in theſe refle&ions, without making any anſwer 
to her Brother, who in the mean while,fometimes 
embracing her with great tenderneffe, and ſome- 
times caſting himſelfe at her feet, omitted neither 
words of paſſion, nor tears to move her.

, Come, replyed the Princefſe, but fince I am gone ſo 
|, farre, I will deny you nothing, but leave to you 
the whole carc and condu@ of an affe&ion in 
which you arereſolv*d to engage me, and wherein 
I foreſee infinite difhicalties; your prudence will, 
I makeno queſtion, overcome them as farre as may 
be ; however be pleaſed to remember, what ever 
happen, that I can have no great ſhare in afault 
which you enforce me to commit. : 
© ThePrincetranſported with joy, after a thou- 
'fand thankes and endearments endeavoured to re- 
move from ber all her poten Sony and relatin 
to her the particulars of my Mafter's life, he Ief 
her nor till he had madea clear diſcovery of great 
Inclinations in' her towards him, and a great de- 
fire in her to haſten his recovery ; in|which-that no 
rime might be loſt, the Prince oblig'd the Queen 
his Mother to vifit him that evening, accompanied 
by the Princeffes her Daughters, and by himſelfe 
the contriver of that opportunity. [The Princeſſe 
Statyraenter'd the Chamber trembling with the 
conf{tderation of what ſhe went about, and finding 
« naturall repugnance to doe any thing of thar 
| nature, 
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nature, which her Brother then exated from her, 
ſhe approacht my Mafter's Bed with ſo much Con- 
tukon and Trepidation, as any body concern'd

Yes, Madam, ſaid he, he [211 do whac 
he ought 3 and if that Teſtimony of |his care to 
pleaſe you hath been too long deterr*d|, Madam , 
accule not him, fance he hath done all he could to 
haſten your ſatisfaftion. Why then|let Orontes 
dye, replyed the Princeſfe, ſo that Ordendetes live. 
Oroondates. in a rapture of joy, furprifall, and aſto- 
niſhment, was a great while bo entranc'd, as he had 
nota word to reply, yet perceiving that the Queen 
was ready to return to him, he figh'd gut theſe tew 
words to the Prcincefſe, Oroondates would live , 
Madam, if ſhe for whom he ought and is reſolv'd 
to dye, had conſented to it. The Princefle replyed 
ro him in haſt; She doth not onely «conſent , bur 
intreats and commands him by all the power ſhe 
bath over him. The Queen and Princefſe Pariſatis 
comming to them hinder*d chem'from ſaying any 
more ; butthe Prince Artaxerxes eafily perceiv'd 
in my Maſter's countenance that that liccle time 
had been happily employed. He couli got difſem- 
ble the joy he received by it; anda$ ſoon as the 
Queen and Princeſſes wete gone, he received from 
my Maſter the account of what had paſt, with fo 
great demonſtrations of Contentment as did evi- 
dence more than ever the perfe& friendſhip which 
he had for him. Ir is impoſſible for me to .cxpreſſe 
unto you the leaft part of my Maſter's tranſport- 
ments, what he did, and what he ſaid to the Prince 
of Ferfia, how oftenche call'd him his prote&ing 
Deity and his Tutelary Angel ; and| how ofcen he 
renew'd unto him the proteftations of eternall 
faichfulnefſe. Ic ſufficerh to tell you that the nexc 
day hefound him(elte freed from his Feaver , and 
| Sed | this 
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this change of his condition wrought {© iuddain 
a change in his healthzthat within two dayes he letc 
his vcd, and within two dayes morehis Chamber. 
The newes of his recovery was received with 
much joy by all thoſe who had appeared ſv much 
concern'd in his ficknefle; who were indeed ſo ma- 
ny, as:I may fafely call ica pub! ique and univerſall 
rejoycing; My Princes vercue having in that liccle 
time acquired him as many friends as there were 
perſons capable to judge of that. He had no ſooner 
quitted his Chamber, but he repay'd his vihics - 
with great civility ; and after he had attended the 
King and Queenes,, he went tothe apertment ot 
the Princeſſes; where he found them together, and 
their Cozen Roxana With them; He accofted them 
wi.h that apprehention which alwaics accompanied 
him at late, when ever he ſaw Statyra. Artax:rx:s 
who failed not to be there afſoon as he , tooblige 
him, amus'd Pariſatis and Roxana with ſome Dil- 
courſcs apart, giving him thereby ſuch liberty to 
encertaine the Princefle, as he could have deſired, 
who relolved notco loſe the opportunity; having 
fixt his eyes upon her a good while without ſpeak-

Madame, | hope that in allowing met 0 live, you 
have allowed me allo co ſpeak; however,th zugh {1- 
lence were enjoyn'd me in all other things, yet at

$ dring thanks for my life to her who hathpreſerved 
it, The Princeſle replyed, All our Family Sir have 
Obligations co you of chat nature; and I ſhould” 
$ havebinvery ungratefull, had I not conce1vuted all 
J wat in me lay , tothe prefcrvation of a perſors

whoſe debtors we all are, to toſhigh a degree. 
Thoſe flight ſervices, replyed the Prince, which 1 
have bin able to doe you, carry ther F recom- 


pence with them; and thoſe which 1 ſha}1 be able 
to doe you through the whole courſe bf my life 
are too gloriouſly rewarded already,if that charity 
which you have bin pleafed to ans ft toa dying 
pericn,be not extinguiſke towards him, now that by 
your permiſſion he lives, I have done too good a 
worke ({ replyed the Priacefſc (miling Yin contribu- 
ting to your recovery, ever to repent me of it; fince 
over and above my owne knowledge of your per+ 
fon, of your merit , and of our Obligations, m 
Brothers ſatisfaftion is ſo dear t9 me that I | 
willingly facrifiſe to that all Concernments of my 
owne. My Prince made anſwer with a deepe ſ1gh; 
Since the Gods have not favoured me ſo much to 
make me worthy of my ſelteto ferye you, 1 receive 
thankfully from them my good fortune as they 
are pleaſed to allow it me; and if by the moſt re- 
ligious zeale, and by the. moſt reſpe&tull paſſion. 
that ever was, I cannor deferve the honour to be 
owned for yours, I ſhall think my ſelfe very hap- 
pv , if for-that deare Brothers ſake you ſhall be 
pleaſed to caſt from you the hatred of our houſes, 
and that you permit me to live with you as a per- 
ſon not altogether indifferent , to one ſo deare to 
you as he. ThePrincefſe who had already much 
ove for him , and who defir'd to doe himas great. 
favours as ſhe conceived ſhe mighrallow her lelfe, 
made him this obliging Anfwer, not without ſome 
reluQancy with the naturall reſervednefſe of her 
humour : 1 doe not forbid you to make a judge- 
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ment more to your adyancagezand it ſhall not at al* 
diſpleaſe mie that you think your ſelte confidera- 
ble enough co me tor your own fake z it iserue, 
that at my Brother's ſolliciration I have bin led to 
this Ation which you call charicable ; bur I ſhall 
not make nice to confeffe to you , that had I belie- 
ved 1 eicher could or _ to have done it, I 
ſhould have done that of my owne Inclination, 
which I have done by hisperſwafton. Oroondates 
was fo cranfported with this obliging Difcourſe, 
thar he was ready tohave thrown himfelfe at her 
teer, and ro have diſcovered by his Aftion the na- 
tare of their Converſation 3 bur chat coming ſud- 
dainly to hiniſelfe, he preſerved his ludgement en- 
tire enough to confider where and in what Com- 
pany he was; ſo that conftraining himſelfe all that 
was poſſible, he ſaid unto her with a countenance 
which ſufficiently expreſs'd his excefle of joy; 
Madam ! fince that happy minute' that made me 
firſt yours, I ever underftood that ſomething alto- 
gether divine obliged me co fo extraordinary a 
veneration; and1 finde clear evidences of that Di 

vinity in the abſolute power you have over the 
Hves of men: you took away mine by a few words 


"which my preſumption juftly.forc'd from you; 


you reſtor'd it me againe by words which your 
compaſſion PP wo: me, andyoucontinue it 
now by a favour ſo tranſcendent andunmerired 
that I hardly know my ſefe, thus fuddainly raifed 


as lam from the greateſt rh tOAa 
height of envyable even by the ; them- 
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not Ignovrant Oreondates , that conhdtring what I 
am, 1 do more tha'1 I ought; but when I confider 
likewiſe what you are, what you have\done for all 
our Family, and particularly tor me, I|ſhould con- 
demne my. ſelfe of great ingratitude, ſhould 1 not. 
both owne and acknowledge an affeCtivn of which 
you have given me proofcs ſo great and fo dange- 
rous; I was offended, 't is true, that Ofontes ſhould 
preſume to make an addrefſe of loveto me; bur 
ſince my Brother approves that Oroondates ſhould, 
and finceIallow it , and fincea Prince of quality 
ſo correſpondent 'to mine expoles|himſclte to 
ſuch manifeſt hazards to ſerve me, I ſhould thinke 
my ſelfe. failing both to friendſhip |and duty ir. 
ſelfe , ſhould' I not remit gcowards bim much of 
that ſeverity; which would otherwiſe become me. 
Pray take care notto abule my indulgence, and 
live in_ that manner both for your qwn ſake :n4 
mine, as.none may {uſ{petan intelligence betwixt 
the Prince of Scytbia, and the Priacefle of Perſia. 
I confefſe 1 cannot refle& upon this without trem- 
bling; and when I chinke of thoſe obſtacles which 
have had no power to deterre you ,|\J am ſeized 
with ſuchwander and conlalfion at yourdeligne, 
that 1 can Wely religne up the wholpg condut of 
ito the Gods, to your prudence, and to my deare 
Brothers aſſiſtance. Oroonda'es receiving from his 
Princefſeiuch markes of affc&ion beyond his ex- 
peRation, made anſwer ; The goodngfle of the 
Gods and of the Prince-eFrtaxerxes who have 


.thus favour'd the birth of a moſt perfe& affc&ion; 


will certainly be as. propitious tothe, growth and 
progrelle of it; and doubtlefle chat hereditary ha- 
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cred, which threatens 'me with the greateſt 


difficulties, will in timebe overcome by jutter 
confiderations ; as for my owne part (Madame ) 
ſince you are pleafed to fortify my diſcretion by 
your Commands, I ſhall be fure to live lo, as thac 
a good fortune fo lictte defery'd , ſhall be as lictl= 
ſulpeRted; and though rhe Prince of Scythia ſhould 
be diſcoyer'd inthe Court of Perfis, the Princelſe 
Sratyra fhall Rill remaine as uncapadle oft the 
leaſt impuration for his ſake, #s her Siſter che 
Princefſe Par:zſatir. They were hindred from con- 
tinaing their diſcourſe by the Ptincefle Roxanay 
who beginning to be concern'd, malicioully inter- 
rupted them; and Artaxerxes and Pariſatis joyning 
themſelves ro their Converlation, they ſo paſt the 
reſt ot that diy together. From that time the 


Dredndates beftow'd his time ſo-well with 


'Princeſſe, that he made a ſwifc progrefſe in 


| herfavour, and knew how to {ollicice hec wich {0 


much diſcretion , that at lengch he received both 
fromher words and ations clear? affyrances of a 
molt reall and powerfull affe&ion ; - that know - 
ledge ſoon reſtor'd unto him. his wonted beauty 
and humour, and rendred him ſich, in the eyes of 
all theCourt, as attra&ed to hin afreſh all cheic 
hearts and admiration. The Princes 4rtax:rx:r1 be- 
ingreſolv'd to oblige him entirely,ftudied n thing 
morg than the occaſions of diag him all ſorts 


"of d offices; Buc in a thort time his aflitance 


grety little needtull wich the princelle hus Sitter, 
ſhe obſerving every day more and more ſuch ad- 
mirable qualities in that Prince, who ſhe faw liv'd 


| onely fer her, as thacinſeniibly ſhe” ler hee {<lre 
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goe to ſo'ftrong a paſſion, as chat my Maſter's was 
litcle ſuperiour; yet (heliv'd alwaies with fo great 
diſcretion & refervedneſſe,as that the ſevereſt of the 
Age, nay Diogenes himſelf ( of whom your Ki 
raade ſuch i ae of have found the 1 
matter of cenſure, though all her Aftions had bin 
publiſhr; My Prince alſo on his 3% never li- 
cenc'd himſelfe fo farce, as to prefle from her the 
leaſt favours that might have any ſhew, of Igvicy on 
her part, or irreverence on his; and efteem'd him- 
ſelfe more happy in one obliging __ or look 
than in the nolfeflion of Empires; nor can I for- 
beare to tell you ( although I belicye you know 
as much. of ic as my ſelfe ) that as certainly there 
never was a body enricht with ſo excellent a beau- 
ty, as that Princefle; ſo am 1 moſt confidenc that 
never was there a beauty accompanyed witha /. 
more rare and more exalted yertue ; her wie was 
admirably quicke, her judgement as ſolid , and 


| her wemnA., equall and full of ſweetnefſe , that 


all the world found irreſiſtable charmes in them; 
her courage ( as you know ) hath ſuſtained the 
rudeſt affaults of fortune with great tranquility; 
her diſcretion and modeſty were incomparable; 
and her reſeryednefle ſo great and ſo noble, that a!- 

Frvgh ſhe were poſſeſt wich a moſt violent paſſion, 
he eyer prefery'd the Maſtery of it to ſuch a de- 
gree, that it never had power to tranſport her in 
the leaft kinde beyond the ſeyereſt Maxime of diſ- 
cretion , alth the occaſions and accidents 
thorough which ſhe hath paſs'din the courſe of ber 
Con have bin ſo extraordinary as might well 
baye difpens'd her from ſome of thoſe Rules. 0- 
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roondates conlidering this modell of perfe&ion , 
was tranſported beyond himſelte , when ever he 
made reflexion on his bappinefſe, and though he 
were infinitely raviſht with her outward beauty, 
yet that of her minde had got fo abloJuce a Domi» 
nion over him, as being not able to lovea leſſe 
vertue, nor to value an eaſier Conqueſt, he found 
the greateſt charmes of ſweerneſſe and delighteven 
in his lovesgreateſt difficulties, His acceſſe to her 
was caſte, the King and Queens conceiving that 
they could not do leffe for him , who had preſer- 
ved their Daughters , than toallow him their free 
frequenration; nor did he in any wiſe abuſe it:but 
to avoid all occaſions of fulpition he did as often 
entertain the Princeſſe Pariſatis as her Sifter; and 
in all appearance made no other application to 
her than to Roxana,to Ferſfina, and to other Prin- 
celſcs with whom he was every day, and by whom 
he was looke upon with an eye of much favour, 
Artaxerxes was delighted ro fee himſelfe ſucceed 
ſo happily in his defign of putting himfelf beyond 
all ſuipition of ingratitude , and ordered matters 
ſo: well in making my Maſter ſtill paſſe for Oron- 
tes, that he wasnever ſuſpefted by any. This hap- 
py change in his fortune having ſuch an effe& as I 
have told you, even to a degree of exceeding him- 
ſe]te, inflam'd the affe&ions of all che Court to» 
wardshim , and principally of the Ladyes, who 
ſeeing him ſucceed in every thing he undertook 
with ſo wonderfull a grace, ha& much adoe to diſ- 
ſemble thoſe Inclinations which the frequentation 
of ſo extraordinary a perſon excited in them; and 
if his paſſion for the Princeſſe had permicted him

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to make uſe of his good fortuneghe would have had 
great occafion tobe ſatisfied with affefions and 
favours of moſt of the prime Beauties of Perſia. 
I make no doubt but you have been' acquainted 
b with many of them, who were ngt exempt from

$i Memnen having made himſelfe recommendable by a 
| thouſand gallant ations unto the: faire Berſina, 
obtain'd her at length, after a Jong application, 
by the conſent of her Father, of the King, and all 
the Court,who ſeemed much to intereſt themſelves 
FY In that alliance, The eminence of the perlons pro- 
| cur'd it a celebration of great ſolemniry with all 
che Perfiang in general,and their quality and merit 
| obliged the King,the Queens, & all the Royal! Fa- 
| mily to honour thoſe Nuprials with their preſence 
| at the houſe of Artabaſus. My Maſter, who for hts 
1 eminent vertue had contratted a great triendſhip 
With Memnon,was of all the parties that were made 
to honour his Marriage, and appear'd in them all 
ſo dcxterous, and ſo magnificent, that he divided 
the honour of thoſe Triumphs berwixr the Prince 
of Perſig and himſelfe, who in them|gave many e- 
wo 0 ' minent teſtimonies of his gentileneſſe and bravery.

natural] beautieby ſuch Ornaments, and ſuch ra- 
diancy of Jewels, asreally my eyes could fcarce 
endure the glory. My Maſter was ſeated next 
the Princeſſe Roxana, very beautifull indeed, and 
richly attir'd ; you know the rank ſhe held in that 
Court, as Daughter to Cobortan, Couſen German 
to Darius,and Satrape of the Saquer; I ſhall ſay no- 
thing to you neither of her Face nor Wir,fince you 
are ſo much better acquainted with both than T, 
and fince we have ſo much reaſon to deteſt her, 
as that I can hardly preſerve a remembrance of her 
any wiſe to her advantage. After that Orgondates 
had entertain'd her a while, with generall Com» 
mendations of the Ladies of Perſia, with whoſe 
beauties he profeſt himſelfe dazl'd , Roxane having 
= fixtly confider'd him, and expreſſing by her change 
\ & of countenance the agirations of her minde. Bur 
is it poſſible ( ſaid ſhe, in avoice too low to be o-. 
ver-heard) that you can among ſo many Beanties 

have ſtill retained the coldnefſe of your Country? 
, & Andthatthe fight of thoſe wonders 'which you 
= acknowledge, hath not made you loſe that indiffe- 
, E rence which hath hichertodiſoblig'd them al. They 
"BE have roo juſt avalue of repo. Loy replyed the 
| K Prince, for ſuch an unfortunate creature as I am 
to hope that they will have any ſenſe of my paſſi- 
ons, which ] cannot be ſo ſtupid as to be without, 
towards the rareſt pieces of the World ; Bur 
( Madam ) I want nut reſpe& with that paſſion, 
and I can jupprefle out of judgement what I can-

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not declare without temerirty ; beſides that reall 

I ufe all my skill to defend my fſelfe from a mil. 
chiefe whoſe remedy 1 cannot hope for without 
exceſſe of preſumption. You are an errant Difſem- 
bler, replyed the Princeffe; you know both your 
ſelfe and us too well co have any thoughts of 
either, but ſuch as are quite contrary to your diſ- 
courſe, The Ladies here know as well as others 
what value to ſet upon ſuch perſons as you are, 
and if I did not apprehend the giving you too 
much vanitie, I ſhould affure you [that Gere are 
few ornone, but would receive your affe&tion as 
agreat fortune. In pronouncing theſe words ſhe 
blaſht ſo extremely, that my Maſter bore a part 
with her in her diforder, replying to her thus, 


with much ſubmiſſion; Madam, you may enter- 

taine your felfe as you pleaſe at the coſt of the mi- 

ſerable, but not withdraw me by a raillery of this 

nature, from that er opinion which I have of my

ſelfe. /If = have fuch a one as Youſougnt to have, 
replyed the Princeffe, you will finde no cauſe to 
difpaire of what ever you ſhall defire. 1 belceve 
ſhe would have proceeded co a full diſcovery of 
her ſelfe, if che Prince Artaxerxes, deftin'd to doe 

Mafter good offices, had not juſt at that time 
taken her out to dance, and after this recondu&t- * 
ing -herto her place, entertain*d her all the reſt of | 
that _— Orovondates being retir'd'to his lodging, | 
and reflefing upon the words of Roxana , and | 


upon divers preceding a&ions of hers, for which . 


having no concernment, he had before as litcle ob - 
ſervation, began to underſtand that ſhe lov'd him, 
and foreſeeing by fome fecret inffin& the Misfor- ' 

| tunes - 
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w1nes which that affe&tion hath fince cauſed him, 
he obſerved the originals of it with high difcon- 
tent ; notwithſtanding he reſolved in cafe (he per- 
8 ſiſted in that humour, to uſe her with all poſſible 
2 civility, both as what he conceiv'd was due to her 
2 perſon and condition, and that he might not ex- 
: _ againſt him one whom. he knew to be 
3 of ſo great a ſpirit, of ſo much wit, -and of fo 
Z buſic and attive a humour ; as alfo that he might

* difſembled the matter, and making as if he did

Z to. But Roxane not at all ſatisfied with thoſe 

ordinary reſpe&ts, and being well enough con- 
£ ceiced of her ſelfe to beleeve that he declin'd the

Z fions that he might not be worthy of it, reſolv'd 
2 co cure him of that error, and after ſome conte- 
7 ſtations with her ſelf, ſhe brake at length through 
Z the Lawes and Scruples of Decency, and one day

when heretir'd into his Chamber ; at firft he fell 
> not on the thought of what it was, but having 
2 opened it, he found in it theſe words, which he

Itis true, O- 
rontes, you bave forc'd ms to it, but I beſeech yeu as 
buſe not your fortune , 'gnd doe not undervalue ber, 
who bath too much undervalued b:r ſelfe;, in doing 
that to you, which ſhe ought to bave expetied from 
You. 


My Maſter, who was wont to doe me the ho- 
nour to trultme with his greateſt ſecrets, conceal'd 
not from methis affetion of Rexana's ,, and was 
pleaſed toallow me the liberty of giving him my 
_ upon it ; he reſolved to take no notice 
of that Ticker, and if the Princefle ſhould ſpeak 
to bimof it, to feigne that it was loſt, as very pro- 
bably it might have been. in the meane while he 
beganne by lictle and lice to withdraw his viſits, 
and to avoyd the occaſions of being alone with 
her, ſeeking as much as he could wichour diſco- 
veringa particular defigne, to entertain his Pcin+ 
celſe, ro whom notwithftanding out of diſcretion 
and nicety of honour he never diſcovered any 
thing of her Coſens paſſion, concealing that for 
her, which ſhe conceived fhe ought to have kept 
ſecret for her felfe. In-the meane while he received 
from his Princeſſe ſuch e:ftimonies of her af- 
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fetion, as he would not deſire more ;z and it was 
then indeed, both by Statyra's inclination ,; and 
the aſſiſtance of Art«xerxes, thathe found himſelf 
the happieſt man alive, had not Forwne ,. who 
ſports her ſelfe in our various deſtinies, raiſed him 
up to that happineſle, toprecipicate him with the 
greater violence into that gulfe of Misfortune 
wherein be hath fince paft the reſt of his life. 

O Gods | purſued Araxes, having his face all 
bathed in_teares, May I not without blaſphemy 
accuſe you of cruelty,to have conſented to the grea- 
teſt loſk that Aſia could cver ſuſtain; and that for 
the glory of one man, you have ſuffered the de- 
ſtcuQion of the greateſt Family and Empire of the 
World. Iris SGT he, that Orcondates 
is away at this diſmall part of my relation, other- 
wile * you would have feen him tranſported into 
the greateſt Agonies of griefe that any ſoul is ca- 
pable of , and certaialy with ſo much reaſon as he 
cannot be blamed for thediftemper, fince I can 
hardly have tke heart to relate tuch diſaſtery as 
will infallibly force from you, as the memory of 
them does already from me, a torrent of teares ; 
yetI will doemy utmoft to fatisfie you, and ſince 
| have had the power toundergoe them, poſſibly I 
may gaine ſo much over my fclt, as to be able to re- 
late them, | 

Although the cruell Warres of Perſia and Scy- 
thia appeared almoſt extinguiſht by the blood of 
ſo many thouſands, it was onely raked up a while 
in their aſhes, and thoſe two Kings whoſe hatred 
was i:reconcileable, cheriſhing ill in their mindes 
the inſatiable paſſivn of one anothers ruine , did 
care = 
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.carcfully watch all opportunities that, might con - 
duce to it. TheKing of Scytbia, who the yeare 
before had been affailed by the Perſian, refolv'd to 
prevent him the next, and to make his Country 
the ſeat of the Warre, in which defigne he drew 
into. the Field- an' Army of 200000 men, and 
ng.the Arrexes, entred Perſia, exerciſing all 
ſorts ofhoſtility. The fiege of Silexe, a Frontier 
Town of that Kingdome, having given the firft 
ſtop to his Army, the intelligence came ſoon to 
Perſepolis; Darius who had his Army in readineffe 
to have invaded Scytbia, if hehad not been preven- 
ted; was not much ſurpriſed with the newes ; and 
_ having given unto his Satraps all neceſſary ortlers, 
he prepared to have gone in perſon to tepulte 
him, butrhat intention of his was diverted by the 
news which he received at the ſame time of A- 
lexanders advance. Ale#ander had already made 
himſelfe famous by his ViRory over the Tribalians, 
and by taking of Thebes ; and although Darius, 
the mightieft of Kings, flighted that young Con- 
querour, and threatned him like a child with a 
rod, yet his Counſellours made another judge- 
ment of the matter, aid adviſed him rather to op- 
poſe himſelfe in perſon againſt him, than agataft 
the Scythians, and that he ſhouldiend onely one 
| of his Generals on that expedition; their opinion 
Fried over his firſt Reſolution, and it was re- 
oly'd at the Councell, to which my Maſter was 
called, thac an Army of 200000 men ſhould þ 
ſent againſt the Scyrhians, under the condutt of 
Artabaſes, and that for his greater credit anda 
thoricy, che young Prince” Artaxerx2s ſhould ac 
| | COMPan) 
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company him, who in regard of his youth decli- 
ned the Command in chiecte, remitting irc to the 
wiſldome and experience of that ancient and re- 
nowned Commander ; this was the relult of the 
Councell. Judge now of my Maſter's afliQion , 
being forced toone of theſe three extremes, either 
to fight againſt his own Father and Country, or in 
returning to them to ruine all his hopes, wherein 
he found himſelfe fo farre advanc'd, ortoremaine - 
with ſhame _— the Ladyes, whilſt his dear Ar- 
taxerxer was expoled to greateſt dangers,and to the 
fury of his Scythians. Theſe confiderations held 
him a while in great ſuſpence, bur at length Filiall 
duty and the Intereſt of his Country gave way to 
Love and Friendſhip, and made him reſolve never 
to abandon the Friend to whom he owed all his 
quiet and happinefſe ; and underſtanding that Ar- 
texerxes was alone in his Cabinet, he went to him, 
| accompanyed by none but me, he found him as - 
| much afflifted as himſclfe in the deſpaire of that 
| peace which he had fo ardently defired, and being 
| as yet ignorant of my Maſter's __ » he did 
| ſcarce know either what to doe himlelfe, or what 
-| tocxpetfrom him, yet ftill reſolved never to be- 
i| come his Enemy, but rather to diſoblige him to 
:& whom he owed hix being,than the perſon to whom 
he had vowed ſo perfe& and eternall a friendſhip; 
the trouble of minde they were both in, c 
them walk ſome turnes without faying any thing 
to one another ; at length Oreondates thus brake 
filencez You cannot doubt, dear Brother ( for of 
late they cal d one another by no other _ but 
that in this ſtrange and nl FT _ 
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( which I beleeve Fortune doth thus manage rodo 
me a ſpiglt ) my condition is extremely {ad and 
diſtrafted, fince it would argue a great want of 
humanity in me, if blood and nature ſhould not 


' cauſe great commotions within me upon this oc- 


cafion, aud if ſeeing the great affliftions which 
now the Gods ſend me, after they |had rais'd 
me by your meanes to ſo high a degree of hap- 
pine I ſhould have conſtancy, or rather inſenlt- 
ility enough, not to be moved at ſuch a change; 
no, I muſt confeſſe to you, my Courage is not 
ſufficient to receive ſuch a blow as this with an 
equall temper, and without yeelding'in ſome de- 
gree to the ſenſeof mypreſent misfortune , and 
thoſe greater which I foreſee, conſidering what 
Enemics Fortune preſents me to combat ; and that 
I muſt neceffarily commir one great crime to avo!1 
another 3 Yet ( dear Brother ) beleeve not that 
this accident, though it cauſe a trouble, can cauſe 
a change in me, but that although I am Oroondates 
Sonne to Matheus the King of Scythiq, yet I am 
Nill Orontes, faichfull {lave to Sratyre, and moſt 


faithfull friend to Artaxerxes; I ſhall not ſtick to 


incurre the reputation of a diſnatur'd Sonne, to 
preſerye: that -of a perfe& Lover, and faultleſſe 
Friend,nor ſhall I have any ſcruples of Conſcience 
ro fight againſt a Fathers power, that would 0- 
verthrow the happinefſe which my Friend hath 
procured me; all that I defire of youis , and 
which I beggeof you with a paſſion that cannot 
bearea denyall, is, that the new occaſion which 
you have tohate the Father, may have no opera- 
tion up9n your kindneſfe co the Sonne, who can* 

| | Not 
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not be blamed tor his deiign +3 from which he is 
not onely innocent, but which he detefts ; and is 
fully diſpoſed to ryine. Artaxerxes having: atten- 
tively heard him, replyed , Brother, I have already 
ſuch proofes of your friend(bip, as put me beyond 
all doubt that any accident can ſbake it: I defire 
the Gods may never blefſe me, if it be not infi- 
nicely moredear to me than all chings elſe in this 
world, ' and if 1 deſire to live, but to be Orgendates 
Friend, and to meric his afte&ion by the higheſt 
Teſtimonies of mine, I muſt confeſſe to you, it 
hath given me much griefe to heare of your Fa- - 
ther's invading the Territories of mine , both as 
apprehending it might be a' meanes to take you

werenot the onely cauſe of them ; you were in- 
gratefu]] replyed the Princefſe, if you fhould 
doubt my friendſhip after {ych prootes ofit as] 
have givenyou, and you are very (hort ſighted, it 
you doe notdiſcern cleerly , that your ſeparation 
alſo doth very ſenfibly affli& me; I love Artaxer- 
xes indeed more than I doemy ſelfe , but yet my 
affeQion to Oroondates , is not at all inferiour to 
my triendſhip for Artaxerxes; the tears which I

and the Prince Artexerxes departure '( from 
whom _ ought to ſever me ) could pollibly 
haveper mitted itz but, Gods, purfuedjh., (kiil- 


ing againe her hands. with inciedible craniport- 
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ments -) what doe 1 not oweto the care which 
you exprefſe of the moſt happy Orontes ? and what 
can he ever doe proporcionable to the leaſt part of 
it? Exactly oblerve his promiſe, replyed the Prin- 
ceffe ,  remembring that in his diſobedience lyes 
» the ſure overthrow of all his happinefſe , if foun- 
ded in the friendſhip of Statyra; But alas purſued 
ſhe, overflowing againe with teares, and raifing 
8 a little her voice; I know not what preſages | have 
| about me, and though 1 force my felfe becauſe | ſee 
you participate ſo much in my trouble, to over- 
come them, yet I cannot but -- Ar thele words «Ar- 
f faxerxes returning into her Cabiner,, ſeeing her 
F face all bath'd withteares, Sifter 3| ſaidhe, you 
| ought to be aſham'd to ſhew fo little courage be- 
fore thoſe upon whom you know your griefe 
workes ſo deeply; what could you doe more if 
ou ſaw one of us brought before you upon a 
berſe to receive the Jaſt duties from you? Ah, cru» 
ell Brother, cryed our the Princefſe, \why do you 
threaten me thus, and redouble my forrowes b 
fuch ſad preſages ? will you not pardon theſe fraile 
teftimonyes of my friend{hip to you ,, and of that 
other which you havegiven birth ro? I am much 
oblig*d to you for both, replyed the Prince ; but 1 
ſhould be very glad to fee you beare this parting 
with more modcration; fo exceſſive a ſadnetfe, be- 
fides that it augments ours , may be lyable to miſ- 
. conftrutions, and make lookers on belceve that 
there is ſomewhat more in the matter than the ſe- 
paration from a Brother : 1 ſay not; this, as if the 
teſtimonies of affeftion which you give my bro» 
ther, . were! not as pleafing to me as they can be to 
himſeltfe; 
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himſelfe ; but in regard ( deare Siſter ) that this 
immoderate griefe, which might be excuſable if 
yu were out of hopes to ſee him againe, can now 
erve for nothing but to bring that in danger of 
diſcovery which hitherto we have ſo carefully con- 
ceal'd. Well, faid ſhe, I will endeavour to arme 
my fſelſe with a reſolution in what I ſee cannot be 
avoyded ; yet at leaſt, Oroondates, let me recom- 
mended toyou the care of Artax:rxes, and to you, 
Brother, the care of Oroondates, fince you have 
commaud me to love him. This diſcourſe end- 
ed, and divers others, the day approaching ,. they 
took their farewell of her, after ſhe had given my 
Maſter, and faftn'd about his arme a Bracelet of 
her haire, which with great religion he preſerv'd 
a long time, through the various accidents of his 
life. By breake ot day they went to receive the 
King's Commands , who embracing them a thou» 
ſand times, ſaw them beginne their Journey with 
much griefe; and ſo we marcht away upon the 
track of the Army, which we overtook after three 
daies. m—_ all their journey they-were inſe- 
parable ; but the Prince Artaxerx:s who was put 
upon that expedition againft his heart, was moſt 
commonly ſo ſad, asthat he retain'd very little of 
his wonted good humour; and on the other fide 
Oroondates con(idering to what extremes his paſſion 
had carried him, and againit what Enemies he now 
took up Armes , was oft-rimes almoſt deſperat ; 
But then che remembrance of Sratyra ſupervening, 
would baniſh all thoſe conſiderations, and drown 
all his other cares in the*{cnſe of that ſeparation. 
The reaſons which 1 havealready told you, my 
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excuſe me from entertaining you with the parti- 
cularities of that expedition, and from deducing 
£0 you at length the ſeverall paſſages of a. Warre, 
which had a ſuddain period ; it ſhall ſuffice to tell 
you, that the Inhabitants of Silene being advertis'd 
of the approaching Relief, cook fo mach courage, 
and behav'd themſelves with fo obſtinate a Reſolu. 
tion, as allowed us all the time that was neceflary 
for our march; and it was very lucky that thac 
great Army was ſo amuz'd; which certainly with- 
out that abſtacle might have made dange- 
rous Impreſſions upon Perf6a, In the mean while 
we advanc'd great Marches, and being within a 
day more of Silene, the Councell being called, ir 
was deliberated what courſe ſhould be taken; ar 
length the generall opinion was, that we ſhould 
force the raifing of the Siege, and adventure a 
Barcell whilk che courage of the Souldiers was 
forward and keene, who by great ontcries daily 
follicited their Commanders to lead them on 
freight to the Enemy. Artabaſus encouraged by 
that ardour, and perſwaded by the Councell of his 
Officers, diſpos'd of bis Troups for that bloody 
day, and cafting his Army into three Diviftons, 
gave the firlt to his Brother Tiribaſus, a-perſon of 
great Valour, and who by long praQtiſe had gain'd 
a perfe&t knowledge in Warre, he committed his 
Reare-guard to the charge of Nabarſaner, and re- 
ſerv'd tor himfelfe the Battell ; having over and 
abovetheſethree Diviſions given to his Sonue Hi- 
daſper the Condu& of five hundred Chariots of 
Warre, arm'd with ſharp Sithes, and mann'd with 
Median Archers, who that day much inten the 

emy 
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Enemy ; he aſfign'd alſo 4000 Horie unto the 
Prince Artaxerxes, as a looſe Budy from thereft 
of the Army, deſtin'd toſuccour upon a ſuddain 
the {everall parts of it, as need ſhould require. 
This was all the employment which the Prince 
would at that time take upon him , although Ar- 
tabaſus with much ſubmitflion made tender tohim 
of all that was due both to his Birth and Vertue. 
Oroend ates who relſolv'd to be as free from duty 
as he could, and as lictle culpable as was poſſible, 
refuſed all Command, and onely attended the 
Prince to combat neare his perſon ; this order be- 
ing ſecled in our Army, we advanc'd to-a great 
Plaine, ſome thirty or forty Furlongs from Silen , 
an open ground without any trees or covert, as 
proper as could be choſen for a Battel}, The Ene- 
my advertis'd of our comming was already drawn 
up, and expe&ted us in very good order ; for this 
praiſe dorh juſtly belong to the King Mathers, 
that there are few Princes in the World not infe- 
riour to him in experience and good conduft of 
Milicary affaires. The night being near at hand 
when we arrived thicther, Ari«haſus refolv'd to 
give that «ntirely to the refreſhment of his Army, 
and to the preparations for the next daies ſervice. 
That night then we encampt within fight of the 
Seythians, whoſe fires were diſcover'd in great 
numbers ; and knowing well their cuftome of 
watching advantages in the nigbr, we advanc'd 
many pargies , and ftrong Out-guards to avoid 
ſurpriful, and fo paſt all the relt of the night 
with as much caſe to our (elves as the nearnefſe to 
ſuch an Enemy could allow us. As ſoon as the 


day 
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day apes. the ewo Armies being in fight of one 
. another, caſt forth mutually feirce and horrid out- 
cries, which expreſſing their keeneffe upon Attion, 
= oyc'd much their Commanders with the hopes 
of Viftory; Notwithſtanding Artahaſus having 
ador'd the Sunne, and cans'd Sacrifices to be per- 
formed through all the Camp, viſited himfelfe in 
perſon a great part of the Immolations, in which 
for the moſt part the Intrailes were tound defe- 
Qive, either of the Liver, orthe Heart, and the fire 
which conſum'd them burnt blew, | caſting forth a 
black and thick ſmoak, which inftead of aſcending 
to Heaven, ſpread it {elf indark mifts through the 
Army, ſome of the Offerings being\ftrucken brake 
looſe from the Prieſts, and running about the 
Camp with horrible yellowings, caus'd great dif- 
order there ; over and above theſe i}1 preſages, 
which Artabaſus and the other Officers diſcerning 
conceal'd, for fear of intimidating the Souldiers , 
the day was ſo extraordinary dark and diſmall, as 
ſcarce could weſee one another, and ſeem'd as it 
were already to mourne for thoſemany thouſands 
whoſe laſt it ſhould be ; however this hinder'd not 
the Armies from advancing towards one another 
in very good order, nor from expreſſing a mutuall 
impatience to joine Battell. 1 leave it to you to 
Tides what thoughts probably my Maſter was 
tormented with, already obſerving theplace where 
in all likelyhood his Father was, and already fee- 
ling the remorſe of a Crime of which ke expe&ed 
a preſent puniſhment from the Gods. I for my 
part made no queſtion but the neareſt and deareſt 
triends I had ( who were perſons of ſome note a- 
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mong the Scythians ) were in that Army ; bur 
having no __ thoughtthen, than of my Maſter's 
Intereſt, | had really quite forgot nty own, and 
was onely afflifted m his "+ 2 Ba Buc che 
Prince Artaxerxes his perplexities incomparably 
exceeded ours, he had a face all of adnefte, and 
it being impoſſible to attribure that change to 
want of courage, one might eaſily read in it that 
he went to this Battell againſt his heart. He 
came cloſe to my Maſter, and fayd to him in his 
care, you ſhall fee that ic is by force that I march 
againſt your friends, and that I had rather dye 
than hurt any of thoſe that you are oblig'd ta 
love; the throng of thoſe about them hindered my 
Prince from anſwering him ; in the meane while 
the Commanders viſiting the Rankes, and ſhew= 
ing themſelves toall their Troups, endeavoured to 
animate both by their words and gefture the lefſe 
forward, and diſcovering generally ſuch an ardour 
for fight as they would wiſh , they gave their laſt 
orders, and the Inſtruments of Warre thelaft fig - 
nall. It was then that the dimme light of that day, 
ſad and obſcure of it ſelf, was quite darkned with 
a cloud of Darts from both ſides, and the carth 
cover'd with infinite numbers of bodies taken from 
their ſeverall Ranks ; but this diftant way of fight 
not anſwering the feryour of the forwardeft, they 
quitred their miflive weapons, and the firſt Troups

| Joining beganne a cloſe and fierce fight ; the firſt 


Charge was performed with ſuch fury, as ſoon 
gave the earth another tinfture, and the Squadrons 
of the Scythians and Perſians being arty, —4 
mingled, made a horrid ſpeRtacle of cruelty, wy 
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orderſand confufion. The Scythians had ſome ad- 
vantage ar this firft exicounter, bur the following 
Troups ſeconding the more advanc'd, and Hida- 


ſpes breaking in among the Scythians with his 


ſithed Chariots, ſo mowed downe their Infantry, 
as ſoon repair'd the Perfians condition. It is im- 


ffible for me todeſcribe unto you! the particu» 
fa of that Battell, for befides thar ic would be te- 


 dious; I couldnot bepreſent in yy places, nor 


witnefſe -of an infinite number of memorable 
ations which were performed inthatdeplorable 
day; I ſhall onely tell you that in that generall 
commixture of Troups,al that had remained of or- 
der or of obedience was loſt, and the Commanders 
on both ſides being no longer diftinguiſke in fo 
ſtrange a confuſion, were faine at lengrh ro fighr 
as private men. Artaxerxes all this while ſtirred 
not, reſtcaining tlie Impatience of | his Raney 
pretences that he obſerv'd the motions and ſucce{- 
{cs of the Battell, and that he waited the time eo 
lucconr his friends moſt opportunely ; but the 
ruth is, he induftriouſly deferr'd the affailing 
thoſe whom for Oroondates ſake he lov'd ; ell, ac 
length being aſſaulred himſelf by a body of Horſe 
which came upon its, and charg'd| us with great 
fury, we Terelbred to defend our ſelves'; not- 
withſtanding he favoucr'd them all he could, and 


| had receiv'd himfſclte rwo hurts before he would 


draw blood of an Enemy. Oroondates, who per- 
ceiv'd it, and withall how dangerous that partia- 
licy might be, A-taxerxes, (aid he, —" Eiend- 
ſhip to me obliges you ro let your ſelte be kill'd, 
my death ſhall ſoon difpence you from thar _ 
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fideration; He had icarce ended theſe few words 

when (eeing him receive a third hare, he flew with 

ſuch fury at him that gave it him, chat he ſtruck 

him dead at his fset, and overthrowing a ſecond 

with the ſame quicknefſe, he charged into the 

midſt of the Scythians with a rage mexprellible, 
Artazerxes whom lofſe of blood, nor the care of 

his own life, had not power to animate, ſeeing 

him in that danger would not quit him , but 
prelling in after bim, and fighting then for his 
triend, ſoon gave us proofes of an incomparable 
Valour: 1 did my beſt ro fecond them, and ic 

was my fortunenot to loſe them. The Perhans 
heightned in their ſpirits by ſo glorious an exam* 

ple, fought with ſo great courage, thar the firſt 
Squadrons of the Enemy brganne to give ground,

glory of Alexander ; and the Gods having decreed 
tuch glorious Conquelts to that great King, cer- 
tainty could not have more facilitated the meanes 
of them than by taking away that Prince , who 
muſt needs have retarded, if not fruſtrated his 
Triumphs.

pity ſake continued he, with the teares in his cyes, 
Fawn, his ſeryants ſo diligent |aboue him to 
inder. him from what he moſt defired ) be 
kinde to him, whom thou haft profeſt to love, and 
if all your affc&ions for me be not quite extin- 
iſhr, be not fo cruell as to hinder me from the 
weet period of my paines; now 'tis that | ſtand in 
need of thy afliftanc>, and jthat I conjure thee 
by helping me to die ,- to give me the cleareſt 
proofes of that fidelicy which thou haft ſo often 
yowed, [ was ſtruck with fuch diftra&ion , that ! 
had no power to anſwer him buc by my teares, 
whilſt he continued ſuch diſmall Lamentations, as 
gid rend all the hearers' hearts with pinty. Deare 
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Arraxcrxes would he fay , all drowned in teares, 
if thou retaineft yet any memory ot him that lc» 
ved thec beyond himfelt , deliver! me trom their 
tyranny who keep me by force from tllowing 
thee, and it the memory ot cur friendſhip be nor 
quite departed from thee, comt- rt him atleaſt 
with a ſight of thee, whom thy loff- holds in tor- 
ments fa:re worſe than that c:uell death which ie- 
ver'd us; I had not theſatisfa&ion ro bid thice tare- 
well, and it my memory faile me not, thy latt care 
was to exprelſe unto me that thou didft nut luje 
thy affeftion, when thou loft thy lit. zi h:d not the 
meanes to cloſe thine eyes, and are mine till 0- 
pen ? yes; but open onely to teares , and to objets 
of horrour. O unjuſt Gods, and tull of inhumani- 
PE # you were greedy of blood , and that thatogt 
o many thouſands whom the King of Scytbia's 
rage hath ſacrififed , cou!d nor iatisfie you , why 
did you not take that of his niilerable ſonne, . and 
preſerve the innocent eA:t-xerx:s at the price of 
his lite ? yes Monſter, yes diſnaiur'd father, I with 
thy life could redeemie my dearc brothers © reco- 
ver him, I ſhould as eafily ſhake off all nature and 
humanirie, as you have doneall pitty ; neither thy 
guards nor my own wounds hould be any obfta- 
cles to my rage; | ſhould fly to that revenge as thun 
flyeſt to thine, and tothe ſatiating thy ambition. 
Unfortunate Statyrs, continued he, how il] have I 
acquitted my felfe of the charge you gave me? 
with what ſhame ſhould I appeare before her 
whom I have {o mortally offended ? how (ſhould 1 
anſwer her if ſhe demanded a Brother of me, 


whom ſhe had recommended to my care,nay but a 
LW Brother 
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Brother to whom I owed all my, fortunes and my 
being? He pronounced theſe words with ſuch mor- 
tall agonies, :s would have pifrced the moſt in- 
ſenfible hearts; for my part, not being able either 
to condemne or to ſuffer them, |] thought it beſt 
to let his paſſion rake for a while jcs courle, rather 
than toſharyen it by oppoſition ,| conceiving that 
there might be more pre _— of curing adil- 
eaſt at Jengih, that ſeemed as yet incurable , than 
by .contending with its firſt viglencies; In the 
meane while he having pauſed ipme time , Milc- 
rable Oroordates continued he, faiſerable Satyra, 
and miſerable King of P++ſia, what a lofſeis yours? 
U::happy night, unhappy fight, ahd morcunhappy 
diſpuiſall, ro what gulies of milety have you pre- 
Cipitated me ? Creuell now, but then moſt faith- 
ful! Arax:s, how wholeſome were thy Counſells? 
how happy had Oroondates been, if his then but 
growing pallion, had allowed him|to totlow then ? 
By gaod forwune the Governouf was then with- 
drawn , and thoſe who attended|him being none 
of the ſubcileſt, attributed theſe diſcourſes, which 
might well have diſcovered him} to the ravings 
that his diſtemper cauſed. It was boot]cfTero repre- 
fent unto him that ſuch words and diftrafted la- 
mentations & troyed his health 3 |he was deafe to 
all cheir remonſtrances; and if at/any time he an- 
{wer'd them, ic was onely in entreatics that they 
would fufterhim to die, or at leaſt to be quiet; he 
pait the greateſt parc. of that day in thote and the 
like tranſportments, without ether raking ſuſte- 
nance or ha: kening to counſel} ;- it I opened my 
mouth to ipeats, he repuls'd me as the reſt , and 1 
: | had 
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had deſpaired of ever reducing him to any reaſon, 
it 1 had not fallen upon therhoughr of vanquiſh- 
ing his friendſhip by the confiderations of his love, 
and to ſerve my ſelfe of the power of Statyra, to 
make him live for her ſake who would fo faine 
die for her Brothers. He having tormented him- 
{celfe long, and his weakneffe caufing ſome relaxa- 
ation jn the violence of his diſtempers, and ſeeing 
him ar length with hiseyes held up to Heaven, 
{1ghing and ſobbing every minute, without utte- 
ring any thing; Sir, ſaid I, I doe not preffe you to 
receive this afffition with an equall remper , 
bur onely as a man who hath nor loftall com- 
mand of his paſſions; I cannot condemne your 
teares upon ſo juſt an occaſion; But on the other 
ſide ] cannot but condemn your deſpaire 3 your 
teares exprefſe you a man, and that as ſuch you 
reſent the affliftion that Heaven ſends youz bar 
your obſtinacy to deſtroy your felfe makes you no 
more aman, fince by it you overthruw your rea- 
ſon at a time when you have moſt need of ir, Since 
then theſe conſiderations have no power over you, 
and that ir is in vaineto endeavour your conlola- 
tion , either by reaſon, or by feareot the Gods 
(which it ſcemes you have forgorten)lI am obligde, 
Sir, in this excremitie, to ſet before your thotighrs 
the Princefſe, to whom you have dedicated your 
life, and without whoſe conſent you now ſeeke 
to deſtroy it. I befeech yuu Sir confider what you 
doe, and whether your obttinacie to dipole of 
that without her alowance be not a moitall 
Crime againſt her; remember Sir the Proteftations 
you have made of an entire reſignation fn 
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tions, audta bewilling to prolong his 1 


{lf to her ; overwhelm her not| with ſo many 
fatall loffes, fince that which is already inevitable, 
is likely to bring her to heo grave , unlefſe ſhe 
preſerve her ſelf for your lake: Yes Sir, ic is not 
to be doubred but ſhe will preſerve her ſelf for 
you, but ſhe will have great need of your help to 
do it; and can you abandon her to an afflition 
wherein the comfort of aperion foe to her as 
au, \can be her only preſervative ? Lay this to 
eart,, Sir, I conjure you, and give me leavetotell 
you, that if this conſideration haye no power 0- 
ver you, ſhe will have much reafon to diſ-beleeve 
your Love. 1 added to thele words many more 
preſſing ones to the ſame ſtrain, which 1 tound had 
a ſuddain effe&upon his dilpairing foul ; notwith- 
ſtanding he made no reply to them, but being caſt 
by them into. a profound meditation, he gave me 
lciſure to continue to him many diſcourſes of the 
ame nature; which I did ( al;heugh the Phyfici- 
ans for my own healths fake commanded me fi - 
lence) till ſuch timeas I clearly perceived in him 
a greater compoſednefſe of minde than before. He 
ſoon, beganne to make his lamentations with lefle 
violence, ſuffer'd them co viſit-and dreſſe his 
wounds, and refusd not ſome ſuſtenance which 
they offer'd him ; yer ſtill with ſuch fighes and 
groanes as | could not but apprehend that his grief 
alone might ſuffice to kill kim.

The third day after the Battell we were-in- 
form'd by the Gayernour, that the Scythiansfin- 
ding themſelves too much weakned to make any 
longer ftay in Perfiz,did retreat with their Troops, 
and that fome of them had already repaſt the Ayax- 
iz, but that before their departure, to the end-that 
none of their Kindred might be leftto the mercy

,received Letters from Darius recalling him 1 
thoſe Forces to his ſervice againſt Alexander, who 
was already enter'd upon his Territories, 'he' be- 
pan to bend his march towards Ferſepoliz, w_ 
all neceflary orders upon the Frontiers. 
ſhall not be large with you upon the ſubje& 'of 
Darius his, the Queens, and Princefſes mourn- 
ings for the lofle of ſo excellent a Son and Brother; 
' | ve weretoo fardiſtant to be eye-witneſſes of it ; 
but we have fince underſtood that the King fap- 
reed that lofſe with lefle patience than that of 
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F is Empires, and that the Princefſes who ſo dearly

kim, were liketo have followed i or reg | 
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take patience, and to exe his recovery an4 mine. 
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though already ſo dangerouſly infeſted with your 
Armes, as that the conſiderarion of their own 
calamicies might have diipenc'd them from fo 
deep a ſenſe of the Royall Families Misfor- 
tunes. As for what concerned. yr ſelves, being 
in a place where we: were {erv'd with much cave, 
and tended by perſons well verſt incheir Art, we 
were ſoon our of danger ; bur ourwounds (chiet- 
ly my Maſter's) were fo many and fo great, that 
we were faine to tend our cure fix Moneths and 
upwards.

death of Artaxerxes. This diſcourſe ended, he fell 
to complaine unto the Phyticians |of the redjou!- 
nefſe of their cure, promiſing utliem exceſlive.re- 
compences, if they wou!d but haſten it. I know 


not whether or no his earneftneſſe contributed to\ 


his recovery, ot whether it had an effe&t ro make 
him better ſerved, but he ſoon vilibly amended, 
and to be ſhort, in a moneth after} this news, we 
were upand fit to endure the toyle of that Jour- 
ney to which my Pcince had prepared himle!fe.

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gllc the diſconſolate Oroondates ſtill

nation ({ for ſo he call'd the neceſſity which con- 
ſtrain'd him to live) in pains far more grievous 
and inſupporeable than thoſe of death it felf ; the 
night bringing with its darknefſe more diſmal- 
nefſe, and the filence in his Chamber helping on 
his melancholy Imaginations, and filling his mind 
with obje&s of greateſt horcour, did repreſent 
unto him his preſent condition in formes ſo diſ- 
mall, as he was ready almoſt to dye with the fenſe 
of being oblig'd to live ; then it was that all the 
accidents of his life, as Is the pleaſing, as oo 
K | 
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tad and tatall thronged upon his \memory ; bur 
thoſe, to rorment him with the remembrance of 
what bleſſings he had loft, and theſe wich the 
ſenſe of what deep misfortunes at preſent over- 
whelm'd him ; he makes reflexion on the ſtrange 
birth, wonderfull progreſfſe, and tragicall ſucceſſcs

Alexander : \n the mean while ] ſhall with _

memory of our Princeſſes , and there conſult the 
pleaſure of the Gods both for you and me, ' fince 
our fortunes are fo chain'd together , as we ſhall

| ſhall defire Arexes to continue the tory of your 
adventures , and 1 ſhall alſo acquaint you with 
mine,and with many particulars of your own that 
certainly you your telf are ignorant of; and ſhew 
you what ſhare I haye in them, and that our In- 
rereſts are now ſoconjoyn'd as they muſt be for 
eyer inſeparable. 1 ſhould be raviſht with joy , re- 
plyed the Prince, to have ſuch a Companion as 
you, if my fortune were better ; but being ſuch as 
your lee, I cannot but be much afflifed for your 
fake, that our misfortunes are fo cquall and in- 
yolv'd : 1 ſhall earneſtly expe your return, and 
fince- you will have it ſo, thereturn alſoof m 
health to this miſerable body, that 1 may be able

{wer ſoever you receive from the Gods , I am fure

which I haye bin tayght by the venerable C 
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thenes. Atter ſome other dilcourſes Lyſtmachus toak 
leave of Qroondates, and went from the houſe, - ac- 
companied onely by his Squire and by Pbilemons 
Sonne, who was to be their guide. They took the 
way of the Temple that Ly/imachus intended to 
viſit, which being near , and they goingat a good 
rate, they arrivedat the gate of it within/lefſe than 
Eve. It was againſt the ordinary. Cuſtom? 
within the Dominions of the Kings of Perfiato 
build fach Temples; In all other Pcovinces the Sa- 
crifices were perforar'd in open ayr, and on.the 
tops of Mountaines ; but by ſome particular De- 
votion, + Artaxerxes, Darius his Predecefſor,had 
erected this ſome forty or fitty furlongs from Ba- 
bylon, and ſome five or ſix from Euphrates ; he had 
alſo raken care to enrich it with many ſumptuous 
preſcnts ; and the Ocacles which werethen pro. 
nounc'd, ſoon made ic famous roug/ all Afia; 
The forme of it was a Pentagone, and the fron- 
tiſpeece did diſcover it ſelte. in perſpeive through 
along walk of goodly trees, . which ended ar the 
gh way upon Eupbrates ſide;. the porch was mar- 
vellouſly high,and embeliſfit with a great number 
of figures , elpecially with two Pillars of an exceſ- 
five height, upon the cop3 of which *Apollo and the 
Godldelfe his Silter were plac'd intheir Chariots; 
the. gates were of Cedar, rais'd upon five or 1x 
halfe-paces of white marble , the pureſt that ever 
came from Parss; All the Temple was pav'd with 
it,and the Walls adorn'd and enrich'd with pi&ures 
of the moſt famous Agions of the God; his birth 
in the fAlaoting Iſland; the puniſhment of the 
Clownes turn'd. into frozgs; his vitory over the 
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Serpent Fytbonz the Metamorphotis of Dapbne , 
whom the God did yer ſceme paſſionately ro em+- 
brace, as inſenſible as the was; the death of Corenis; 
the change of .the fatall Raven; the loves of Cly- 
tbis, and of the daiighter of Orchamus, who halfe 
buricd | implor'd the afliſtance of the God tha 
lov'd her; the face of the lovely Hyacinthus and © 
the poor Cyperiſſu:;In fine, what ever the poets had 
ſung moft memorable of that God, was there pain- 
ted by an exquiſice hand, and fer in borders ex+ 
tremely- rich and curious 3 the acceſſe ro the 
Temple was hindr'd by a Balifter of brafſe , which 
reacht upto the very vaule of the root, the form 
was round, and the God rais'd on the top of it in 
the ſhape of a man , onely his head with a glory 
of beames about it, ſo radiant wich-gold and 
gemwes, as hardly could the eye endure the luſtre 
of it; ' Behind the Altar was that ſacred Cave, 
whence the Prieſts did draw that divine fury by 
which they pronounced the Oracles; but theap- 
proaches of that were not permitted ito iany but 
the Prieſts who had a way to themſelycst hrough 
a ſubtercancan yaule , that led chem from their 
own Apartnents to the Altar. | 

Lyſimachnr ariv'd at the great walk at the ſame 
time that a ftranger was newly alighted there, 
and was walking before the gate of the Temple, 
_g hour of its opening 3 He was ſcarce 
from his horſe , when he found himſelf accoſted 
and faluted by him. with:great courtefie ; andal- 

he: had no minde ro be known, yethe 
would not beuncivill, but ſceing the other put up 
the beaver of bis helmet, bediſcover'd bis tace - 
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ſo, and return'd him his ſalutation with the like 
civility 5 -over andabove that which became him 
ro doe in courtelie, he was in a manner forc*d to 
it by the excellent preſence of the ſtranger , whom 
when. he had conſidered more narrowly,he found 
jn hisſtature , faſhion, and countenance, to carry 
ſo much greatnefſe , beauty and majeſty , as al- 
though he had bin bred up near the great Alexan- 
der from whoſe Court had ifſaed ſo many 
Kings, he thought he had never obſerv'd any per- 
ſon to equall him, yet withall he thought rhat he 
had ſeen in ſome face or other aires much reſem- 
. bling him; but he dwelt little upon that thought; 


purſuing onely in his reſpeQts to hitmthe power- 


till motions of a ſecret Inclination, The ftranger 
alſo who obſerv'd in his Countenance ſomewhat 
ſo extremely beautifull, noble and martiall, conſi- 
der'd him with admiration,and ſpake unto him in 
the Pecfian language with ſo genele and obliging 
an accent, that Lyſimachus did no longer hear him, 
norlook upon him but as perſon almoft miracu- 
lous, 1 believe Sir,ſaid the Strarigergthat we are mer 
here upon the ſame defign; But | hope in the Gods 
you. are not. led hither by any ſuch ill fortune as 
mine.

miſerable ; but if he ( whoſoever he: beto whom 
misfortunes of this nature have happened ) have 
not had a paſſion proportionable to mine, and for 
a perſon as excellent as her whom I lament, he 
muſt, I ſay, whoever he be, yield unto me the pre- 
cedence in miſery, which ] bear away whether 
I will orno, fromall the reft of the world.

They went in bod ncgnbur nd mind- 
ing very licelehe PiCtures or other beaurics of the 
Temple, they kneeled down at the Balliſter , and 
having prayed a while in a low voice, the Stran- 
ger raiſing his, and addrefling himielt ro the God 
unto whom the Temple was dedicated, made this 
Prayer alowd unto him. : 

Fowerfull Divinity, who giveſt not onely light to 
mankind, but being 10 all things 3 Independent Bei 
en whom ail beings depend, if the Prayers of ſo miſe- 
Table a creature may yet be beard , bebold, bright Pa- 
ther of the day, 1be moſt unfor tunate of men, proftrate 
at the foot of thy Alter, and who abandoning all bopes 
of , humane ſuccour or conſolation, expetis neither, but 
from thy divine goodneſſe. Great God, thou knoweſt 
my effliftions, thou knoweft my loſſex, and in what « 
tempeſiuous Sea T bave been tofl theſe many yeares 3 
if 1by Juſtice be yet ſatisfied by ſo many loſſes ; and if 
ofter thou beſt tahen ſo much from me, 1bou deft but 
yet preſerve in this world 1be thing which I ſeek with 
ſo much care; light me , O glorious Fountain of light, 
ond puide my wntertain feet in the ſteps of whet Thave 
boft', I quit all the reft without repining '; but great 
God, reftore me what I love, reflore me what I live 
for, or at leaſt reftore me the bopes which bave ſo long 
abandoned me. | "R% 

TheStranper concluded thus,& Lyfmachus who 
had hearkned to his prayer with great intentive- 
nefſe, and with as great cowpaſlion for NE 
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ings as the memory ot bis own could allow him, 
ſeeing that he had ended, and that the Pricft being 
retired behind the. Altar waited the God's Aniwer 
at the mouth of the facred Cave, after he had 
humbly proftrated himſclfe, made alſo this 
Prayer. | 

Fountain of all Glory, Eye that diſcovereſt all things, 
and by whom all things ſubfiſt , Two miſerable Suppii- 
ants of thine , who bave but one Deſtiny , proſtrate 
themſelves at tby Altar, ratber 10 pay thee their duty, 
than to implore tby Succour, or t» beg a change of their 
fortunes, inwhich all bepes bave abardor'd them, but 
that of death alone 3 they bave loft all that they could

Lyfimachus ended theſe words with another low 
humiliation to the ground, and foqn after the 
Prieft returned to the Altar fo chang*d, as hardly 
was he to be known, he appear'd much taller than 
ordinary, his eyes wildly rquling, and tran{ported 
with the divine fury which poſſcft him,: he pro + 
nounced theſe words in a dreadtull voice,

and lamentations of ſo ſad anature, as were capa- 
ble of moving pitty even in the woods themſelves; 
andrefleQing upon the vifion which he had ſeen 
that morning , he began to conjure the ſpirit of 
his Princefſe once more to re before him , 
andthis with the moſt ardent Prayers, and with 
the moſt moving ejaculations that his ew won 
could diftate ; Divine Pariſatis , would he ſay, 
walking with {low and heavy ftepps, and his armes 
crofton his breaft, if divine as you are, you have 


. already vouchafed to comfort your miſerable 


Creature by a fightof you, and to lay afide that 
lory wherewith you are environ'd, to accommo- 
te your ſelf tothe weaknefſe of his fight, refuſe 
him \hoe the ſame grace once more, ſince he is ſtill 
the ſame, and now in ſo ſolitary a place, as may 
give you liberty to honour him with thoſe Com- 
mands which he expe from you. In ſach and the 
like Diſcourſes he paſtſome time, continuing his 
walk under the trees, till coming to a great Oake, 
he obſerv'd ſome words engraven inthe barke of it, 
and confidering them more attentively he found 
them almoſt all mark'd with the ſame Charafers; 
he look'd upon them without defigne, and in 
thoſe that were next him, he read the names of 
Coſſundra and Eurydice in great Lettes carv'd in the 
bark in fſeverall places. After this lying down at 
the foot of that great Oake, he caſt his eyes upon 
a writing that deſcended almoſt to the ground, 
wherein he read diſtin&ly theſe words: Whoever 
thu art whom either bazard or deſigne ſhall bring into 
this ſolitary mou » lament the misfortunes of the deſo= 
late Caſſandra; bere it is that unhappy ſbe weepes , and 
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muſt weepe the reſt of ber dayes , both for what ſbe bath 
loft by ber own fault , and what ſbe bath. left leh an- 
ger of the Gadsy by ber teares ſbe will deplore the leſſe 
of what the Gods have taken from ber, and by her teares 

will expreſſe even to 1boſe Gods, and to the meme- 
ry of what was ſo dear to ber,ber repentance of bercrimes 
ye fbe lov'd what ſbe ought to love,and doth ſtill love what 
is not; & will preſerve even to ber Sepulchre, both ber 
firſt and laſt effeFtions pure and inviolable. Lyſimachus 
was extremely toucht with compaſſion at the rea- 
ding of theſe words, and lifring up his eyes to 
Heaven, Great Gods, faid he, 1 fee *tis not on me 
alone that your wrarh is pour'd,the tumber of the 
miſerable,me thinkes is as great as the number of 
men ! —_— a little forward , he ſawalictle 
rock upon the fide of a ng : lictle brook 
cover'd with the like Charafters , and the 
names of Caſſandra and Euridice enterwoven there 
ina faſhions,and under them theſe words 
engrav'd , as itfeenr'd by the ſame hand that the 
former ; Labour not in vain, O chariteble Euridice, 
to ſ[weeten my miſeries by your conſolation ; what I lov'd, 
and what I ought 16 love , either are not in tbe world, or 
are not there for me; ceaſe theref ore to diſpute with me a 
precedency , which your griefes cannot but very unjuſtly 
pretend to 5 although your loſſes are of tþe _ 
mine, you bave defended your ſelf mucb better from thoſe 
violences of a paſſion which makes mine (o ſenſible; and 
alas itis but the participation of my unbappineſſe that 
makes up the greateſt part of yourr. Lyfimachus his 
own afflitions could not hinder him from taking 
ſome part in thoſe of the unknown Ceſſandra; bur 
he was much more mov'd with thern, when fitting 
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down by that little current fide, he had read at 
the foot of the rock theſe words of the ſame wri- 
ting; Dear Reliques of wbat I bave ſo dearly tov'd, 
whe:her it be ſo that youre plac'd amony the Gods , or 
that you wander yet amongſt men, ſince this beart that 
was open to you whilſt it could or ought tobe (0. gives 
you ye# an admiſſion which can never be allowed te ary 
other,value the teart wherewith I (olemnize your me- 
mory , ard content your ſelf with the laſt duties which I 
pay to Jon, nfs ts the aſhes and memory of what wes 


the beft part of me the remembrance of all my »ther 
loſſes has no ſhare in my efflidions 3 and as in you ell 
my. felicities wire bounded, ſo the ſole here of you 
batb eftebliſht a ſarrew in my ſoul 45 eternal as it ſelf. 
Lyſimachus could not makean end of theſe words 
without letting tears fall afreſh from his eyes, and 
theſe (repreſentations of anothers misfortunes, 
ſharpning the remembrance of his own , aftlifted 
him ſo mortally as made him lene againk the 
rock almoſt depriv'd of ſenſe; when he wascome 
to himſelf, he pulVd off his helmet, andlaid him- 
| f(elfall along upon the grafle near the water (ide, 
which running among the pebbles made there a 
pleafing murmur 3 where his cyes having ſhed a- 
boundance of teares, were at length cloſed by a 
flumber, which what with wearinefſe and prece- 
ding watches ftole geatly upon his body ( oppreſt 
with the paſſions of the minde ) thar reit and qui- 
et of which it ſeem'd beforeuncapable, and: in- 
deed made amends for his. former want of it, by

( continued he, baying been a while -filent ) we 
may chance ſtay here toq long, and the Moon that 
begins to riſe may diſcover us unco thoſe high 
waies with which 1am too well acquaingted ; let 
us leave the wood, and return to thoſe unto whom 
our long ftay may have given ſome Alarms. : Ha- 
ſaid \ hos pit and Lyfimacbus , who 
judged they did ſo, both by their diſcourſe , 
and by the noiſe they made ar their going, roſe 
alſo z he underſtood by the conclufion of their . 
diſcqurfe the ill de{ign they had; and though his 
own afilition was ſufhicient to have kept him from

reaſonable clear he followed them a good while

- eag'd of their trouble, and return'd with them, 
and with Pelemon theic guide, to the houſe which 
was hard by. Although it were very late when 
he arriv'd there, he would neither goe to bed, nor 
ſup cill he had ſeen Oroondates ( Araxis having told 
him that he was awake, and would be glad to ſee 
him, having been ſome houres in great trouble for 
him ) When he was in his Chamber, and that 
comming. to hisbed-ſide they had embrac'd one 
another ; Well Lyfimachur, fayd Oroondates, what 
doe rhe Gods determine of us ? [They have expreft 
themlelves fo ill, replyed Lyſimachus, that *cis very 
hard to comprehend cheic will. _I know not 
whether you will be aberter Interpreter than I,and 
be able codive into the ſenſe of the obſcureſt of O- 
racles; and here having related unco him his whole 
Journey,and che encounter of that*Scranger,he told 
him che very words of the Qcacle, which he had 
carefully 
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carefully retaind. Ore:ndates having toſt up and 
down in his thoughts what explication might be 
given thetn, after a whiles medication ,/ I know 
not, faid he, what obſcuricy you finde in them 
but to my underſtanding the Gods never diſcover” 

their wills more openly, nor more intelligibly, 
Let the Dead, (ayes the God, expe} the Duties of 
the Living. Theſe words are plain of themſelyes; 
doubtlefſe thoſe excellent Soules expe from us 
the laſt duties, and the God reproaches us with 
the delay. And let the Living bope for tbe aſſiſtance 
of the Dead. Thereis no doubt but thatin what. 
we areto doe for the fatisfation of thoſe blefſed 
Spirits, their aſſiſtance will be neceflary ; And if 
we finde our ſelves weak againſt fo powertull 'E- 
nemies, the remembrance of them will doubclefſe 
redouble our forces : this afſiftance they otfer us, 
and this is certainly the \cauſe of this motnings 
vigons ; it is by this aſſiſtance that the Dead 
ſhall raie the fortunes of the Living, and that 
the Living fball eft«blifh ' the tranquillity of the 
Dead, All our fortune hence forwards confiſts 
in the death of thoſe we proſecute, and in the 
revenge we for ; by this revenge, and by ſe- 
pulchrall ductes, we ſhall eſtabliſh the quier of 
thoſe poor Souls who- doe yet wander, whilft 
their bodies want thoſe rights. In the mean whils 
(faies the Oracle) my will ir , that the Living live, 
that the Dead doe reft, and that both the Living and 
the Dead expel? my pleaſure upon the Banks of Eu- 
phrates, I woald 1found no more inipoffibilicy 
in the execution of theſe commands, than I finde 
dificultic in their 0s "Bl ; for if the Gods 
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mean that I ſhall live, they muſt reſtore me my 
Princefle; the dead may repoſe and expe& their 
pleaſures upon the banks of Euphrates, or of Cocy- 
1ns, if they pleaſe ; and ſee,dear Lyſimachys, how 
theſe poor ſouls obey them, and how diveſted of 
their bodies, they dare not forſake this place, rill 
they have payd the Divinity thoſe Duties which 
are exatted from them, Lyſimachys confirm'd him 
in this thought, and after ſome further diſcourſe 
upon it, he acquainted him with his ſeverall en- 
counters in the Wood ; he told him a great part 
of the words engrav'd in the Trees, and on the 
Rock under the name of Caſſandra, | and afterwards 
the conference which he had overheard of thoſe 
two perſons whoſe wicked defign he could not pre- 
yent : they both dereſted the villany, and Lyſima« 
chus ſeeing it late, gave Orcondates the Good night, 
and after ſupper retiring to his chamber, he paſt 
that night after his uſuall manner. 

The next day Araxes came to give him the Good 
morreow, and Ly/imachys baving enquir'd of his 
Mafter's health, he was ſo ill, $6" cotger Idurk 
not defare him to continue the reftion which you 
had beyun,fince ſo long a diſcourſe might be hurt- 
full to him ; But if you have flill the ſame kind- 
neffe, I (hall defire you to purſue the ftory of a 
life which is dearer .and more conſiderable to me 
than mineown. Araxes without more Jentreaty, 
fitting down in a chair by hisbed-fide, and havi 

| ta while on what he had to ſay, hh. 
kis former diſcourſe in this manger, 
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F you have been moved with the beginning of 

my diſcourſe, you will be yet much more with 
what remains, We are now launching into open 
Sea, and you will think by the reſt of ic, thar 
thoſe little misfortunes, comparatively with whas 
my Prince hath been ſince affayled, were but as 
Lightnings co the Thunder-bolts that threatned 
him, and but as miſts the forerunners of his vyio- 
lent tempeſts; your knowkdge of divers things 
in this ftory will excuſe me from the trouble of 
many things which otherwiſe I nwft have enlarged 
upon, which now 1 ſhall onely touch , and be 
particular in thoſe alone which are unknown to 
you, As foon as my Prince had underſtood the 
death of Memxon, and ( over and above the Il! 
news which I told you }) what haſte the Kings 
made to meet one another, and to decide by afe- 
cond Battell the Empire of Afia, he was ſtrangely 
troubled with the apprehenfton of not comming 
time -enough to that memorable day, & he expreſt 
his impatience by prefling his Horſes to ſuch ex 
treme great Journeyes, as he kill'd them in few 
dayes; but having bought others, and omersafrer 


[ 7- | they had been kill'd in = manner, we made iuch 
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expedition, riding both night and day, as we 
overtook the Troups of Darius, thevery evening 
before that bloody Batcell of 1ſus. My Maſter 
reſolved not to make himſelf known till after the 
Fight, hoping in it to render ſome ſuch' confide- 
rable ſervice to. Darius, as ſhould much endear 
him in his diſcovery. We arrivedat a great Plain 
near the River Pindarys, time-enough to fee the 
Army paſſe in Battalia; and becauſe the order of 
its march appeared to me very extraordinary and 
magnificent, I obſerved it carefully, and ſhall in 
ſhort deſcribe it to you, if you have not heard ir 
already from ſome other hand. | The Army of 
Darius was compoſed of moſt of the feverall Na- 
tions under his obedience, at leaft of all choſe 
that were not very remote; for ſome of them, as 
the Atrochians,the Logdians, and the Indians, were, 
not ſummon'd, in regard of the haſte which the 
King madeto draw this Army together, the occa- 
fion ſo preſſing him ; of naturall Perfians there 
were 300co Horſe, and 70009 Foot, goodly 
bodies of men, proudly mounted, and richly ar- 
med; the Medians brought 10000 Horſe, and 
$0000 Foot ; the Baftrians 2000 Horſe armed 
wich Bartle-Axecs, and light little Bucklers, and 
10000 Foot ; the Armenians 40000 Foot, with 
ooo Hircanian Horſe, the beſt of the Army ; the 
iſee, a barbarous people ſubjefts to the King 
of Perfia, onely 2000 Horſe, and 40000 Foot, 
the greateſt part of which carried Pikes and Jave- 
lins of wood, whole points were hardned in the 
fire, for want of Iron in their Country ; from near 
the. | aſpian Sea, and other Provinces of Aſia _ 
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ſent four or 500ff Horſe, and 10000 Foot, be- 
hides ſome other Troups drawa from divers other 
Nations his ſubje&ts ; the King had allo in pay 
with him at that time 30000 Greciang, young and 
valiant, on whom above all others he relycd ; of 
theſe was the Army compory'd, and its order in 
marching was thus; before all the Troups marchs 
the ſacred Fire, in great Veneration among the 
Perſians, carryed upon Altars of ſilver, followed 
by 365 Mages, who ſung Hymnes, and by 4s many 
young men in Purple Robes, this was the number 
ordained according to the daies of the year, by 
an ancient Ceremony of the Perſians ; theſe Al- 
tars were followed by the Chariot of Jupiter , 
drawn by rwelve white Horſcs, governed by 
men in white Robes, and carrying Switches of 
Gold in their hands. This Chariot was followed 
by the goodlieſt Horſe that could be found, which 
was called the Horſe of theSunne, and was led in 
hand by men in the fame equipage; atter theſe 
marcht, the Chariot of Armes belonging to the 
Kings perſon, all ſhining with Gold and Jewels, 
more for ſtate and ornament than uſe. The Cayal- 
ry of all thoſe Nations, differing in Arms , Cu- 
fomes, and Language, marcht after theſe in leve- 
rall Squadrons, of which I ſhall not trouble you | 
at this preſent, neither with their numbers, nor 
the names of their Commanders. I ſhall onely 
tel] you that the firſt were thoſe which the Perſtans 
all the Immortall Troups, compol'd of ren 
ſand ſeleted men, clad with Caflacks em- 
droider'd with Gold, cover'd with Arms all 
zilt, and even loaden _ great Chaines about 
3 
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their necks of precious ftones, @vith which they 
did adorn themſelves for the 4. Hong as if they 
were to aflift at ſome triumph of| Joy; at a con- 
venient diſtance trom them, appear'd the Dori- 
pbori, 15 000 In number, otherwite calP'd the Kings 
Kin{men,men properer toadorn than to defend the 
Camp, and whom the gorgiouſnefſe of theirtha- 
bir, and curioſity of their Arms, rendred almoſt 
of no'defence. My Prince ſeeing them thus dreſt 
like Women, looked upon theny with conterept , 
and ſoon turned away his eyes to fix them upon 
Darius, who paſt by elevated on alofty Chariot, 
tull of Pomp and Majeſty ; it was fo radiant with 
Gold and Gems, that the eye | could nor ſuffer 
the brightneſle of it withour dazeling ;. the bor- 
ders of it-were enricht with many rmboſt Images 
of the Gods, of which the matter was maſlive 
Gold, andthe form moſt rare and excellent ; his 
ſeat was cover d with an Eagle of the ſame me- 
rall, which ſpreading its wings was a ſhelter to 
his perſon againſt the Rain and Sun-burning, and 
all other incommoditics of the weather ; his Caſ- 
ſock was of Purple, over-wrought with lictle Suns 
of Gold; his Mantling trayling to the ground, 
was al{o.of a light Golden-Tifſue, joyned betore 
by two Buckles of Gold in the form of Sparrow- 
Hawkes, which ſeem'd in fighting to have faftned 
themſelvest2 one another by the beak ; he wore 
at a moſt rich Gizdle a, bowed Cimeter, whoſe 
Scabbard was all made. of a precious ſtone ; his 
Head-tyre, which the Perſyans call Cydaris > was 
'made of Azure and white Linnen .; but the fiutt 

. was little {cen, it wasſo thick cover'd with Dia: 
| | mond 
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monds and Pyropuſes; the Chariot was inviron'd 
with two hundred of the Principall Nobility of 
Perfia that were next the Crown , or of the moſt 
Hluftrious Houſes of the Kingdom, who excuſing 
themſelves from all charges in regard of cheic 
youth, were detign'd to fight alwaies riear the 
King's perſon; their Arms were very rich, and their 
Javelings garniſht with gold; theſe were followed 
by ten thouſand Pike-men of the King's guard, 
whoſe pikes were alſo garniſht with filver, and by 
four hundred led horſes for the King's own {ad- 
dle, and after theſe the reft of thelnfantry in their 
order; a furlong after them was to be ſeen the 
Queen Syfigambis in her Chariot, the Queen Sta» 
tyra her Daughter- in-law upon hers, -and therwo 
Princeſſes upon theirs, accompanied by forty or 
filty Chariots more, flVd with the Ladies of ho- 
nour, and other princlipall perſons of that fex that 
followed the Army; the reſt of their Train was 
mounted upon horſes,and other kindes of ordinary 
Chariots , in which uſually wenethe Governours 
and Preceptors of the King's Children, - and the 
Eunuches of the houſhold, who were not fo de'pi- 
cable among the Perſians as they are among other 
Nations; after theſe the Kings treaſure was carr ied 
upon fix hundred Mules and 3oo Camells guarded 
by 15000 Archers, and ſome Squadrons of hovrie ; 
behinde all there ffollowed abundance of women 
ſuch as accompanied their Husbands or their 
Sonnes in the Warres, and an infinice number of 
Servants ', and all theſumpruous baggage where- 
with within few dayes after you enricht your ſclves. 
I could not obſerve = laſt things that paſt with 
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much attention 3 being oblig'd to tollow my 

Maſter, who did not vouchſafe, his Princefſe being 

once paſt, to confider any thing elſe; he fol- 

lowed her with his eye, till he ſaw her a- 

light from h-r Chartor , and with the Queenes 

go into a rich Pavillion already ſet up for 

them, and which was very remarkeable to the 

whole Army , by a Sunne made with wonderfull 

Act, enchac'd in Chriftall, and creed on the cop 

of it. Although my Prince had miach trouble to 

keep his reſolutian of concealing himlelt any lon- 

ger from her for whom alone he preferv'd his life, 

yet having defign'd to make himſelf once more 

eminently conſiderable to Darius before his 

Diſcovery, he perſiſted with much adoe in his de- . 

termination of expting.the iflſue of the Batte]; 

and ſeeing the night come on, that he might be 
further from the King, and from thoſe who were 
likelieft to know him, he choſe to lodge that night 
M the Athenians Quarter , whom their Captain 
Petro had recruiced , fince that fatall night in 
which they were defeated by my Prince, being up- 
on the guard of D:rius his Tents, Oroondates dif- 
cover'd himſelt to none but Patre, and took of him 
a horle fic for his turn; bur a lictle after , we were 
fain to decamp in the nighe , the poor Darius ill 
counfelFd, and impatient for a vitory which he 
believed certain , fearing left Alexander ſhuuld e(- 
cape, wouldneeds adyance, and ther<by engage 
himfelfe in thoſe narrow ſtraights which after- 
wards occafion'd his lofſe of the Battle. My Maſter 
at the inſtant perceiv'd the errour, abd advertis'd 
Petro of the diladvantages upon which he put =; 
ED | elf 
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ſelf in that place ;z for indeed if in that large plain 
which he forfook , he had ranged thoſe infinite 
numbers of men and horſes , of which that Army 
was compos'd, and that he had there expefted you 
in good order,without precipitating himſelt as he 
did, between the Sea, the mountaines,and the river 
Pindarus , he might well have made uſe of all his 
forces ; whereas engaging bimſelf as he did, up. 
on thoſe narrow ftraights and paſſes, you had as 
mach advantage as he', fince your men combated 
in front againft the firſt of ours, without their be. 
ing able to drawany ſeafonable ſuccour from the 
troupes that followed them ; befides that the 
Infantry of which your Army chiefly conſiſted 
did fight in that ill ground, with much lefſe incom- 
brance than our horſe, Darius, Artabazas, and Ma- 
Zeus perceived the fault they had committed the 
next morning, when they ſaw Alexander fo much 
nearer them than they expeRed ; they would faine 
haveretir'd to a larger ground, bur it was too late; 
and the Armies were fo near to oneanother, that 
there was no means to avoid the encounter in that 
place,or to defer the deſtiny of ſo many Perfians as 
periſht in that bloody day. I ſhall not tell you the 
particulars of a Battell in which doubtlefſe you 
were one of the firſt, you know both the begin= 
ning and ſucceſfſe of it, I ſaall onely let you know 
that upon the very firft Skirmiſhee, my Prince 
leaving the Athenians, plac'd himſelf among the 
young Perfian Nobiliry , who fought without 
charge in the Army, near the perſon of the King, 
or- in other places where they thought there. was 
moſt danger, and conſequently moſt honour tobe 
wonne; 
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wonne; - he was mounted upon the _borſe which 
he had fromPatro, goodly and vigorg us, his Coat 
of Armes , hisplumes'and top of horſe haires, were 
of the ſame pm, having never worn any other 
fince thedeath of Artaxerx:s. I had the good for- 
tune to keep nearhim all the day , and. really faw 
him doe things ſurpaſſing belicfe. , The good King 
Darius did very bravely in his own|perſon , you 
know that he ventui'd co enc unter even Alex- 
ender himſelf hand} and hand ; and that having 
combated a while without advantage they were 
ſever'd by the throng of their Souldiers 3 bur at 
this parting Darius was overthrown from his Cha- 
riot, and hemm'd in by a great ! u mber of Mace- 
donians, who certainly had kilYd! or raken him 
Priſoner,it he had not bin ſuccour'd/by my Maſter, 
who combating not far diſtant from him, and un- 
derſtanding from hand co hand in what danger 
that great Kinz was, ſuddenly turned his horſe tu- 
rion{ly towards thoſe that inviroy'd him, and 
meeting firſt with Philotas , gave him-ſo violent a 
ſhock, as overthrew him among the/horſes feet, he 
overturn'd allo Clytus , and making himfelf way 
where ever he charg'd,he had ſoon fo difpers'd thole 
about Darius , as he withdrew him from among 
them; and making me ſeize Philotgs his horſe. He 
gave him the leifuretoget up upgn him; he had 
{carcely performed chis ſervice , when Alexander 
heated and keen in his purſuit returnes to the ſame 
place. My Prince knowing the _ that that 
great King might be likely to runne,forc'd him to 
retire into ſore of his Squadrons, and turning 
his face to Alexander he haſtned to encounter that 
wh 00 | great 
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great man with incomparable joy ; ir was the firſt 
time that ever | ſaw him, and if my memory ſerve 
me, his helmet and his whole Armour was of a 
polliſht ſteele , ſobright, as that the - Sun-beames 
ſtriking on it, it was hard for the eye to ſupport 
the rayes of itz ic was enricht with i precious ſtones, 
and he had on a Coatof Armes richly embroi- 
der'd; his helmet was cover'd with a white plume 
of feathers, with a horſe -taile in the midſt of ir as 
white as ſnow , and which deicended to the crou- 
per of Bucepbalus. That great Prince diſdained not 
fuch an Enemy as my Mafter ; and having heard 
that it was he who had overthrown'Chtus and 
Philostas , and fav'd Darius ffom the Macedonians, 
he madeall abour him give way, to that encounter; 
their ſhock was prodigious , and both their horſes 
having met in full fury , Bucepbalus had the advan» 
tage of my Mafter's, and bore him down to the 
ground with his haunches ; but my Prince raifing 
him with the ſpurres , and preſſing him up fiercely 
to the right ſide of Alexander , firuck him 
thorough the thigh with his Javelin , and turning 
againe quick upon him with his ſword , cut the 
laces of his helmet, and diſcover d him bare-fac'd 
to all about him. Here ic was indeed that your 
great King was in extremeſt hazard , but he was 
ſuddenly ſuccour'd by thoſe near him, whoaltoge- 
ther charg'd Orooxdates and his Company. Here 
Ly ſimacbus interrupting Araxes, O God , aid he, 
what doe I here? was that Knight in black armes 
who hurt Alexander , and did fuch wonders that 
day, was he indeed your Prince? It was he, replyed 
Araxes; Then am I witnefe, added Lyfimachas, of

a great part of his Aﬀtions; I was the neareſt ro 
elexander when he received his hurr, and one of 
the firſt that oppos'd his tury , and felt my ſhare of 
his terrible arme; he overthrew allo Neop tolemas 
and Craterys before us, and I muſt needs rel] you, 
that in truth Ptelomy, Seleucus, and my felt, wereſo 
much in love with his vertue , that we would not 
ſuffer our men to purſue him with that earr«R- 
nefſe, which doubtlefſe they wouldhave done if 
we had not hinder'd them. The King who with- 
cut knowing who he was , highly exalted his bra- 
very, ſeem'dvery well pleas'd with this ation of 
ours, anddid neveripeak of him, butjas of a pro- 
digy, or as one ſent trom the Gods to proteft the 
Perfians; My Prince replyed Araxes,has other ob- 
ligations to you, of which you your ſelf are igno- 
rant, which muſt necds ciment a friendſhip be- 
tween you as laſting as your livesz andthe rather, 
in regard it was your vertue alone that gave you a 
loveto his ,. ſo much to his advantage, Tis very 
true, as you-ſay, that] obſery'd the Macedonians 
' tO purſue us but very coldly, which my Mafter alſo 
perceiv'd in his retreat; bur was far from imputing 
it to any ſuch cauſe; he retreated 'tis true, but he 
retreated asa Lion ; and knowing the King to be 
fafelygotoff, after many Commands and Signalls 
to retire, he was forc'd to yield to them, to the 
torrent of the overcomers, and to the darknefſe of 
thenight, which began then to cover'the earth, 
and to \robbe the Macedon ianz of ſome part of 
their victory; Yet was it ſo great that Darius loſt 
in it a hundred thouſand men, his own Charior of 
Warre, and all his Equipage, but what he had left 
| | at 
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love, his friendfhip, and his honour had made him 
inſeparable. In this defigne he commanded me to 
follow him, and not fo much as minding his Equi- 
page which we had left two dayes Tourney from 
thence, hetraverr'd the Camp , .into which-your 
men were thronging apace, - and informing him- 
ſelf of thoſe that fled, which way the King was 
gone , he followed on his ſteps cill the darkneffe 
took away all poſſibility of obſerving them yet 
neither that, nor the wearinefſe of his horſe which 
was wounded , nor the ſmart of ſome light hurts 
of his own, had power ro ay him; but we purſued 
on our way, refigning our ſelves to the proteftion 
and guidance of the Gods, of whom my Prince 
did implore noother favour , bur thatthey would 
permit him to ſee againe his Princefſe; and that 
poor King afflicted by ſo many loſſes; his grief hin- 
der*d him from ſpeaking, and his courage from la- 
mentations unworthy of him; bur yet by ſighes 
drawn from the bottom of his heart , he.expreſt fo 
tothe life the nature of his afflition, that in all the 
nighe 1 durſt Hor my mouth to interrupt 
him; you may taſily imagine what his thoughts 
might be at that time, and in what manner he was 
likely to bear the ſuddain ruine of a houſeſo dear 


and precious'to him, The Countrey through 
which we marie ws rough and croableſome, and 
| the 
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the incommodities of the night joyn'd to thoſe 
* of the way, might probably have made us fall into 
great dangers, it we had not often met wich ſome 
that fled, whom wetfollowed, till informing our 
ſelves what news of the King, Queens, ;and Prin- 
cefles; about day-break there appear'd retiring be. 
fore us a body of horſe,which prefling forwards, we 
in a ſhort time overtook;it was the Prince Oxiartes 
Brother to Darius, wich Mitbranes, Bogqus the Eu- 
 nuch,$ Patro, the only perſon to whom my Mafter 
had diſcover'd himſelf before the Battelz they were 
followed by two or three hundred Hoxſe, among 
which we mingled our (elves, withour diſcovering 
our faces, or making our ſelves known, till Patro 
obſerving my Maſter's Arms, and the Norſe which 
he had given him, having a while confider'd him, 
made no doubt but it was he, whereof he was no 
ſooner certain, than running to the Prince Oxi- 
artes, hecryed out with ſome kind| of joey, O 
Sir 1 Sce here the Tutelary Angell of the houſe of 
Perſia ; he that yeſterday (av'd our good [Ki 
and did ſuch things as ſurpaſſe humanity ; ſee the 
ſame Arms, and the ſame Horfe which I gave him 
before the Battell, and of which he hath made uſe 
fo gloriouſly for himſelf, and fo advantagiouſly 
tor us. Having ſaid this, comming to my Maſter, 
he took the liberty himſelf to difcoyer his face, 
and fill'd Gxiartes and all the i 
ment and with joy. They had 
from Patre that that yailant man to whom Perſia 
did owe the fatery of her King, and the honour 
of ſo manybrave aftions performedin its favour 
was the brave Orentes, for whom the Court had 
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fo long mourned, as beleeving him {lain with the 
Prince Artaxerxes; and this fight furpris'd them 
ſo, that the (ſenſe of their preſent condition could 
not hinder them from mixing ſome joy upon 
this occaſion, with thoſe roo juſt ſorrows that 
preſt them. Oxiartes held him long frail 
embrac'd, with fuch demonſtrations ſhip, 
as forc'd mutuall tears from them beth. I ever 
was confident, brave Orontes, ſayd Oxiartes, that 
if you were alive, you would not abandon usin 
the Misfortunes into which Heaven hath precipi- 
tated us 3 Come, come and fee again that Ki 
who after the preſervation of his whole Fami 
formerly, owes you now his own life ; whi 
certainly the Gods have preſerved him to'be the 


ſubje& of your greater glory z your fight will be 


a powerful ion to him in che mid of all 
his lofſes, and will ere& him again to hopes from 
the brink of deſperation. My Maſter made reply 

nerds, 


to this obliging diſcourſe in the —_— 
preflions that his ſenſe of ſo much kindneffe could 
diate ; and having rm'd his firſt civilicies 


and embraces to the chief of the company, he en- 
quir'd with great impatience what was become 
of Parius and 'his Family ; to which Oxiartes 
thus made anſwer, holding on ftill his march; 
The confidence which the had,that he could 
not faile of the Victory, made him take 
along the Pri to the Army, withoutprovi- 


him beginto ſomewhat, he call'd Me- 
gat iſus and Terexs the Bunuch to him, and Ng

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manded them to fetch them from their Tents, 
and to condu@t them witk all diligence and fecre- 
cie towards Damaſcus, whicther molt of the Ladies 


of the Court. were then retyred, and giving them 


three ,thouſand Horſe for a Convoy, he recom- 
mended them to the great Oreſmadey, and return- 
ing to his care of the Battell, he engaged himſelf 
ſo far as you know among the Enemics, where 
he bad infallibly periſkt, had not. youreſcued him 
by the effe&s of a valour more than humane ; 
fince that, being forced to yeeld to his misfor- 
tune, and to the entreaty of thoſe abour him, he 
ſent me word by Bagons, that he would take the 


way of Unca, a little Town on the fide of the - 


River Pindarus , diftant from hence about four 
houres march, and that there he would expe&t 
Newes from us, and from the Ladies, in alittle

tain, by which we fcund the King, accompanyed 
onely wich Mazzur, eArtabaſus, Cobortan Father 
to Roxana , and ſome twenty more of iis moſt 
faichfull Officers, who had taken moſt care to fol- 
low him: That great Prince was ſeated at the 
foot of a Tree, upon the looſe garments of ſome 
of his followers, leaning his cheeks upon both 
hands, along which one mighe ſee the tears trickle 
down to the ground ; thoſe who accompanyed 
him were in a circle round him, ſeconding his 
ſadnefſe with ſuch a ftlence and immobilicy, thar 
they appeared like Statutes about him 3; the King, 
buried in lnefſe was rowled from it, not 
without ſome tright, by the noiſe of ouc Horſes ;

bur with a countenance fo dejeftcd, as | could well 
diſcern, that how Kingly and generous foever a 
foul he had, it was nor proof againlt ſuch power- 
full affaults of Fortune ; after a ſalutation min- 
gled with ſighs and tears, the King having embra- 
ced the chief of our Company , he caſt his eye 
upon Qroondates,and oblerving more his Arms than 
his Face , O Gods, cryed he out, making a ſtep 
or two back, is it he that I ſee, is It that man, or 
rather that God that ſaved me fo miraculoully , 
and who to reſcue me did ations 19: far ſurpaſling 
the power of man! It is he himſelf, replyed Oxi- 
artes, and more than that, it is aperſon already 
moſt dear to you by many high obligations of che 
{ame nature; at theſe words my Prince having 
put off his Helmet, caſt himſclf at his feet, and 
taking his hands kiſt them with great reſpe& and 
afic&tion. Darius at length opening his eyes, and 
fhxing them upon his face, preſently knew the 
ſame Oronter, to whoſe lofſc he had] given a great 
ſhare of thoſe tears which he had ſhed for A4rtax- 
erxes ; that ſame Orontes who not fatished to have 
pers by ations of a vertue| miraculous , 
is Mother, his Wite, his Sonne, and his Daugh- 
ters, was now come as it were out of the other 
World, to fave his life from FA re our of 
which none but the Tutelary God of his houſe 
could have reſcued him ; you will cafily imagine 
his aſtoniſhment, ic ſhall tuffice ro/ tell you, char 
it he had not ſupported himſelt by a Tree that was 
near him, he was already ſo overcome with affli&i- 
ons that he could hardly have borne ſuch a ſur- 
priſe as this , without falling ; agd truly he was 
| longer 
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longer betore he could reco ver his tpirits from fo 
ſuddain and unexpeRted an encounter, than everhe 
had been in any accidenss of his lite 3 but ac length 
comming to himlelt from his altonilhment, and 
lifting up his eyes and hands to heaven, Great 
Ordſmates cryed he out, fince you have reſtored 
unto me the Saviour of my houſe, the Genius of 
Alexander no longer daunts me ; but I now re- 
ſume by this your goodnefle, the hopes which had 
quite forſaken me; and then turning to my Priace 
who was ſtill upon his knees before him, and ba- 
thing his face with tears both of Joy and Sorrow; 
My Ing Angell, ſaid he, who never aban- 
doneſ us in thoſe extremities where thy afliftance 


| is neceſſary; My Son, my dear Orontes, or rather 


my own dear Artaxerxes, {ince the Gods taking 
him from me, have left me in you the better parc 
of him, and the better part of my ſelf, comeand 
receive in my aftefion,and in my houſe, the place 
which he has refign'd you, and which wichour 
Injuſtice can be poſlefſed by none elſe. Although 
theſe words pronounc'd with exceffive demonſtca- 
tion of affe&ion, and with a thguiand embraces, 
were capable of drawing upon my Maſter che envy 
of all that were preſent, eipecially of Oxiar tes, yet 
ſo generall was mans love to him, and his vertue 
{ſo univerſally known, that neither he, nor any 
body elſe expreſt the lealt diſtaſt at thoſe extra - 
ordinary <adearments ; and [ cannot tell whether 
that -gave my Maſter the boldnefſe to:doe what 
he die or whether he had before refoly'd it ; bur 


thetruth is, that when I leaft though of ie, I ſaw 
him doe an ation, and heard him utter words, 
Q 2 _whieh 
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which ether hisdeſpaire, or his confidence in the 
King drew from him, which 1 could little have 
imagin'd. The King endeavuuing to raiſe him 
from the ground, embracing him|with great ten- 
dernefle, and calling him ftill his|Sonne, his dear 
Artaxerxes ; my Mafter continuing fill upon his 
knees, No, Sir, faid he, in a louder voice than 
uſuall, givenort that name fo Jightly to one you 
know nor, and who ought to loſe with that which 
he hath borne hirherto beth his lifeand your af- 
fetion ; that which I have done for you, was bur 
the duty of a Prince, and of every vertuous per- 
fon, but what mine havedone againſt you cannot 
be repaired bur by the lofſe of what's deareſt to 
them ; to be ſhort, Sir, I come nat hither to aske 
recempences for/ what 1 have done for you, but xo 
receive the puniſhment of what mine have done 
againſt you, and "to bring fome allay to your 
paſt and preſent griefs, by the {atisfa&tion which 
you may receive/in the revenge of eArtaxerxes,

#nd of ſo many thouſands that fell with him. The ' 


King of Scytbia has robb«d you of,a molt lovely 
Son, do you deprive him of one whom he did per- 
teftly love, and by a moſt Jawfull retribution pu- 
niſh 'in the perſon of his Son the Murtherer of 
your own; you have here before y6u., in the falle 
Orontes, the true Oroondates, Orcondates Son to the 
King of Srytbza, yout mortall Enemy ; Oroondalcs 
who burning with love for the Princeffe Stetyra, e- 
ver ſincethar fatall night in which|he enter'd your 
Tents, changing his name and condition to ſerve 
her (how unworthy ſoever) hath by this delufion 
abuſ 'd your affeRtion : In fine, that Orgordates who 

though 
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though he perteAly honour you and yours, had not 
power to divert from you and them the milchietes 
which his have brought upon you;whiltt your lofſ- 
es were £quall , 1 thought 1 might wichour tarther 
crime avoid the puniſhment of that which 1 had in- 
nocenrly commirted;but fince the King of Scythia 
hath deprived you of a Sonne, whom you loved - 
{o dearly, who fone me, and whom I loved inft- 

nitely above my ſelf, l ought not to with-hold hisa- 
ny longer from your juſt indignation,nor to abule 
you further with the talte name of a perſon whom 
you have honoured with ſo great a part in your fa- 
vour; he would have continued, it | the King 
more ſtruck with wonder than if he had fonnd 
himſelf in another world, had not gone back twa- 
or three ſteps , croſſing his Armes upon his breaft, 
and confidering him twice or thrice trom top to 
toe with eyes and countenance fully exprefting 
the various agitations of his mind , and the ditffe-- 
1ing thoughts wherewith he was combared. 
All about him were as much ſurpriz'd as he, and 
looking amazedly upon one another, expeRed.in 
great doubt and impatience the iffue of this adven- 
rure; when as the King having a good while ba- 
lanc'd his hatred ro Mantbeys , with his friend(hi 

to Orontes , and the injuries which he hal ro 
from the firſt, in the death of his Sonne, and of fo 
many thouſands of his SubjeFs, with the fervices 
which the latter had done him, in the preſervation 
of himſelf and all his family, and confidering 
with what greatnefſe of courage , and with how 
good a grace, he was come to ſubmir himlelt ro 
him, ataſcaſon when _— could oblige him 
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ro ſeek his friendſhip or alliance,bur meer affe&tion 
and generoſity; he was oyercome by ſo many con- 
fiderations; by his inclinations to Orpntes, and by 
the motions of his own vertue; ſo that reapproach- 
ing him , and raiſing him by the Arme, he ſpake 
thus unto him with much gravity, |and a ſweet- 
nefſe which was very natural! to him ; The Gods 
Prince|Orcondetes, faid he, doe beighten my affliti- 
ons, in giving me the knowledg ot you at a ſeaſon 
when Iam (o little able to exprefſe as 1 would, 
how confiderable it is to me; and if you judgenot 
of my diſpofition by the generoſity of your own, 
you will doubtlefſe believe that theineceflity of his 
aftairs, the lownefle ot his condition, andthe fear 
ot his Enemies do force a Kingſanguiſh'd and 
diſpoſſelt of a great part of his Dominions, forſa- 
ken by his friends, and ready to fall int» the hands 
of bis Enemies, to embrace a friendſhip which the 
hatred of his houſe, and the loffe of fo dear a 
Sonne would have made him reje& during his pro- 
ſperity 5 bur it wich the Royall dignity which the 
Gods have not quite taken from me, they have yet 
left any beliefe to the word of ſo unfortunate 
a King, 1ſwearunto you by Or9ſmader , that in 
whatglotious condition foever I had bin, know- 
ing youas | doe, the milchiefes which the ag 


' your father hath done me, could never haveh 
_ power toalay my afteQions toyouznor to blot our 


by the memory of the Injuries received from him, 
the obligations I havero you ; This is all that 1 
am able to proteſt anto you in the ſtare where you 
tindeme;& it the alliance of a Prince redudg'd to fo 
iow a Condition can yet be defirable,! all yo 
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der it you, with this yroteſtart n,that that Daughter 
of mine, honour'd by your affefion, ſhall never 


wich my conſent be any bodies but \yours; and # 
that while I live 1 ſhall never look upon you as O= A 
ther than my Sonne, and than as the perſon in the 30 
world the deareſt to me. My Prince raviſht beyond 4 
imagination by diſcourſes fo obliging, and pro- b: 
miſes of ſo much happineſſe, caſt himſelf againe at ny 
his feer, and embraced his knees with unexpreffible * 
tranſportments of affe&ion; the King having rai- pY 
ſed him, and renderly embraced him, Oxierter ſoon *f 
after didthelike, and all thereſt were diſpoſing 12 
themſelves to congratulate to him and to them- bo: 


ſelves that happy diſcovery with as much joy as. 
their pretent aflition could poſſibly permit them, 

when they ſaw coming towards them a troop of 
horlemen, whom they x reſently knew to be Meg &+ 
byſus, and ſome others who had bin appointed 

ro convey the Queenes and Princeffes; that fight 

made the Kings heart tremble within him, and ad- # 
vancing towards him , without Raying to hear, xg 
well M:gabyſus, cryed he out , where are our La- 2 

dyes ? Megabyſus with a down caſt look and trem- 

bling voyce made anſwer, alas ( Sir they areno

more ours; what faiſt thou, are they no more ours? —_ 
replyed the King diſtraftedly. No, Sir, {aid Meg a- þ Bo 
biſus, they are priſoners to Alezander; Prifoners to Þ 
Alexander ? replyed the King againe; Yes Sir an- =Y 
ſwer'd Megabyſus ; 1 had ſcarce condufted them > 


five hundred paces from the Camp , . as your Ma- i 
jeſty had comanded me, when I was followed by =: 
Parmenion with a great part of Alexenders horſe, it 
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them, by reaſon of the Ladies, and incumbrance of 
Chariots and Baggage ; But we were forc'd to ſu- 
ſtain the ſhock of the moſt valiant of |the Macedo- 
nians; they fought like brave men , bur the Dori- 
phores which your Majeſty 9" me for that fer- 
vice, like fainted hearted and timorous Women, 
turning their. backsalmoſt without reſiſtance; Par- 
menion not troubling himlelt to purſye them, ran 
' tothe precious booty which they {ov ſnametully 
zbandon'd; the Gods are my witneffcs that [ 
would have periſhr in the place, if my death could 
have binof the leaſt advantage of the|Qyeenes, but 
finding my ſelf alone, and wounded 1n tive or fix 
places, 1 thought it wy beſt courſe toiimploy what 
remained of lite to advertite youot that, which o- 
therwiſe would have bin brought ybu with more 
uncertainty; the King had not power to hear out 
theſelaſt words, but being too fenſ1ble of this new 
wound, he threw himſelt upon the ground, and 
covering his head with his garment, began to be 
waile himſelf with fach tighes and groanes, as 
would haverent the ſtrongeſt hearts with pitty;my 
Prince leaning againſt an Ooke, and crofſing his 
Arrres , with his eyes lift upto Heaven, acculin 

it ( without ſpeaking ) of lo cruel] a change ofthis 
fortune, expreſt his griefe more pathetically by his 
filence and by his countenance that} any words 
could have done. Oxiartes, Cobortan ,| and Artaba- 
ſus, accompanied the King's lameprtations with 
theirs, and all the Company was {4 t-ucken and 
diltratted with forrow as never difithereappear 
any where ſuch afaceofdejeQion; the King having 
temaincd a while in the poſture 1 told you, at 
"44 | length 
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length diſcovered his face , and fitting up cryed 
our, It is too much, O fortune, ir is too much,fince 
thou perſecuteſt me ſo cruelly as a King , thou 
ought to have ſpared me asa private Man, andto 
have contented thy ſelf with the lofſe of my Domi- 
nions, without ſurcharging me thus withthar of 
my family ; and it was enough that Alexander 
ſhuuld triumph over my Empires , without ma- 
king him triumph alſo over my Daughters ho- 
rours, and mine ; and it ſhould have ſatisfied thee 
to have brought him into my throne, without 
bringing him alſo into my bed, This reflexion fo 
violently tormented him as made him dee things 
misbecoming the gravity and dignity of . his per- 
ſon; he tore his haire, and rent his clothes, and ut- 
ter'd in his Jealouſie words of ſuch deſperation, as 
made all about him tremble at the ſame time with 
tear, and weep with compaſſion; when he appeared 
a little more ſetled , he made Megebyſus begin a- 
gain the relation, but not having the patience to 
hear it out, O cowardly Villain, cried he out, you 
bave then preferr'd a ſhamefuful and infamous life, 
beforea comely, nay a glorions death ; and when 
thou mightſt have fallen bonourably at the feer of 
thy Queen, thou haſt choſen rather to prolong 
thy own life , and ſhorten mine, by bringing me 
Newes ſo fatall tro my honour and quiet; at theſe 
vords daiting him afurious look , heclapt his 
hand upon his ſword ; but Megabyſus half dead al- 
ready with feare , had yet the quickneſfſe to ſhun 
this ſecond danger by a ſecond flight. I muſt needs 
fay that of all the accidents of my Maſter's life , it 
was in this that I moſt admir'd his magnanimity, 

and 
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and the power he had over himſelf, having that 
knowledge which I had of his love, | could nor 
doubt bur jt was equal} at leaftto that of Darius; 
yet how violent foever it were, ſo great was his 
conſtancy , that it never had power to tranſport 
himto the leaſt word that might exprefſe a weak- 
neffe, or aggravarte the afflition of the King, who 
both aza husband, asa Sonne, and aga Father, 
ſeem'd wholly abandon'd to it; when he ſaw him 
as he thought a little more compos'd , heaccoſted 
him with wonderfull calmnefſe, and| faid unto 
him wich an aftion expreſſing the greatnefſe of his 
heartz Sir, did not my paſſion to the Princefle 
your Daughter , and the honour which your Ma- 
br Jyng newly vouchſafed me, fafficiently inte- 
me in your loſſe, The Gods know well 
how greata I ſhould take ,even without thar, 
in your and how readily | (hyuld expole 
my lifeto recover the quiet of yours. | Thistruth 
's 59) and the honour you are pleas'd to doe me 
in believing ir, gives me the boldneffe to repreſent 
unto you , that' ic is not by tears that you are to 
ſeek a remedy for theſe misfortunes; pollibly they 
may not be fo great in realicy, as they are in your 
apprehenſion : Alexander though a Conquerour 
and young, is a Prince, and a vertuaus Prince'; I 
am confident he will conſider in the perſons of the 
Queens and Princeſſes both the royall Mgniry,and 
hisown reputation; in the meane while your Ma- 
jy may redemand them,and offer ſuch Treaſures 
Provinces as you ſhall think fir for their ran- 
ſome; 1 will accompany your Ambaſſadours , and 
viſit them unknown; both my intereft and my 
I paſſion 
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aſſion give me wings to fly in this imployment ; 
7 your ers ſhall w. coin; bang . and if by 
my cares | cannot finde a probability of recovering 
thoſe illuftrious priſoners, I will kill the Conque- 
rour with that hand which he hath already tclt, 
and either reſtore the calme to your Dominions, or 
die gloriouſly diſputing with him to the laſt drop 
of my blood, the price ſervices and the fruirs 
of your favours. The King lifined to him very qui- 
etly , and cafting his armes about his neck ; My 
Sonne, ſaid he, I cannever doubt your love , nor 
make an queſtion but it will carry you cheerfully 
to the greateſt dangers for their ſakes, when they 
are concern'd who are ſo dear to youz nor ſhould 
] expe& from you other effefts than ſuch as have 
alwaies accompanied your noble undertakings; 
and ] ſhould indeed repoſe more confidence in 
them for my afliſtance, than in the ſtrength of all 
my Armies,but what alteration ſoever your valour 
might bring in my ill fortune, I cannot obtain of 
my ſelfa conſent to your ſeparation fromime, ata 
time when you fight is ſo dear, and your confola- 
tions ſo ſweet to me;we may have recourſe to other 
remedies, and how low ſoever my condition may 
apear , TI have yet very powerfull reſourees; and 
though A! xander hath got the poſſeſſion of a great 
part of my Dominions, the Gods have yet lett me 
cen times as much asever his Anceſtors enjoyed. 1 
anrnow going towards Expbrates , where | will 
draw a Million of men into the field, and cover 
the Territoryes of his new Conqueſt with fo ma- 
ny Troopes, as ſhall in ſpite of fortune make him 
know the difference betwixt the Monarch of Per- 
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fia and a little King of Macedon; whilſt you are ma- 
king theſe preparations, replyed my Prince, | will 
labour the deliverance of the Princefles; if A/ex- 
ander ſhall voluntarily yield them to your Am+ 
baſſadours, 1 ſhall return to you with them; T 
proteſt it is not poſſible for me to ablent my lelt 
from your Majeſty without great grief, nor could 
my paſſion have power to draw me from you, did 
not my misfortune andthe King my father's ob- 
ſtinacy render me uncapable of ſe: ving you other- 
wiſe than with my fingle perſon. Since then the 
malice of-the King of Scythia, and the knowledge 
which 1 have of his nature diſable me frym offering 
you any other aſſiſtance , be pleas'd to permit me, 
fince I can '\ſerve you but onely as > aro8 « |t0 
ſerve you where | may do it moſt efffeacioully , 
that is near Alexander, there ſhall be no batrel gi- 
ven, where ifT bealive, I will not combat by your 
de; and: poſſibly before you come to that I may 
have ended your warres alone. Many 9ther kinde 
Conteſtations they had , which th&hazard of the 
King's longer ftay ſo nearethe Enemy, made them 
put ah end unto; and my Maſter, | having art 
length gain'd his permiſſion to [go to the Camp of 
Alexander,and having feen the King mounted upon 
freſh horſes, he took hisleave of him, and of Oxi- 
arte, and the reſt of the company, with many 
tears. They tooke the way of Eupbrates, and my 
Maſter ftaid with Mitbranes and the reſt, who were 
to convoy him in his Embaſſy. Wee accompanied 
the poor King with our ye and with our thoughts; 
and having loſt fight of him, my Maſter reqnained 
ſtcucken wich fo great grief, as had nt the hope 
of 
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ot {eeing his Princefle ſhortly temper'd it, he had 
been uncapable of comfort. Atter this ſepara- 
tion, I began to think of our hurts, judging it 
very unfit for my Maſter to engage himſelf in the 
Encmies Quarters before his cure, where he would 
be likely co wait thoſe affiſtances and that reſt 
which were necefſary, He hearkened to my ad- 
vice, and going along with Mitbranes toward the 
lictle Town hard by {where hearriv'd within an 
hour) we got our wounds dreſt, & reſted there that 
& the next day;the third day we receiv*d the Letters 
which Darius writ to Alexander, & another which 
| he writ to the Queens;to give the greater credit to 
ro my Maſter,& to facilitate their knowledg of him. 
The good King judging that it might be advan- 
tagious to him, and that he would be glad to be 
the bearer of it himſelfe. The next-day ſome 
Troops of Alexanders commanded by Craterus 
came, and ſummoned that little Towne , which 
finding ir (elf too weak to withſtand him, fub- 
mitted to the Conquerour : We were by the Con- 
dizjons permitted to retire from thence, which 
wedid with the ſame Equipage we carryed thither 
with as z bethinking our ſelves of ſome orher 
retreat during our cure ; for thongh our wounds 
were not great, yet by the little care we had taken 
of them, they were impair'd and grown trouble- 
ſome. We (Ah arms from the Macedonians, 
that Alexander had taken his Court EI _ 
ratbon , and was preparing to attaque that place, 
intending to bein perſon at that Siege (although 
much incommodated by the hurtin his thigh ) 
and that he had ſent Parmenion with agood Fe 
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of his Army towards Damaſcus, where all the E- 
quipage of Darius his Acmy was kept, and where 
the Wives of the Princes and Satraps of Perſiz 
were retired, under the charge of Artabon Gover- 
nour of that City. This news gaye' my Ma- 
ſer a great minde to put himlelfe into that 
place, which wasnot above two daics journey di- 
ſtant from us, with defign there to tay till he 
was recover'd, and to receive the contentment 
of ſeeing Berſina, Widdow to Memnon, and di- 
vers other Ladies of his acquaintance 4 to whom 
he thoughc his afliſtance might be neceſſary in ſuch 
an occaſion ;but as the moſt powerfull mative, out 
of a defire to doe his utmoſt to ferve Darius, in the 
preſervation of that important place ,] which. was 
ltrong, and well provided for a Sicge. Theſe 
confiderations madehim ſever himſelf from Mi- 
thranes, whom hefſet forward on his way to Ma- 
ratban, having recommended unto him great fe- 
crefie in what concern'd himſelf,and having agreed 
wich him upon certain marks whereby he might 
be known, in caſe he ſhould make Rtay/in the Army 
of Alexander till gry Maſter came thither; and 
raking a Paſſeport from Craterus with a little 
Conyoy which he gave us to Damaſcus, we tooke 
our Way thicher, where we arriv'd before Sun-ſet 
the nexe day. Inthigsretreat of ours we had one 
lucky encounter, which was of our Equipage, 
which having join'd it felt co part of Darius's was 
gartten ſafe to that Town ; and the fark perſons we 
met there were my Prince's two faichfull Servants; 
he was much dilpleas'd with this convenience ; 
although he found himſelf incommgdatcd m_ 
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his wounds, he would not goe to bed ill he had 
viſited the fair Berfinu,andpayed to that Yluftrious 
Widdow thoſe reſpe&ts which he thought he owed 
to her own merit , and to the memory of the 
brave Memnon. 1 have not time to tell you the 
Ceremonies of the interview, and of his reception 
in aviſit ſo little expe&ed, nor the tears that were 
ſhed on both fides in the remembrance of their mu- 
tuall loſſes ; 1 hall only tell you, that my Prince 
receiv*d! from her all the civilities and kindnefles 
which could be expe@ted from a vertuous Lady , 
and who had ever a ſpeciall inclination: to his 
vertueand merit ; but the contentment which he 
received was ſoon allayed by the knowledge ſhe 
gave him, that the Princefſe Rexans whom he 
thoughc Priſoner with the Queens, was alſo in 
that City, the Prince Cobor1tan her Brother, who 
was upon the point of retiring among the $ackes 
of whom he was Satrape, having, lent her thither 
with- his Mother, and divecs other. Prin- 
ceſſes, among whom werethe Daughters.of King 


Occhus Predeceflor to Darius, ard the Wite of © 


Pbarnabazus who had ſucceeded Memno1 in all his 
Charges, the Daughters of Mentor, and in a 
word, moſt of all the principal! Ladies of Perfia. 
Although he were much afflited at the encounter 
of @ perſon in whoſe love he foreſaw great like- 
lyhood of croffes and inconveniencies to his owng 
yet would he not omit towards her any of thoſe 

which civility , her quality, and hernear 
relation to his Princefle challeng'd from him; bur 
withall refolv'd ro deale very clearly with her, 
and to diſabuſe her 5 and if ſhe perlever'd in her

former fancy, to open his heart.to her without any 
difguaſal,in theleaſt diloblizing terms he could. As 
{oon as he had letc Berfina,h? performed that viſit; 
the Pcinceſſe was ſtcangely furpris'd with the fight 
of him, but receiv'd him with ſuch extraordinary 
kindneſſe, and with endearments fo little ſuitable 
to her condition and reſervednefſe towards 0- 
thers, as caſily diſcover d to Oroondates that his 
long abſence had had no power to| diminiſh her 
paſſion ; ſhe hiad long wept for him as dead, or 
at leaſt loft to her, and fo unhop'd-+for a recovery 

ave her at theinſtint a joy (o exceſſive, as made 
Fer loſe: the memory of all her loffes, and her 
ſenſe of thegenerall misfortune of her Country. 
Tt was fo late when my Prince went from her, and 
he was ſo incommodarted by his hurts, that he was 
able to make no other vifits 5 and comman- 
ding me to go make his excuſe in other places, he 
retir'd to his lodging, where he found his Phy- 
ficians and Chyrurgions, who made him goe to 
bed, and apply himfglt to his cure. The next 
morning he was vifited by the Goyernour ;. but 
that Traicor who in his minde had| already ſold 
his Cquntry, expreſt unto him by |the coldnefle 
of | his diſcourſes, the lictle contentment he re- 


” ceived by his arrivall in that Citty, which he was 


upon the point of delivering up to the Enemy.

beft purpoſe, As ſoon as Artaben was gone, his cham» 
ber was full of Ladyes; Roxana, Berfina,and her Mo- 
ther Wife to Artabazur, the Princeſſes Dattghters 
tO Cechur, and all the reſt whorn I natned before, 
came to congratulate his return, and to expreſſe 
unto him the confidence they had in his vertue , 
at a time when it was ſo neceſſary to them; after 
they had ſtay'd there lome time, they all rook 
their leaves but Roxana, who was come laſt to 
ſee him, ro the intent that ſhe might ſtay afcer 
the reſt, and have rhe opportunity to entertaine 
him wich liberty. When the company was gone, 
and no body lefc in the Chamber but her Wo-, 
men, and ſome of my Prince his Servants, all at 
diftance enough from the bed , ſhe refolved to 
make uſe of that time to declare her ſelf to him 
moreplaimnly than ſhe had done before, and to 
gain from his own mouth ſome more certainty 
than as yer ſhe had been ableto do fromi any of 
his Adtions. Her countenance fpake firſt for her a 
good while, and the divers alterations in ic ,by the 
comming and going of her colour, fotewarn'd 
my Maſter of a conflit which was now inevita- 
ble ; ſhe began her diſcourſe by affurances of the 
joy fhe receiv'd in his return, and of the gricfe 
which his long abſence had caus'd her, and the 
fears ſhe had liv'd in of loſing him in thoſe great 
dangers to which he expos'd himſelf, to his pre- 
ſervation, from. which ſhe made no doubt but the 
zeal of her Prayers had much contribuced. My 
Prince an{wer'd her with his uſuall civilicy, ex- 
preſling his ſenſe of her favours in the obliging@ 
termes that could be upon ſuch an occafion; but . 
P Roxana 
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Roxana licrle fatisfied wich civilities onely, and 
defiring teſtimonies of a paſſion of which he was 
not then capable towards her, with a deep ſigh, 
and ſome tears which ſhe could not poſlibly re- 


ſtrain, reſum*d her diſcourſe in\this manner ; | 


Would it had pleaſed the Gods, O Oroondates, 
that the f1ſt moment of my ſeeing] you had been 
the laſt of my life, and that the ſame blow that 
wounded my ſoul had ftruck my body into the 
grave; I ſhould not then bein that extremity to 
which my miſfortune and your! inſenfiblenefle 
have reduc'd me,and I ſhould not now be forc'd to 
a part ſo unworthy of the Royall blood of Perfea, 
of ſome beauty wherewith 1 have hitherto been 
flacter'd, and of that vertue whereof I have alwaies 
made fo ſevere a profeſſion. I ſhall not need to tell 
you again, O Orontes, that: I love you,- my paſt 
ations have ſufhciently inform'd you ; I have 
confirm'd it to you under my hand, and it is 
now at length that I am enforc'd by it to lay aſide 
that baſhfulnefle which ſo well becomes a Virgin 
of my quality; and which oughtinot to have a- 
bandon'd me but with my life; I have long re- 
hfted theneceflity of making this Declaration , 
and I havelong hop'd for from you what I have 


' not vouchſaf'd tovalue from others, and which 


I | had vanity enough to expe from a perſon that 
Werenotas you are, altogether infenſible ; bur 
fince you alone have difabus'd me, 1- ought to 
loſe a great parcof my pride with the falſe opinion 
of my own beauty, and todeclare again unto you 
to my confuſion, that as ] cannot bur love 
you, 101 cannotlive without a return; yet - _ 
cec 
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ſeech you to beleeve that my paſlion, thuugh ir 


carry me beyond the limits of decency, yet hath 
it not power to draw me beyond thoſe ot vertue; 
and if ] could as well have preferv'd the power 0- 
ver my tongue, and countenance, as 1 dce, and 
ſhall ever preſerve the purity and innocence of 
my intentions, the affettion I bear you-would 
not have made me, as now it does, cenſlurable, I 
have alwaies regulated my deſires ro lawtull and 
vertuous pretenſions, nor have I prevenced my 
Fathers choice, bur with ſuch refervations-as I 
owe him, and after knowledge of bis high eſtima- 
tion of you; if my affetion be not adious to 
you, I conjure you to retain th's opinion of it, 
and not to hate a Princeſſe for afaulc, which as 
ſhe had never committed bur for you, fo 15 it in 
your power , whenever you pleaſe, to juſtifie. 
She conc]luded theſe words with ſuch trepidation, 
with ſuch a down-caſt eye; and with ſuch a coun- 
tenance, as lively expreft her ſhame and contuſion 
to have ſaid ſo much. My Maſter more confoun- 
ded than ſhe, remain'd a good while unable ro 
anſwer her, rolling in his thoughts a thouſand 
different deſires ; but at length he concluded chem 
all in the reſolution which he had taken to difſ- 
abuſe her, and not to pay atrue affeftion with 
diſimuletion, which as it would foon diſcover it 
ſelf, ſo was it very contrary to his nature, _ 
cially cowards ſuch a perſon as Roxana, of a 
quality not to be abus'd; beſides that the difco- 
very of himſelf to Darius, in the preſence of Co- 
bortan her Father, would no longer allowhis dif- 
guiſe, and that it was impoſlible for Roxana to be 
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long unadver«is'{ of his Jouve which he had 
made ſo publique. Thus then retglv'd to pre- 
vent all others, he entertain'd. tome hopes, that 
a franck and clear confeſſion might þblige her co 
reſt fatished with whathe was able to doe for her, 
and that poſſibly ſo great a confidence as he meant 
to exprefſe, might induce her to change the nature 
of her-affe&ion : It is true he wasa great while 
ſceking for terms to exprefſe what he was reſolv'd 
to lay, in the gentleſt and (weeteſt way; and not 
finding any but what were of i}l digeſtion, his 
long tilence and irreſolution held her in ftrange 
perplexity 3 but ſhe was much more ftrucken, 
when after ſo long a paulc lhe heard theſe words 
frum him; Wonder not, | beſeech you, Madam, 
at |the con/uljon you ſee mein, and pardon my 
incwvility, occahon'd by ſo much trquble of mind; 
I muſt contefſe ro you, Madam, 1 am more than 
confounded, both with the honour you doe me, 
and with thac part which 1 mult of neceſſity a&t 
towards you. - If your quality and| merit were 
lefſe, and that I had lefle inclinartdns to honour 
and ſerve you really and unteignedly, I ſhould 
be/ leſſe uncivill, in regard | ſhould| then ſpeak to 
you with lefſe treedome ; but fince my reſpeds, 
and the obligations which your goodnefſe hath 
layd upon me, forbid me all diſimulation towards 
you, 1 muſt break through the troubleſom'f difh- 
culty of my lite, in diſcovering to/you the obſta- 
clewhich Heaven hath layd in my way to that 
happinefſe of which I acknowledge my ſelf al- 
togerher unworthy ; the Gods are my Witneſſes, 
Madam, that the proofes which I have received of 
| | | y Jour 
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your honouring me with your affeftion (although 
the knowledge of my ſelf might have hindered me 
from underſtanding them for other than meer 
effects of yourgoodnefle ) would have erefted my 
thoughts to the preſumption of ſerving a pzrſon 
alrogether divine as you are, and that*] thould 
have efteemed my felt the gloriouleſt of men to 
have liv'd and dyed for a Princefſe for whom all 
the Princes of Ajia ſigh ; but Madam, before | had 
the honour to ſee you, this ſoul of mine which 
is ſtill full of all honour and reſpe&t imaginable 
rowards you, was already made uncapable of any 
impreſſion. of love, and that deſtiny which led 
me into the Tents of Parix', made me leave at the 
feer of Statyra that liberty which otherwiſe I muſt 
have loft to you, and which any minde !efſe pre- 
poſſeſt, or prepoſſeft by any other ſubjeft, would 
doudtlefſe have dedicated to the divins Roxana. It 
is for Sratyre that I have burnt ever ſince; tor her 
that I have abandon'd my Country, and diſguited 
my name and condition, to «xpoſe my {e!fto my 
Enemies ; and in fine, itis ſhe alone-who having 
been the occafion of my happineſle in {ceing you, 
isallo the occahon of my preſent grief.not to be 
able ro acknowledge otherwiſe than by my reſpet3 
the friendſhip wherewich you are pleas'd to h.j* 
nour me: The mask isat lengch remov'd, Madam, 
Darius hath underſtood from my own mouth 
both my name and my defigns, he knows the one, 
and hath approv'd the other, in the prelence of 
the Prince Cobortan Ur Father, and | hath by 
his Royall ' promiſe, raisd in me _ avowed 
pretenfions to the glorious poflefſion of the Prin- 
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ceſſe his Daughter. Beplealed, Madam, to judge 


of the power of theſe engagements, and whether 
even ſever'd from the confiderations of my love, 
theſe alone are ſuchas conld be overcome: God 
knows with what grief I make you|this Declara- 
tion, and with how perfe(t a gratithde I receive 
the honour you are pleas'd to doe mie, and how 
dearly I would purchaſe the occafjoris of facri- 
filing my life for your ſervice; But, Madamythis is al 
that my uncapablenes through my tgrmer engage- 
ments allows me; and if you have not as much 
goodnefſfe to confider this rightly, as you have had 
in your inclinations to favour me, | I ſhall dye in 
all appearance the ungratctulleſt, and in reallity 
the ankagolel man in the world. He ended this 
diſcourſe with ſome tears, which his compaſſion 
towards Roxana, joyn'd to the remembrance of 
his own affe&ion, forc'd from his eyes ; and look- 
ing ſtedtaſtly upon the Princeſſe to/ ſee if in her 
countenance he could diſcover how ſhe receiv'd it, 
he obſfery*d there all the marks that''could be of 
gricf and deſpair ; the ruth is, ſhewas fo ſtruck 
with it, that had ſhe not us'd her utmoſt power 
over her (elf to reftrain her paſſion, it would have 
broken. forth with ſuch a violence as muſt needs 
haye diſcover'd the occafion of it ; | ſhe was balfe 
an houre without ſpeaking a word, fighing and 
ſobbing , with fo much Agony, that her Women 
beleeving her ſciz'd with ſome ſuddain Indiſpo- 
fiction of health, were running in, to aſſiſt her ; 
but ſhe commanding them to retire, and recove- 
ring her elf a liccle, at length forc'd her RIF ro 
fay theſe few wordsto my Prince as ſhe was rifing; 

ra | Orentes 
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Orontes, Statyra deſerves more than I, but ſhe is 
not for you ; ſhe is Alexander's Caprtive,: and he 
will ſoon be hers, who is yer- her Maſter. Darius 
nor Statyra can now doe nothing for you, and 
ſhe is loſt to you both, The Gyqds, reptyed my 
Prince, will diſpoſe of things as they pleafe, bur 
if atter ſuch a lofle it were poſſible tor me to 
preſerve a lite, I ſhould certainely preferve ic 
onely for you. It you give me but this afſu- 
rance, replyed Roxana, 1 ſhall be in ſome degree 
comforted, and ſhall for my own particular Ir. 
tereſt dire& my Prayers to Heaven , contrary tv 
the generall oneof my Country, and of the Houle 
from which I am deſcended. Having faid this, 
ſhe took her leaveof him, and went away ſo de- 
je&ted, as it was ealie to read in her countenance 
the charafters of a moſt deep aftlifion ; leaving 
him ſoftruck with grief and with trouble at whar 
ſhe had threatned, that it was not poſſible in all 
that day to ſettle him. After that day: ſhe faw 
him almoft every other, and entertain*d him of 
her paſſion as much as ſhe could without being 
obſerv'd by her Mother ; he' anſwering her {till 
with the ſame civility, and conftraining himſclfe 
ſo much in complaiſance to her, that ſhe did nor 
altogether loſe the hopes of his Love ( ac leaſt if 
he ſhould faile of $tatyra,who was not like eaſily 
to get free from Alexander.) He was alſo often 
viſited by the Princeſſes, Daughters to Occhus, to 
Mentor, and by the Wife of . Pharnahbazys, and Ar- 
tabazus, and by the fair Berfina, whoſe vertues and 
rare qualities had given him all the inclination 
towards her, that the —_ of Statzra. nd bis 

aith- 
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faithfulnefſe to her could allow him. She was, as 
you well know, of a moſt agreeable converſa- 
tion; very knowing in divers Sciences, and par- 
eicularly in the Greek tongue ; and above all en- 
dow'd with extraordinary diſcretion, and of a 
moſt winning and: becomming freedome z all 
which induc'd wy Maſter to a ſpeciall confidence 
in her, and to give her a particular| accompt of all 
the accidents of his life, the love|of Koxana on- 
ly excepted, which his diſcretion; or rather his 
ul fortune, made him alwaies conceale with much 
care. Within five or fix dayes he' found himſelf 
well enough to quit his bed, but the fourth day 
there befell him an occafion of grief ſo ſenſible, 
as fance the death of Artaxerxes | never had ſeen 
him afflifed ro that degree; it was the lofſe of 
chat Bracelet which the Princefſe Statyra had given 
him at his departure from Perſepolis, and which 
in all his misforumes he had kept moft preciouſly, 
as his onely conſolation ; he was| wont to kiffe 
it a thouſand ztimes a day ; and. ſeeing in the 
Jovely h: ice of which ic was woven, ſome-parr 
_ of che perlon he ador'd, and of the Workman- 
ſhip of choſe fair hands, he was wont to draw 
from it ſome allay to his ſorrows ;| but one mor- 
ning putting his hai.d to the pl:ce where he u- 
ſaally wore it, he found it miſſing, and ſet all his 
ſervants to look it ; but when he ſaw all their 
| dearch and diligence fruitlefſe, and that he be- 
leeved it quite loft, he made fo ſad Jamentations 
for it , as touchrt all that heard him with com*- 
paſſion ; he wept, he tormented” himſelf, he 
theeatned his ſervants, and utrter'd words misbe- 
* comming 
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comming hi courage. All that day he was unca- 
pable of conſolation , but at length that heart 


which had refiſted ſo many afti&ions of another- 


nature, was fain to forget that,or to difſemble it at 
leaſt, that he might apply his thoughts to affairs 
of more importance " was advertis'd by Ber- 
ſina, that Artabon was upon the point of delive- 
ring the Town and all the Illuftrious perſons re- 
fug'd in it into the hands of the Enemy ; and 
for that purpoſe that he had diſpatcht one Mar- 
dus unto Parmenion, who was encampt about a 
daies march from Damaſcus. This advertiſement 
made him quit his bed the ſooner, refolv'd to 
make all the oppoſition he poſſibly could to thar 
Traytors pernicious defigne; bat if by Remon- 
ſtrances to him of his Duty, he ſhould not be 
able to recall him into the way of vertue, and 
of that fidelity which he owed to his Prince, he 
{aw no poflible means of effeting ir, being done 
in ſo great a Citty where hew:s known to few 
buc the Ladies , and where both Souldiers 
and Inhabitants were at the Governours deyotion; 


beſides that they had all raken ſuch a fright, that 


they trembled at the name Alexander , and had 
not the heart to make the leaſt reſiftance to the 
will of that Traytor, who had defign'd him fo 
illuſtrionsa Prey ; however he reſolved not to 
{pare himſelf in the bufinefſe, but to render to 
the poor Darius in his adverfity all the proofes he 
could deviſe of his friendſhip; and with that in- 
tent being dreft, and reſting himſelt upon a ftaffe, 
in regard of a light hurt in his thigh, he went to 
the Governours houſe, permitting none but =y 
clte 


{BE has 
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monſtrations of joy for his recovery ; bur my 
Prince having defar'd himto retire into his cloſet, 
and being enter'd thither wich him, paving paus'd 
a while; Artahon, ſaid he, I know both you too 
well, and the obligations which you|have to your 
good King, te beleeve that you haveany thought 
of differving him ; It is a report which your E- 
nemies have ſpread to your prejudice ; I pray 
take order in it, and ler the World fee your 
faichfull intentions for the ſervice of your Prince. 
Although the Governour were moved at this diſ- 
courſe, yet being upon the point of|unmasking, 
hedifſembledit, and coldly replyed ;| Thoſe who 
doe | me that ill office, Orontes, are very ill inform'd 
of my intemtions, they (hall alwaies be ſuch as 
they ought, whilft nothing beyond my power is 
exated from me, Ir is in your power, replyed 
Oreondates, to doe your King a very Cs lervice 
in the preſervation of this City , and of ſo many 
perſons of Quality depoſited in your cuftody ; 
the place is ſtrong enough to endure the Seige of 
a much more powerfull Army than |Mexander's; 
and thoſe who obey you, are zealous enough in 
his ſervice, not to abandon you in ſo commenda- 
ble a Reſolution, unto which you are obliged by 
your|Birth, -by your Oath, and by your Honour. 
The Governour , who began to grow impatient, 
replyed brifquely ; You need not trouble your 
ſelf with my defigns,Orenter,nor teach me my duty 
in aplace which hath not been committed to me, 
without judging me ſuffici:nt for the\command ; 
you 
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you are yet very young tobe my Inftru&or,and I 


am little obliged to receive advices where I am the 
Mafter ; and rifing at theſe words, withoutr-ex- 
peting my Prince's anſwer, he left the Cabinet, 
and my Maſter fo ill ſatisfied, that withour taking 
any oe leave of him, he went out of the houſe, 
and thence dire&ly to Berſina's, to whom he re- - 
lated what had paſt, and affur'd her of the loſs of 
Damaſcus, and of all their Libercies, if the Gods 
did not fuccour them by ſome extraordinary 
meanes ; he employed the reſt of that day in 
making the inclinations of the inhabitants be 
ſounded,and in inciting in their minds fome ſparks 
of fidelity and courage againft the Governour , 
who was about to fell them fo baſely to the Ene- 
my 3 but they anſwer'd all ſolicitations of that 
kinde ſo faintly, that my Prince could doe 
no more at that time but deteſt cheir mean- 
nefſe, deploring the misfortune of Darius, 'and 
the captivity of fo many raoble perſons which 
would be involv'd in the lofle of that City. 
The next day at Sur.-riſe all the Troops were in 
Armes by the Governours order, who ſetting 
guards upon the chief booty,that it might be deli- 
ver'd entire into the hands of «Llexander , com- 
manded the gates to be opened, that he might goe 
forth to meet Parmenion , who was within ten or 
twelvefurlongs of the Town. It was then that my 
Prince ſeeing all deſperate, reſolv'd to hazard all; 
and making bimſelf and me be arm'd, he got a 
horback,foll owed only by my ſelf; he marcht di- 
realy to the great place of Armes, where the Aſ- 
lembly was, and whither by the Coreg 

ome 
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Command the Ladies were already brought; As 
he paſt through the ſtreets, he cried out to all he 
met, Oye Syrians, heretofore the honour of the 
Crown of Perſia ! O changeable pegple, whicher 

runne you ? confider but whata Prince you aban- 

don, and to what-a Tyranny you! fubmic your 
ſelyes. Many other things he faid unto them as he 
went, but thoſe faint-hearted and intimidated 
Creatures gave no care to his Remonſtrances, but 
ran blindly to their captivity,as the |onely means 

to ſhun death, of which the terror had ſeizU them. 

When he came to the place of Armes, which was 
full of Souldicrs , and that by the fight of the La- 
dies already captive, his choller was inflam'd to 
the height; Ye people of Damaſcus, cryed he out, 
O) people blinded by the perſwafions of a Traitor, 

ſtay a while, hearken to the Sonne ofa King, who 

ſpeakes to you, and who will die with you; What 

Panick fear hath ſeiz'd you? or by/wha: lofle are 
ye weakned? are not your walls|entire ? and 
your forces with their Armes in| their hands ? 
See whither you precipitat your, ſelves , and 
by what ee brS you are about to pro- 
ftituce your Wiyes and Daughters| to the inſo- 
lence of che Macedonians; you goe forth to invite 
the Conquerors, and withour colting them one 
drop of blood , you condu them to your houſes, 
and into your beds, without confidering what you 
owe to your King, to your families, and to your 
ſelves; You are going to yield up voluntarily your 


limbs to the fetters prepared for you, without ma- 
king uſe of them for the preſervation of your ho- 
nours, your liberties, and perhaps yqur lives, And 

| | you 
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you (laid he to thoſe whom he judged moſt conſj- 
derable ) you men of honour , whom the Cow. 
ardile of theſe wretches are likely to involve in 
one common ruin; ſet a better value on yourſelves, 
and reſolve tp dic with me, finceI am reſolv'dto 
ſacrifiſe my life tor your defence , or to fruſtrate 
the Treaſon of thole who fo baſely ſell you. Theſe 
words had very little effe&; and of the great num- 
bers there, there were not any but the young [io 
neusSonto Artabazus, Ariſtogiton , Dropides, and 
Levertes, Athenians, Perippus, Onomaſtorides, Omaiut, 
and Callicratides , Lacedemonians , who prefer- 
ring a glorious Death before a ſhametull Caprivi- 
ty, ranged themſelves by my Maſter, | who witch 
theſe few advanc'd towards the Governour, who 
being advertis'd of his endeavours to fir up the 
people was coming againſt him with all his 
Troops; aſſoon as my Prince efpyed him , . Well 
eArtabon (be cryed out ) it is then in earneſt that 
you mean to betray your Prince, your friends, 
and your honour, and that noconfideration can 
divert thee from thy infamous reſolution; Artabon 
looking upon him with diſdain, Scythian, faid he, 
get thee gone , and doe not irritate his goodneffe 
who allowes thee a retreat, if thou art not minded 
to die for the quarrell of the King of Perſia, ha- 
ving forſaken the ſervice of thine own; Ah Villain 
replyed Oroondates, we muſt die , I will receive no 
favour from a Traitor; at theſe words darting fire 
through his beaver, he took a dart from Ariſtog j- 
ton, and raifing himſelf upon his fticrupes , threw 
it with all his mightat Artebon ; bur he leaning 
alide avoided the blow, and the dart thrown = 
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forcible a hand, pierc'd two other men , and over” 
threwthemdead at the horſes feet : Qroondates en- 
rag'd to have milſs'd of his aime , drew his ſword 
and threw himſelf after 4rtabon , who had already 
ſhelter'd himſelf among his men from the death 
that threatned him, and whilſt my Mafter opinia- 
ters the making himſelf a paſſage to him, his horſe 
is kild under him, and falls ſo fuddenly , that ha- 
ving neither the leiſare nor the thought to tree 
himſelf from his tirrups , he found himſelf under 
the whole weight of the horſe at the mercy of his 
Enemies. I would have runneco him, bur 1 had the 
ſameill fortune, andit was then that my Prince 
had certainly loft his life, if Artabon, hoping for 
the |becter conditions it he delivered him alive, 
had not forbidden his mento kill him, making 
him onely tobe difarn''d, and bound with the 
reſt of his Company, who having made for a white 
a handſome refiftance, were torc'd to yield to 
numbers, and to follow my Prince's fate, as they 
had followed his noble reſolution. Oreendates fin- 
ding himfelfe bound, and cafting |his eye upon 
Roxana and Berſina, who were but a little way 
from him, Ladies, he cryed our, we all runne the 
(amedeſtiny,8& muſt ſubmit co the fortune of Alex- 
ander ; he would fay no more, fearing left his paſ- 
fion ſhould tranſport him to utter ſomewhat mif- 
becoming hie uſuall moderation; the Ladies loo- 
ked upon him with much grief, but yet with ſome 
mixture of joy to ſee him fafe from a danger, wher- 


in they had deſpaired of his life. Aytabon caufing 


hin to be ſer on horſeback with his leggs tycd un- 
der the belly, and his hands behind him, made all 


the 
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the (peftators hearts to melt with pitty, and ha» 
ving fetled that order both for the booty and the 
troops, wherein thoſe of your party found them, 
he advanc'd in that Equipage to meet Parmenion- 
I thall not relate unto you his reception, -nor, how 
Parmenion diſpoſed of the booty 3 you know ir 
better than I, and intending to entertaine you © 
no more than the life of my Maſter , I ſhall onely 
tell you, that Parmenion , having received the La- 
dies, and other the moſt conſiderable priſoners 
with great civility, and having ſet a good guard 
upon them, and al the reſt, Arrabon at length pre- 
ſented my Maſter to him ; Parmenion attentively 
confider'd him ,and being ſtrangely taken with his 
rare faſhion, ask*'d rhe Governour for what reaſon 
he had ſo bound that lovely young man ? My 
Maſter preventing Artabon's Anſwer, Letthe Trai- 
tor inform you ( faid he to Parmenion ) and by a 
true relation oblige you ro give methe punniſh- 
ment due to me, and to himthe recompence he 
deferves. Parmenion who was truly generous ,  un- 
derſtood him rightly, and having learn'd from 
Artabon's own mouth the truth of what had paſt, 
he fcarce had heard him out, when looking upon 
the Governour with contempt , 1 doe not think 
{trange,faid he, that you ſhould punniſh ARtions ſo 
contrary to your nature, and | doemot at all won- 
der now, that with ſo many Millions of men Dari- 
«5 defends ſo i] his Dominions, fance in them ver- 
tueisſo unworthily uſed;but the Macedonians now 
your Mafters reverence it in another manner; and 
inftead of irons which you give ic,preſent it Crowns; 
At theſe words turning to my Prince, he — 
4 
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ded him to beunbound , - and declar'd him ar li- 
berty to betake himſelf ro what party he lik'd beſt; 
My Maſter received this favour without lowlineffe, 
and without pride, and having obtain'd the ſame 
forme, heaccepted with much civjlicy aſute of 
Armes which Parmenion preſented him ; but Arta- 
bon greiv'd to the Soul ar his liberty , and fruſtra- 
ted at that recompence which he expeCted from 
Alexander, or rather tranſported te his deſtiny; Sir 
ſaid he, addreffing himſelt ro Parmenion , contider 
what youdoe, it 18 not the friend of Darius whom 
you ſet free, but the moſt mortall Enemy of A'ex- 
ander, he who wounded him at the yo of Iſſus, 
and who hath engag'd himſelf by a folemne Oath 
co bring bis head to Darius, My Maſter looking 
upon him with an eye of indignation, Ah! perfi- 
dious Villain ( cryed he out to him) is it poſſible 
that thou canit yer open thy mouth in the preſence 
of a generous perſon, and that thgu dareſt con- 
demn before lim thoſe' ations which his vertue 
makes him approve, after thou haft made thy felt 
 Infamons by (uch a matchlefle Treachery?eMriabon 


emboldned by the preſence of Parmenion, in which 


he thought himſelf ſecure, replyed; In preferring 
Alexander s party before Darius. his,, 1 doe bur 
yield to the Conquerour , and follow the will of 
the Gods, whoſe pleature it is that all the earth 
{ubmic to thatigreat man ; but in| abandoning 
long before me , and. withour any neceſlity thine 
own partyſ, and the ſervice of your /King, to em- 
brace thar of Darius, thou are guilty of a Treaſon 
unexcuſcable;and in contrafting a feigned friend- 
ſhip with the Prince of A4rtaxerxes to facrifiſe him, 
and 
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and Tead him to the butchery of thy Countrys 
men, thou haft commirted a double perfidy, ſuch 
as paſt ages cannot parallel], Ir is impollible for me 
( I, to repreſent unto you my Maſters rage, ler 
it ſufhce to cell you that the memory of 4rtaxerxes 
being fo powertally reviv'd in him rendred theſe 
reproaches ſo ſenfible, that he loſt in his paſſion 
the uſe of both his voice and reaſon , and withouc 
conſidering that he was in the preſence of Parme- 
nion, and his Priſoner, and withoue the leaſt he 

of any to protet him, he lanc'd himſelf forth 
againſt Artabon with his ſword in his hand with- 
qut being able re utter one diſtint word; the 
Traitor pale and trembling at that obje&, and 
flying behind Parmenion and the reft that were 
preſent, endeavoured to avoidthat death which 
was ſo viſible before him, but Oroondates cranſpor- 


ted with rage and griet( no obſtacle being-capable 


£0 interrupt bis fury ) forces his wy through all 
that oppole him, and making himſelf a free paſſage 
with his {word to the Traitor, he run it twice 
through bis body, in the face of 20000 men , who 
had not the power to hinder him z che perfidious 
wretch tumbled upon the earth vomiting forth 
with his blood his cowardly aud treacherous ſoul. 
No ſooner was the execution done, bur at the 
inſtant Oraondates diveſting himſelf of all paſſion, 
puting up his ſword,% reſuming his uſuall temper, 
curned himſelf to Permenion,% with a moſt compo« 
ſed Countenance ſpake thus unto him; Great Par- 
menion. 02W that Darius and my (elf are revenged, 
diſpoſe of my deftiny as the Gods and you l 

pleaſe, I refuſe not your chains, being freed from 
| | thole 
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chole of that Traicor, and 1 willingly yield up 


theſe hands now they have puniſh'd his perfidy, to 


be paniſh'd by you, for having ſerved me in an 
Aion of (o little reſpe& rowards you, Parmenion 
aſtoniſht beyond expreſſion, confider'd him feve ral 
times from head ro foot with admiration , but yet 
with motions full of irrefolution , that a&ion of 
my Princes in which he had expreft fo little of 
reſpe& or confideration for him who had fo re. 
_ cently obliged him, did highly exaſperate and 
make him incline to his ruine , 0! the other fide 
the rare generofity which he had expreft in one 
day by ſo many eminent effefts, joined to that 
grace which accompanied him in every thing, and 
did in a manner authoriie all his Aﬀions, did 
overbear all thoſe relentments, and inſenfibly 
make his Intereſts yield ro his affeftion,and efteem 
of ſo gillant a perſon; but withall refle&ing upon 
the words of A:abon, touching his having vowed 
the death of Alexandery& judging by that deſperate 
execution in his prefence,what ſuch a perſun might 
be capable of doing , he feared he (might farl of 
his Duty to the King inprelerving|him ſo dan- 
gergus an Enemy ; in fine, his amazemment' and 
confli& wich himlelf being over, Who ever chou 
art, | {aid he, 1am ſure thou doſt either deſerve 
death,or liberrv, but the Gods forbid that I ſhould 
ever put to death to brave a'man, or give. liberty 
to fo dangerous an Enemy of Alexanders ; if the 
Gods had raifed him bur two ſuch, [he might a- 
bandon the hopes of his Conqueſts, and Darius 
reſume his, of repoſſeſſing again the Throne of his 
Predeceliors: having ſaid this, he gaye him in = . 

| | ſtody 
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fiody to ſome of thole he truſted moſt, comman- 
ding them to uſe him very well, bur co be an{wers 
able for his (atety with their Jrves. 

Thus wps the dilloyall Artah4on puniſhe, his 
body was Ietc a prey tv the Fowles of the Aire , 
and his head (as we have {ince been told ) was cut 
off by a Perſian, and ent to Darius, who receiv'd 
by ic ſome comfort in his afflitions. Parmer.icn 
having ſettled a Garriſon in Dame/cyr, and ſuch 
orders as were neceffary in that Province, took 
his way toward Marathon, belicged by 4/:x4nder, 
and where he was ſure he ſhould yer find him; we 
arrived there within tour dayes, and Parmeriion lea» 
ving the Priſoners under a good guard , -wens 
himſelf to do his duty to Alexander ; when he had 
given him an account of the ſumptuous booty he 
had got, he tell to ſpeak ro him ot my Maſter, he 
related his a&ions to him, & exalced his generofity 
in ſuch terms, as made him more pleaſed with 
the taking of him, than ot Damaſcus, and all Da» 
rius his Equipage ; and having advertis'd him of 
his delagn againſt his life, according as Artahon 
had cold him, and according to what he himiclt 
had expreft in the laſt Battell, whereof he yer wore 
the marks, he gave him more apprehenſion of my 
Mafter alone, than of all the Armics of Perſia.. All 
theſe conſiderations made him earneſtly deſire to 
fee him ; but, Sir, it is not neceſſary to relateunto 
you what paſt between them, fince [ beleeve you 
were preſenc, and that that encounter was ngemo- 
rable enough to be preſerv'd in your remem- 
brance. Lyfimachus finding, 4r ax» 5 ſtop; hereyfaid 
unto him, I was then abſenc from che King, Melee 
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ger, Polyſperchon, and my lelt were by |his command 
marche with ſome Troops towards the Ifle of A- 
rade, which ſubmitted unto us without reſiftance ; 
and though 1 have fince heard much of.it, yer ic 
was with ſo much confufton and uncercainty,that 
you ſhall oblige me much to purſue'your a 
without interruption. Since you defire it, reply- 
ed Arox:s, be pleaſed to know that|Parmenion by 
the King's command brought my Maſter before 
him, not bound, but with Arms, and well guar- 
ded ; as ſoon as he came before A/exander, his 
loyely |perſon and faſhion produc'd their uſuall 
efſefts.; and as we judg'd bythe King's ation , 
#ffeed him with more wonder and reſpe& for 
him, than the greatndNe of his fortune did allow 
him towards all other men ; whether ic was the 
Majeſty of his countenance, or the report he had 
heard of him, or the prootes he himſelf had had 
of his bravery in che Battell, that gave bim thoſe 
impreſſions. My Maſter was then but in his ewen- 
ticth year, yetot ſo goodly a ftature, that he ex- 
ceeded Alexander by the head and ſhoulders ; he 

was formed with ſo rare aproportion,and accom- 
panyed with ſucha vivacity in his eyes, and with 
{o rare a grace in all his geſtures and a&ions, that 
he was' conſidered both by Alexander, and by all 
there preſenta 2s perſon altogether extraordinary, 
his preſence ealily perſwading them to @ belict of 
the fame that went of his wonderfull yertue and 
courage. Oroordates did not ſalute Alexander with 
thoſe humiliations which he fince |exa&ed, nor 
with any ſuch low ſubmiſſion as might ſeem to 
beg grace of him in whoſe power he was; bur on 
. | the 
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the other fide affefted not an unſeafonable and 
uncivill pride, but holding himſelf in a juſt mode- 
ration, paid him what hethought would have bin 
due from him ar his full liberty, co a perſon of his 
condition , illuſtrious by ſo many vi&ories; Alex- 
ander received him with great civility, and having 
con fidered him twice or thrice with great Inten- 
tivenefe, 1s it poſſible, ſaid he, that you are that 
valiant man, who did ſuch wonders at the battell 


of Iſſus, and with whom I my ſelf had an encoun- 


ter 10 little tomy advantage, that I yet bear the 
troubleſome markes of it ? Orcondates finding 
himſelf obliged to Alexander by the praiſrs he be- 
towed upon him, replyed to him with much 
modefty; I did (o little Sir, that my Aﬀions were 
made remarkable, onely by the cowardiſe of my 


Party ; and the _ glory that can remain to me 


by them, -is not to have turned my back till I had 
tryed the valour of him who pur three hundred 
thouſand to flight; Alexander raviſht with an An- 
{wer both ſo modett and fo brave, and looking 


about upon Epbeftion and Piolemy, he obliged them, 
by hisapplauſe, to expreſſe theirs alſo; and then' 


turning, again to Oroundates; Bur is it true, {aid he, 
that you have a particular defigne againſt my lite, 
and can you be of thoſe whom the hopes of a thou- 
ſand talents could induce to promile my head to 
Darius ? Although my Prince was ſharpely offen- 
ded with this Diſcourſe as I perceived by the co- 
lour that fluſht in his cheekes ) he replyed very 
remperately, Neither the hopes of a thouſand ta- 
lents, norof a thouſand Empires can make me un- 
dertake any thing bur what honour and _ 
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| (hall diftate , buy the [conſideration of what 1 
| ow to Darius , ſhall ever make me undcreake 
| both againſt you and againft all his Ene- 
| mies, all that a vertuous King can defire of ſuch 
a friend, againſt Ulſarpers of his Dotmninions, and 
| Perſecutors of his lite; this reply ſharply incens'd 
| Alexander, but filled him withall with high admi- 
| _ rationand value, and accordingly he made this 
anſwer; It Darius had many ſuch friends, perhaps 
I ſhould have bin yer on the other fide of the Gra- 
| nick; but if he had one of mine in his power, and 
| ſhould hear from his own mouth ſuch a Declara- 


| 

tion , I believe he would put himto death, and | 
| ſecure his own life by thedeſtruRtion|of fo dange- t 
| rous an Enemy; If you have the fame fear, replyed c 
| Oroondates, ( not at all daunted ) you have the 1 
| ſame power, and 1 ſtill theſame intention. Alex - t 
| ander more {urpriſed than before , pauſed a great Y 
| while withour ſaying any thing, and expreſſing b 
his irreſolution in his countenance, all chat were r 
| preſent expe&ted with impatience the Iflue of this v 
| adventure;and I am verily per{waded that the moſt g 
4 5 vertuous of his friends, though they would have vi 
| bin very joytfull to ſecure their Prince by the de- u 
ſruRion ot any of his Enemies, yet, were pofſeſt th 


by my Maſter with lo much good will towards hi 
him, as they could hardly have feen his with- ag 


out miich trouble; for my parc muſt confefle 1 it 
had great apprehenftons for him, and did tremble th 
in theexpeQation of ſo uncertain an event. Bur in re 


fine, Alexander atier he had held his eyes a great an 
while xt upon the earth , on the ſuddain ſettled lit 
them on my Prince, and rifing fromthe Chair in end 
which 


. 
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which he had tate all that whileby reaſon of t he 
hure in his thigh, (aid unto him, touching him in 
the hand; Whoever thou art, Grecian , | Perfian, 
Prince, or Private man, I fee thou art too gene- 
rousto attempt any thing againſt my life by waies 
contrary to vertue, and | think my felt well enough 
able to defend ic when thou ſhalt affail meas a 
gallart man: I will not ſecure it by the loffe of 
thine , bur 1 will ſcek to make the dangerequall, 
when we (hall be upon <quall advantages; In the 
mean while enjoy both thy life and liberty, which 
thou maift hencetorward employ for Darius; I do 
not fear thee enough to endeavour to'win thee to 
us, afrer the Declaration thou haſt made, nor yer 
do | ſo undervalue thee , but if 1 could now do it 
with honour, 1 ſhould prefer thy triendſhip before 
the beft Province of 4/{i-. Thou mayft go thy way 
when thou pleaſcſt, and it thou beeſt at thenex: 
battel], finde meanes to make thy felf known, and 
remember thy gallant re{olurion;'ris there thatwe 
will fight for my head, and where with aberter 
grace than now I can, } will endeavour to bere- 
veng'd of the hurt thou gavelt me. It Alexander 
was taken with the magnanimiry of my Mafter, 
that of Mexander touch'd my Prince ſo to the 
heart, that it chas'd from icall the harred he had 
againſt himp; or if there remained any reſentment, 
it was leffe for the lofles of Darius , yea even for 
the captivity of his Wiſtcefſe, than for che grief he 
received ro finde himſeff overcomein generofity 
and indeed he hath confeft ro me fince, that in his 
life he never received a more ſenſible one, and the 
trouble which appear'd in his face expreft very 

vi- 
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viſibly that ot his minde upon that occaſion; per- 
mitting him to reply only theſe few words to A- 
lexander in a more melancholy tone than before; [c 
is now indeed that | deplore the fortune of Dari- 
45, and that, I efteem his overthrow by the anger 
of the Gods certain; fince they have rais'd him 
ſuch an Enemy as gaines hearts, as irrefiſtable as 
battels; he (aid no more , but tak ing his leave of 
Alexander, he refus'd all the preſents that were 
offered him , - except onely of horfes and Armes 


| forhimſelfand me , which he received at length, 


as it were in exchange of thoſe which had bia ta- 
ken from hum ; his equipage alſo was reſtor'd to 
him entire, and he contented himlelt with a ſafe 
condut, refufing the convoy which was offer'd 
him to any Town in poſleſſi >n of Darizs, Thus 
parted thoſe two great men , preſerving in their 
foules ſuch a value of one anocher as you may ea» 
fily imagine. Araxes was at the point of his ſtay, 
when he was defired by Ly/imachus to go to O- 
roondates his Chamber to make his excuſe fornot 
waiting on him that morning, occaſion'd by his | 
impatience to know the reſt of his ſtory. Araxes 
did as he deſired, and finding his Maſter in reaſon- 
able good condition, he retumned to Lyſimachus, 
and taking again his place, at his \entreaty thus 
relum'd his Diſcourſe. My
